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The Select Committee, appointed to take into Conſideration the State of the Adminiſtration 
of Juſtice in the Provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa, and to report the ſame as it 

ſhall appear to them to the Houſe, with their Obſervations thereupon z and who were in- 
ſtructed to conſider how the Britiſh Poſſeſſions in the Eaſt Indies may be held and governed 
with the greateſt Security and Advantage to this Country, and by what Means the 
Happineſs of the Native Inhabitants may be beſt promoted; rh 9 


AVING obſerved in their former Report that Mr. Francis had, in a Letter to the Court of 
Directors, which they inſerted in the Appendix to that Report, charged that Court, in diſtinct 
and unqualified Terms, with little leſs than an entire Neglect of their Duty in many of its 
molt eſſential Parts, and in particular with the conſtant Support of certain of their Servants in an 
open Diſobedience of their Orders, have thought proper to examine Mr. Francis on that Letter, 
who, attending according to Order, was aſked, — 
Whether his Letter, dated the 12th October, 1780 (ſee Firſt Report, Appendix, Ne 8.) was 
a Letter wrote in the Moment of Reſentment, or whether it is a Letter the Reſult of Reflection, 
and if he is ready to prove the Charges contained therein ? he ſaid, It was written with De- 
liberation; he did expect that at ſome Period or other he ſhould be called upon to make 
good the Contents of it; and that he had already informed the Committee, that he believed he 
ſhould be able to do ſo.— The Witneſs being then deſired to explain to the Committee wherein he 
thought the Court of Directors had ſuffered their fundamental Principles of Policy to be overſet, and 
their Inſtructions and Orders to be diſobeyed with Impunity ? he ſaid, The Principles of Policy 
vhich were ſtated to him at the Time of his Appointment as the fundamental Principles of the 
Company, and which he found preſcribed and eſtabliſhed by their General Inſtructions to the 
Governor General and Council, and by various other Letters from the Court of Directors to their 
relidencies Abroad, all of which were of equal Authority to the Governor General and Council 
with their Inſtructions, appear to him to be the following: 38 
The Court of Directors cenſured and condemned the whole Tranſaction of the Rohilla War in the 
mongeſt Terms; but they never to his Knowledge proceeded to any Puniſhment or Penalty againſt 
thoſe Members of their Government whoſe Acts they had ſo condemned. ; 
Nothing can be more particularly expreſſed than their Declarations and conſequent Injunctions to 
their Servants, not to extend their Territorial Acquiſitions, more eſpecially on the Malabar Coaſt, where 
5 they 
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they fay, That it is their Reſolution never to look beyond the Poſſeſſion of Salſet and Baſkin 
« ſuppoſing that could be obtained by Treaty ;” and he begs Leave to refer the Committee to the 


Letters of the Court of Directors to Bombay, of the 31ſt of March 1569, and the 12th of April 157; 
on the Subject, Vide Appendix, N' 3, and . ũ·. 

The Committee will find that the Engagement of the Preſidency of Bombay with Ragobah are 
totally incompatible with theſe Principles; But that they have nevertheleſs received Encouragement 
from the Court of Directors. | 

The various Expeditions which have taken Place within theſe few Years, under Colonel Leſlie 
Colonel Goddard, Major Popham, and Major Carnac, from Bengal, and under Colonel Egerton on 
the Malabar Coaſt, appear to him incompatible with the Company's Orders © never to employ their 
66 ang qo diſtant Expeditions, or otherwiſe than in the Defence of their Poſſeſſions, or thoſe of 
„their Allies.“ 

The Negociation carried on, and Treaties made with the Rana of Gohude, with Moodajee Boolz, 
the Rajah of Berar, and with Ragobah, are not to be reconciled with the Company's Orders, which are, 
« To take Care that in all Treaties with the Country Powers, they be ſo framed as to be neither im. 
* mediately. nor eventually poſſible to engage the Company in any Diſputes with thoſe Pawers,” 

Finally, The Company's declared Reſolution “to adhere and keep inviolable the Faith of 
«© Treaties,” appears to the Witneſs to have been diſregarded and violated by thoſe Acts of the Go. 
vernment of Bengal, by which the Provinces of Korah and Allahabad were ſold to the late Vizier 
Sujah Dowla, and the Tribute which the Company had agreed to pay to the King Shah Allum was 
ſtopped, becauſe his Right, as well to the -Provinces as to the Tribute, was formed on a ſpecific 
Treaty; and alſo by thoſe Acts of the Preſidency of Bombay, which produced a Rupture between 
them and the Maratta Government at Poona, © Firſt in December 1774, when they took Poſſeſſion 
“of Salſet by Surprize, and again in November 1778, when they marched an Army towards 
% Poona, for the avowed Purpoſe of overſetting a Government from which they never pretended 
« have received an Injury of any Kind.“ | — | a 

With reſpect to the Company's Inſtructions and Orders being diſobeyed with Impunity, Mr, 
Francis ſtated to the Committee, that Mr. Briſtow was diſmiſſed from his Office of Reſident with the 
Nabob of Oude in December 1776 (Vide Appendix, N' 3 (E); Mr. Francis Fowke was diſmiſſed 
at the ſame Time from the Office of Reſident at Benares (Vide Appendix, N* 4 (C); and both of them 
without a Charge or Imputation of any Kind, contrary to the 2oth Article of the Company's General 
Inſtructions to the Governor General and Council. (Vide Appendix, Ne 5.) 

Mahomed Reza Cawn was diſmiſſed from his Office of Naib Subah in February 1778 (Vide Ap- 
pendix, N' 6 (L., M, and N) in which he had been confirmed by the expreſs and particular Orders of 
the Court af Directors (Vide Appendix, N' 6 (A.) The Committee will find, that thofe ſeveral 
Acts have been ſtrongly diſapproved of and condemned by the Court of Directors; and that the 
Perſons diſmiſſed have been ordered to be re-inſtated (Vide Appendix, Ne 3 (G), N* 4 (H), and N- 
6 (Aa); but that thoſe Orders have not been duly carried into Execution. In the extraordinary Caſe 
-of Mr. Francis Fowke, the Committee will find that Motions in Council were repeatedly made for his 
Re- inftatement, in Obedience to the Company's Orders, firſt on the 2oth of July 1778, and again on 
the 1ſt and 5th of April 1779 (Vide Appendix, N' 4 (I, O, and P.); and that on both thoſe Occa- 
ſions, Reſolutions were taken by the Majority of the Board againſt thoſe Motions. | 

The Proceedings of the Governor General and Council of the gift of Auguſt, gth September, 
and 2d October 1779, will ſhew that the Company's Inſtructions, preſcribing Rules concerning 
military and other Contracts have been diſobeyed and ſet aſide in ſome Inſtances of very great 
Importance; particularly the Contracts for victualliag the Army and Fort William, and for ſup- 
plying the Army with Draft and Carriage Bullocks. : 

The Reſolutions of the Governor General and Council of the 12th of April 1779 (Vide Appendix 
No 8) granted Allowances to the Commander in Chief, amounting to more than Double what was 
fixed for him by Act of Parliament as Member of the Council, and by the Court of Directors as 
Commander in Chief. Appendix N' g. | 

Mr. Francis then added, That he had ſtated the principal Inſtances of Diſobedience of Orders, as 
have occurred to him, but he does nat doubt, that in looking over the Records many others would 
appear. | | 
Phe Court of Directors have cenſured or diſapproved of every one of theſe Acts; but it is not 
known to him (the Witneſs) that the Perſons guilty of them have ever ſuffered any other Penalty 
beyond that Cenſure. The Letters from the Court of Directors, which were received during the 
Time of his Reſidence in Bengal, are filled with the ſtrongeſt and moſt pointed Condemnation of 
almoſt every Act of the Governor General and Mr. Barwell, and he begs Leave to quote One Paſſage 
out of many, as it ſhews, in a more particular Manner, the Eſtimation in which the Court of Direc- 
tors held thoſe Gentlemen. | 4 

In the 53d Paragraph of the Letter from the Court of Directors to the Governor General an 
Council, of the 28th November 1777, it is ſaid, Ws: | 
When we conſider this Profulion of Expence, we cannot but expreſs our Concern that the Power 
of granting away our Property in Perpetvity, ſhould have devolved upon Perſons whoſe Cons 
„ plaiſance to the Court (of Judicature) has in our Opinion greatly exceeded their Attention to t 
«* Intereſts of the Company.” Vide Appesdix N“ 10. | 5 $01 ch 

To this Mr. Francis begged Leave to add, chat the Court of Directors, in their Letter of the 4 of 
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Judicature againſt Mr. Barwell ; which, Order was not carried into Execution, and has not, to his 
Paste been enforced or taken any further Notice of by the Court of Directors. 

Your Committee thinking it neceſſary to examine Mr. Francis upon the Matters contained 
in the foregoing Relation, he was aſked, What particular Reaſon did Mr. Haſtings aſſign for acting 
contrary to the Standing Inſtructions g the Company, when he engaged in the Maratta War? he 
ſaid, Mr, Haſtin 5's Reaſons in Support of his Meaſures are ſtated at large in his Minutes recorded in 
the Bengal Conſultations from January 1778 incluſive. The Witneſs ſaid, That in the Courſe of their 
Debates he often urged that theſe Meaſures ſtood in direct Oppoſition to the Company's fundamental 
Principles and Inſtructions, but he does not recollect that any Attention was ever given, or Anſwer 
made to that Objection.— And being aſked, What Reaſons did Mr. Haſtings aſſign for Diſobedience 
of the Company's Orders reſpe&ing Mahomed Reza Cawn and Mr. Francis Fowke ? he ſaid, The 
Majority of the Board, then conſiſting of Mr. Haſtings and Mr. Barwell, paid no Attention, as far 
as he can recolle&, to the Company's Orders on theſe Points; but Mr. Francis begged Leave to 
refer to the Conſultations, of which he pointed out the Dates (Appendix, Ne 3, 4, and 6): The 
Declaration made by Two Members of the Council upon an Order for re-inftating Mr. Fowke in his 
Office, which appears in the Conſultations of the 2oth July 1778 (Appendix, N- 4, I) will ſhew to 
the Committee better than ke can, on what Principles the Majority then proceeded. : 

And being further aſked, Whether there was any other Proceedings in Council upon this Subject ? 
he ſaid, On the 1ſt and zth of April 1779 (which was ſoon after the Arrival of Sir Eyre Coote) 
he moved in Council, That the Company's Orders reſpecting Mr. Fowke ſhould be carried into 
Execution; a Reference to the Conſultation of thoſe Days will ſhew what was the Event of that 
Motion (Vide Appendix, N' 4 (O and P.) — Being aſked, What was the Proceeding of the Court of 
Directors when this Diſobedience of their Orders came before them? he ſaid; All that he can re- 
collect is, that they expreſſed great Surprize, and repeated the Order (Vide Appendix, Ne 4 (S.) — 
Being aſked, At What Interval of Time did that Repetition of the Order arrive in Bengal? he ſaid, 
Their Orders on the Council General's Proceedings he thinks arrived about the latter End of 1779, 
but he does not know that the Court of Directots have ever taken Notice of the Council General's 
ſubſequent Proceedings of the 3ſt and 5th of April 1779; that no Orders on theſe Proceedings had 
arrived when he left Ke ee aſked, What was the Reſult of the laſt Orders of the Com- 
pany ? he ſaid, They were not carried into Execution till Three Months after they were received, 
and when it was done it was not in fact in Obedience to the Company's Orders, but in conſequence of 
his perſonal Interpoſition with the Governor General in February or March 1780; and ſince his (the 
Witneſs's) Departure, Mr. Fowke has again been diſmiſſed from the ſame Office without any Charge 
or Imputation whatſoever, againſt his Conduct (Appendix, N*4 (U.) And Mr. Francis being 
aſked, What is the Committee to underſtand by his perſonal Interpoſition? he ſaid, On this Point 
he begs Leave to refer the Committee to the Papers tranſmitted to the Court of Directors with his 


Letter of the 12th of October 1780 (Vide Appendix, N' 11) and more particularly to his Minute re- 
corded on the 14th September 1780 (Vide Appendix, N' 11 (P.) — Being aſked, Whether the 


Company repeated their Orders relative to Mahomed Reza Cawn? he ſaid, As ſoon as they heard of 


his Diſmiſſion they ordered him to be re-inſtated, with ſtrong Cenſure of Mr. Haſtings and Mr. 


Barwell (Vide Appendix, Ne 6(Aa.). Soon after thoſe Orders were received, in November 1779, 


he moved for their being carried into Execution ; Mr. Barwell having retired from the Board, the 


Queſtion, was carried in the Affirmative; but the next Day the Governor General moved, in the 
Preſence of Mr. Barwell, that thoſe Proceedings ſhould be reconſidered ; in conſequence of which the 
Firſt Reſolution for obeying the Company's Orders was reverſed (Vide Appendix, Ne 6 (Ca D a.) 
In February 1780 Mahomed Reza Cawn was nevertheleſs appointed. to the Office of Naib Subah 
(See Appendix, N' 6 (I a.)—Being aſked, What Reaſon did the Majority of the Council aſſign for 
a Change of their Opinion in the Re-appointment of Mahomed Reza Cawn, which did not exiſt 
when they diſobeyed the Orders of the Company for his Re-inſtatement ? he ſaid, He thinks it ſtands 
as an Act or Reſolution of the Board, without any Debate, or Reaſons aſſigned—And being aſked, 
Whether he could affign any Reaſons? he ſaid, He attributed it to the ſame perſonal Interpoſition 


And being again deſired to explain to the Committee what he meant by ** perſonal Interpoſi- 
tion?“ he ſaid, The Papers annexed to his Letter to the Court of Directors, of the 12th of 
October 1780, (Appendix, Ne 11.) contains a full Account of the Tranſactions between Mr. 
Haſtings and him, which began with an Accommodation between Mr. Haſtings and him, 


and ended in perſonal Difference, of which the Court of Directors have been informed; he there- 


fore begs that the Committee will rather refer to thoſe Papers than to his perſonal Evidence upon 
this Queſtion—And being aſked, Whether it was a Part of a private Agreement between him and 
Mr, Haltings, that Mahomed Reza Cawn, Mr. Fowke, and Mr, Briſtow ſhould be re-inſtated in 
their former Employmeats ? he ſaid, It was that Mahomed Reza Cawn, and Mr. Fowke ſhould 
be re-inſtated ; Mr. Briſtow was afterwards re-inſtated in the Office of Reſident at Oude, but not ex- 


aCtly in that in which he was before And being aſked, Whether the Reſtoration of Mahomed 


eza Cawn and Mr. Fowke by that Agreement, was what he meant by “ perſonal Interpoſition ?” 
© ſaid, It is—Being aſked, What Reaſons did the Majority of the Council aſſign for not obeying 
the Company's Orders relative to the Contracts mentioned by him? he ſaid, He does not recollect 


that they aſſigned any, except that in general the Nature of the Services required Contracts for a 
SEL, Com.

In theſe Arguments Mr, Wheler and he particu: ' 
larly appealed to, and inſiſted on, the expreſs Orders and Inſtructions of the Court of Directors in re. 
lation to Contracts, and which, as they thought, were entirely diſregarded and overſet by the Board. 
Mr. Francis then being aſked, Whether the Court of Directors did approve the Reaſons given 
for Diſobedience of their, Orders, and reject the Reaſons aſſigned by him and Mr. Wheler, tend- 
ing to prove that no Inconvenience would ariſe from Obedience of thoſe , Orders? he ſaid, In the 
Letter of the 23d of December 1778, they entered particularly into the Subject of certain Contracts 
which had been entered into the Year before by the Majority then exiſting, and they condemn every 
Part of the Proceedings of that Majority in thoſe Inſtances. The new Contracts entered into in 1779, 
were formed upon the, ſame Principles, but were of much greater Conſequence with reſpect to their 
Duration and Amount, and were in other Reſpects of a much more queſtionable Nature than thoſe 
which the Court of Directors had already condemned; that when he left Bengal, there had not been 
Time for the * of any Orders from the Company on the Subject of the latter Contracts 
And being aſked, Whether the Firſt Contr Cs were. reſcinded in conſequence of the Diſapprobation 
of the Court of Directors? He ſaid, No. | nu. | | 

The Committee then repreſented to Mr. Francis, that he had in his Letter reproached the Court 
of Directors with Breach of Promiſe : He was aſked, In what does it conſiſt? to which he ſaid, 
Principally in not giving to General Clavering, Colonel Monſon, and himſelf, that Support which 
they encouraged them to expect, and from the conſtant Approbation of the Court of Directors of 
their Conduct, and conſtant Diſapprobation of the Conduct of Mr. Haſtings and Mr. Barwell, 
they had Reaſon to expect from them. In ſeveral Inſtances, ſome of them of great Moment, they 
promiſed them Orders and Regulations by a future. Conveyance, which to his Knowledge were 
never ſent, The Witneſs {aid he ſhould mention Two Inſtances. from Memory. 

In their General Letter of December 1778 they appear to have taken into their Conſide- 
ration, the whole Tranſaction of Mr. Hilines's Relignation of the Government, and they 
conclude with ſaying, ** That the Meaſures which it might be neceſſary for them to take in 
« conſequence thereof, in order to retrieve the Honour of the Company, and to prevent the 
« like Abuſe from being practiſed in future, ſhall have their earlieſt and moſt ſerious Conſidera- 
« tion.” Mr. Francis added, That, he had never heard of their having at any Time reſumed the 
Subject. e 2 8. 

The next Inſtance Mr. Francis ſtated, was, That in their Letter of the 18th May 1779, 
writing of the. propoſed Alliance, with Moodajee Booſla, they ſay, As the Subject is impor- 
<« tant, it ſhall have an early and impartial Conſideration, and our further Sentiments and Or. 
« ders thereon (hall be communicated to you by the Ships which remain to be diſpatched.” 
And Mr, Francis ſaid, That when he left Bengal on the 15th December 1780, the Council 
General had never heard any Thing from the Court of Directors on the Subject. 7 U | 

Mr. Francis being then aſked, Whether he knew of any other Inſtances where the Court of 
Directors have condemned the Governor General and another Member of the Council, in the 
Terms deſcribed in his Letter, the ſtrongeſt that ever applied to Men poſſeſſing ſo high a Truſt and 
Station, and who were not inſtantly diveſted of both? he ſaid, Yes, many; he caimot refer to them 
from Memory, but begs Leave to have Time to conſult the General Letters. - AY 

Mr. Francis being aſked, What is the Appointment given to the Governor General and the 
other Members of the Council, to which he has alluded in his Letter ? he ſaid, The Term of 
Five Years, fixed by the Act of Parliament for the Continuance of the Governor General and 
Council therein named, expired on the 19th October 1779 from that Day to the 13th of No- 
vember the Council General had no Advice whatever of any new Commiſſion, but they agreed 
to hold on for the Sake of the Public Service. On the 13th of November the Company's Letters 
dated in December 1780, were received; One of them encloſed a new Appointment, or Act 
of Confirmation, by the Authority of the Court of Directors, to the ſame Perſons who then 
held the Government: And the Witneſs added, that it is to be remarked, that the Letters of 
that Date were the moſt ſevere againſt Mr. Haſtings,and Mr. Barwell, who at the ſame Inſtant 
were continued in the Adminiſtration of their Affairs. | r | | 

Mr. Francis was then aſked, At what Period did Sir John Clavering's and his Efforts ceaſe to 
have Weight enough to preſerve the Peace of India, as ſtated in his Letter? to which he ſaid, By 
the Death of Colonel Monſon in December 1776, the Power of the Government devolved upon the 
Governor General and Mr. Barwell; however, as long as Sir John Clavering lived, no Innovation 
was attempted with reſpe& to Meaſures that might affect the Peace of India; he died about the 
End of Auguſt 1777; in December following, the Preſidency of Bombay entered into new En- 
gagements for the Re-inſtatement of Ragobah at Poona, and in the Beginning of February 1778, 
the Governor General and Council reiolve to ſend an Army acroſs the Jumma, to traverſe India, 
under the Command of the late Colonel Leſlie. ps 1 M 

Your Committee not having in this Part of their Inquiry any further Queſtions to put to - 
Francis, thought proper to examine Major Scott, (Mr. Haſtings's Agent) to the ſame Points; * 
being aſked, Whether Mahomed Reza Cawn was reſtored to the Office of Naib Subah ? he ſaid, 4 
was, he believes, to the Office, as deſcribed by the Court of Directors. The Committee then TEpr 


ſented to Major Scott, that as Mr. Haſtings refuſed to reſtore him to that Office by the Orders how 


I 
Court of Directors, and aſked him, what were Mr. Haſtings's Reaſons for reſtoring him to that Office 
afterwards? to which he ſaid, When Mr. Haſtings refuſed to carry the Orders of the Court of Direc- 
tors into Execution, no Agreement had been entered into between him and Mr. Francis, Mr. Haſt- 
ings rcaſonably ſuppoſed, that if Mahomed Reza Cawn had been reſtored previous to the Agreement, 
it would have been Jooked upon as preparatory to Mr. Haſtings's Diſmiſſion ; and he does poſitively 
pronounce it would have had that Effect upon the Opinion of the Natives; after the Period that Mr. 
Haſtings refuſed to execute the Company's Orders, an Agreement was entered into between Mr. Fran- 
cis and Mr. Haſtings ; this Agreement, though not the exact Terms of it, was univerſally known. 
The firſt Idea of ſuch an Agreement originated from a Converſation: on Public Affairs, which Mr. Du- 
carell, a Gentleman now in Calcutta, held with him on the Evening of the 25th of December 1779; 
he communicated that Converſation to Mr. Haſtings, who authorized him to tell Mr. Ducarell, for 
the Information of Mr. Francis, that Mr. Haſtings was heartily tired of Controverſy, and wiſhed 
heartily to unite with Mr. Francis, but that there were certain Points which he could not give up; he 
never could conſent to Mr. Briſtow's Return to Oude, berauſe it would deſtroy that Influence which 
was neceſſary to conduct the Buſineſs of Government; that he had not the ſmalleſt perſonal Objection 
to Mr, Briſtow, and would willingly provide for him in any other Line; that he inſiſted upon hav! 
the Conduct of the Maratta War, becauſe Mr. Francis and Mr. Wheler had thrown the whole Re- 
ſponſibility upon him, obſerving, at the ſame Time, that he earneſtly wiſhed to conclude a Peace with 
the Marattas ; he thinks Mr. Haſtings then mentioned to him, that the ſame Reaſons which applied 
to Mr. Briſtow, were equally applicable to Mahomed Reza Cawn and Mr. Fowke. He communicated 
this to Mr. Ducarell. Mr. Haſtings and Mr. Francis had ſeveral private Conferences together; and 
Mr. Haſtings from Time to Time told him. It was at laſt agreed, as he underſtood from Mr. Haſtings, 
that Mr. Briſtow was not to go to Oude before the Month of October 1780, it being concluded that 
by that Period ſome Orders deciſive would arrive from England. He did underſtand that Mr. Haſtings 
was to have the Conduct of the Maratta War, and that Mr. Fowke and Mahomed Reza Cawn were 
to be put in Poſſeſſion of the Places aſſigned them by the Court of DireQtors—Being aſked, What 
Tendency the Appointment of Mahomed Reza Cawn, upon an Agreement with Mr. Francis, when 
the ſame; Thing had heen refuſed to the Orders of the Company, had to contradi an Opinion, that 
it would have been looked upon as preparatory to Mr, Haſtings's Diſmiſſion and Mr. Francis's Succeſ- 
ſion ? he ſaid, The Agreement which Mr. Francis entered into with Mr. Haſtings was looked upon, 
and with great Reaſon, as tantamount to a poſitive Declaration from Mr Francis, that he had no im- 
mediate Expectation of ſucceeding to the Government; that he does not know whether Mahomed Re- 
za Cawn is at this Time in Poſſeſſion of the Office of Naib Subah— And being aſked, What was the 
Reaſon for reſtoring Mr. Francis Fowke ? he ſaid, It was Part of the Agreement—Being aſked, 
Waether Mr. Fowke is now in Poſſeſſion of the Office to which he was re-inſtated ? he ſaid, 
No, he is not; he was removed on the 14th of January 1780—Being aſked, For what Offence he was 
removed? he ſaid, For no Offence, but for the Reaſons aſſigned in Mr. Haſtings's Minute, which he 
has laid before the Committee (Appendix Ne 4; U)—And being aſked, Whether Mr, Haſtings does

Being aſked, Whether Mr. Haſtings did not remove Mr, Briſtow afterwards ? he ſaid, No, he 
did not; but he has received a private Letter from Mr, Haſtings, in which he tells him, that he will 
remove him, and that Mr. Wheler concurs in the Propriety of it—Being aſked, What Miſdemeanor 
or Delinquency did Mr. Haſtings aſſign for his intended Removal of Mr, Briſtow from the Execution 
of his public Duty? he ſaid, None. Major Scott was then deſired to inform the Committee, What 
Particulars, in Mr, Briſtow's Letter to the Board (Appendix, Ne 3. I.) appeared to deſerve the 
Epithets given in Mr, Haſtings's Minute, concerning the Capacity and Behaviour of Mr. Briſtow ? 
he ſaid, Mr. Briſtow's whole Letter is very ill written in point of Language and Argument; this was 
the general Opinion of every Perſon who ſaw it in Calcutta. The Words “ Claims grounded upon the

Fowke to be? he ſaid, Mr. Fowke was ſent up originally againſt the Governor General's Inclination, 
and he thinks the Rajah would have ſuppoſed him to have been the Repreſentative of the Party in 
Council in Oppoſition to Mr. Haſtings—Being aſked, If it was not known throughout the Country, 
that he was Reſident for the Britiſh Government? he ſaid, The Rajah and Natives do not think any 
Thing about the Britiſh Government, but they ſuppoſe that all Authority is lodged in the me tb 
of the Council—Being aſked, If the Natives then ſuffer any Grievance from any Part of the Britiſh 
Government, would they be inclined to look to Great Britain for Redreſs, or to the Power in Council 
who might chuſe the Reſident at Benares? he ſaid, To the Power in Council, he thinks; Three 
Armenians, as he underſtood, did come to England to ſolicit Redreſs for illegal Impriſonment, and

Being aſked, Whether it was from any Experience of the habitual Obedience of the Company's Ser- 
vants in Bengal, that he took it for granted that the Order would be immediateiy complied with ? 
he ſaid, No; but from the poſitive Manner in which it was directed Being aſked, Whether he has 
not Reaſon to know that other Orders of the Company, equally poſitive, had been diſobeyed ? he ſaid, 
He thinks ſeveral Orders of the Company had been dilobeyed, but he does not recolle& that any 
were ſo poſitively directed as the Order reſpecting Mr. Francis Fowke—Being aſked, Whether it 
was finally obeyed ? he ſaid, He docs not recolle&t—Being aſked, Whether the Minutes of the Con- 
ſultations of the Governor General and Council are tranſmitted to the Court of Directors, and read? 
he ſaid, T hey are tranſmitted, and read ſhort—Being aſked, Whether when the Matter of thoſe Con- 
ſultations is important, and concerns the Obedience to their own Orders, it is not the Duty of the 
Chairman and Deputy to read thoſe Conſultations at length? he ſaid, when any Matter of Moment, 
on which the Court of Directors are to decide, is to be brought forward, the Chairman and Deputy 
generally have Extracts made of the Buſineſs that is to come before them—Being aſked, Whether 
ſuch Extracts were made in this Caſe ? he ſaid, He does not recollect - Being aſked, Whether in read- 
ing theſe Conſultations he has not ſeen the Principle of Diſobedience avowed and juſtified ? he ſaid, 
He thinks he has. X | 

Then the Minute of Mr. Barwell, in the Proceedings of the Governor General and Council in 
their Public Department, of the iſt of April 1779, reſpecting Mr. Fowke (Appendix, Ne 4. O) be- 
Ing read to Mr. Devaynes, he was aſked, Whether that Minute, avowing a Principle of Diſobedience 
to the Orders of the Company by the Members of the Council, whenever they thought the Dignity 
of the Governor General affected by thoſe Orders, did not call for ſome Proceeding on the Subject by 
the Directors to vindicate their own Authority? he ſaid, He thinks it did Being then aſked, Whe- 
ther any ſuch Proceedings were had? he ſaid, He does not know that any Reſolution was come to by 
the Court of Directors in conſequence of the Diſobedience of Orders, and Avowal of the Principle, 
though ſome deſultory Converſation did paſs upon the Subject Being aſked, Whether there have not 
been other Acts of Diſobedience in Bengal, juſtified upon a ſimilar Principle? he ſaid, He believes 
there were other Acts of Diſobedience, but he does not know whether they were juſtificd upon a 
ſimilar Principle—Being aſked, Whether he did not underſtand, that by the Regulating Act of 1773, 
the Governor General and Council were directed to obey the Orders they were to receive from the 
Court of Directors? he ſaid, He underſtands they are—Being aſked, Whether it has been uſual 
before that Act paſſed, for the Company's Servants openly to avow a Principle of Diſobedience to the 
Company's Orders, and to record it on their Conſultations ? he ſaid, He does not tecollect any ſuch 
Inſtances—Being aſked, Whether after the Court of Directors had expreſfed their Reſentment in very 
ſtrong Terms againſt the Diſobedience of their Orders in the Caſe of Mr, Fowke, he did, as Deputy 
Chairman of that Company, think that the mere Obedience to a repeated Order from the Company, 
ought to have exempted thoſe who had diſobeyed it, from ſuch Reprehenſion as is due to Diſobe- 
dience ? he ſaid, He thinks the Paragraph of the Letter of the 27th of May 1779, is a Reprehen- 
lion, and promiſes ſomething more—Being aſked, Whether he can aſſign any other Reaſon why 
the Court of Directors did not proceed according to their Letter of the 27th of May, except what 
he has expreſſed in his former Anſwer? he ſaid, No, he cannot—Being aſked, Whether there has 

not, Year after Year, repeated Cenſures been ſent out by the Court of Directors againſt certain Acts 
of the Bengal Government ? he ſaid, He believes many—Being aſked, Whether the Court of Di- 
rectors found that theſe Cenſures tended to leſſen the Principle and Practice of Diſobedience in their 

_ Servants? 
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Servants ? he ſaid, He does not think it did Being then aſked, Whether he does not think that the 
Authority and Controul of the Court of Directors is rendered nugatory by" ſuch Diſobedience ? he 
ſaid, He thinks it is leſſened —And being aſked, If the Britiſh Subjects and Natives in Bengal find 
that the Orders of the Court of Directors are repeatedly diſobeyed, to what Power or Authority does 
he imagine they will look up? he ſaid, Certainly to the Government there. | 


Mr, Francis having, in his Evidence before your Committee, ſtated, That the Company's Inftruc. 
tions and Orders had been diſobeyed by the Governor General and Council with Impunity, and in 
Confirmation of his Evidence, mentioned the Diſmiſſion of Mr, Briſtow from the Office of Reſident 
with the Nabob of Oude, in December 1776; and that Mr. Francis Fowke was diſmiſſed at the ſame 
Time from the Office of Reſident at Benares, and both of them without any Charge or Imputation 
of any Kind, contrary to the Twentieth Article of the Company's General Inſtructions to the Gover- 
nor General and Council; Your Committee proceeded to examine into the Conduct of the Governor 
General and Council, relative to this Diſobedience ; and they now report to the Houſe the Matter as it 
appears on the Company's Records, | 

Your Committee find, in the Proceedings of the Governor General and Council, in their Secret 
Department, of the 15th of December 1774, (Appendix N' 3. A.) that the Governor General made 
the following Propoſition. g 

« As the Commiſſion originally granted to Colonel Galliez was only for a temporary Purpoſe, 
&* and as the Board have already agreed to appoint a Civil Servant of the Company as Reſident at the 
% Vizier's Court, the Governor General propoſes to the Board, That they ſhould now make this Ap- 
« pointment; as it Is evident, that were the Perſon who may be ſo appointed to proceed immediately, 
„in cale the Vizier complies with Colonel Galliez's Demands, the Colonel's Commiſſion mult be 
expired before the new Reſident could arrive there.” Upon which it was agreed, 

* That the Governor General's Propoſal be deferred for Conſideration until Monday.” 

On the 21ſt of December 1774, (Appendix, N' 3. B.) it was agreed by a Majority of the 
Board, That Mr. Briſtow be appointed Reſident at the Court of Sujah Dowla.” 

In conſequence of which, the Governor General and Council, in their Secret Letter to the Court of 
Directors, of the 4th January 1775, (Appendix, Ne 3. D.) Par. 5. ſay, 

It having been reſolved, that a fixed Reſident at the Court of the Vizier ſhould be appointed 
« from the Company's Civil Servants, the Governor General lately thought fit to propoſe the Ho- 
&* nourable Frederick Stuart for that T'ruſt ; but the Governor General's Propoſition was not agreed 
to. Mr. Briſtow being afterwards propoſed by the General, and this Propoſal obtaining the Con- 
„ currence of the Board, he was appointed accordingly, with a Salary and Allowances ſimilar to 
© what Mr Middleton enjoyed in the Employment which he held at that Court.“ 

And your Committee further find, in the Proceedings of the Governor General and Council, in 
their Secret Department, of the 2d of December 1776, (Appendix N' g. E.) That the Governor 
General moved, That Mr. John Briſtow be recalled from the Court of the Nabob of Oude, and 
* that Mr. Nathaniel Middleton be reſtored to the Appointment of Reſident at that Court,” 

General Clavering, in his Minute entered on the Proceedings of that Day, ſays, „If the Gover- 
e nor General will think proper to defer his Motion till after the Arrival of the Eagle Packet, 
„which may be now hourly expected, ir is more than probable that we ſhall have further Lights 
e than have been hitherto given to us, of the Sentiments of the Court of Directors, both on Mr. 
& Middleton's Recall, and on Mr. Briſtow's Appointment to the Vizier's Court; I would therefore, 
© with the Governor General's Conſent, beg Leave to propoſe, that this Motion be deferred till after 
« the Arrival of that Ship.” 8 Ys 

To which the Governor General replies, © I think it a Duty incumbent on me to adhere to my 
„ Motion. I will not take up the Time of the Board by anſwering the Objections which have been 
% made to it at this Time, having other Queſtions which I wiſh to propoſe immediately, for their 
„ Determination.” | ; 

After further Arguments it was reſolved, ** That the Board do not agree to General Clavering's 
« Propoſition, for deferring the Conſideration of the Governor General's Motion until the Arrival of

General Clavering afterwards moves, © That before the Conſent of this Board be obtained for 
the Appointment of Mr. Nathaniel Middleton to the Vizier's Court, that the Orders, or at leaſt

Which was reſolved in the Negative.

it was a Meaſure highly to be diſapproved of — Being aſked, Whether any Proceedings were had 
upon that SubjeEc by the Court of Directors? he ſaid, He does not preciſely recollect what was done 
particularly upon that Subject, but will refer to the Letters that were written in conſequence—. 
Being aſked, Whether there were not other Acts of Diſobedience in Bengal juſtified upon a ſimilar 
Principle? he ſaid, He believes there were—Being aſked, Whether he does not underſtand, that 
by the Regulating Act of 1773, the Governor General and Council of Bengal are directed to obey 
the Orders which they were to receive from the Court of Directors? he ſaid, Certainly—Being 
aſked, Whether it has not been uſual before that Act paſſed, for the Company's Servants openly to 
avow a Principle of Diſobedience to the Company's Orders, and to record it on their Conſultations ? 
he ſaid, He believes not—Being aſked, Whether he can aflign any other Reaſon why the Court of 
Directors did not proceed according to their Letter of the 27th of May, except what he has expreſſed 
in his former Anſwer ? he ſaid, He cannot—Being aſked, Whether Year after Year repeated Cen- 
ſures have not been ſent out by the Court of Directors againſt certain Acts of the Bengal Govern- 
ment? he ſaid, He believes many—Being aſked, Whether the Court of Directors did not find that 
thoſe Cenſures tended to leſſen the Principle and Practice of Diſobedience in their Servants ? he ſaid, 
He does not think that they did—Being aſked, If the Britiſh Subjects and Natives of Bengal find 
the Orders of the Court of Directors diſobeyed, to what Authority does he think they would look 
up ? he ſaid, He cannot anſwer that 1 becauſe he cannot conceive that they would conſider 
the Orders of the Court of Directors of no Effect Being aſked, Whether the 40th Paragraph of the 
General Letter to Bengal of the 27th of May 1779, before let forth, was written without his Knowledge 
and Approbation? he ſaid, He was ſo ill at that Time, that he could not attend the India Houſe; 
nor is he certain whether that Letter was brought to him for Approbation; if it had, he certainly 
ſhould have concurred, 

And that the Houſe may be better enabled to form a Judgment upon this Matter, Your Com- 
mittee have thought it neceſſary to ſubjoin a compleat Copy of the Proceedings reſpecting Mr, 
Fowke in the Appendix, N' 4. 

The Minute of Mr. Barwell of 2oth July 1778, reſpecting the Re-inſtatement of Mr. Fowke, 
contained Sentiments ſo repugnant to the Obedience due to that Power which by Law he was 
bound to obey, that Your Committee cannot avoid pointing it out to the Attention of the Houſe, 
more particularly as in the Courſe of their Inveſtigation they have found Opinions recorded by Mr. 
Barwell of a very oppoſite Nature, and which they now alſo ſubmit to the Houle. - | 

It appears by the Conſultations of the 27th June 1770, that upon ſome Difference in Opinion 
betwixt the Preſident and Members of the Select Committee and of the Council of Bengal, which of

cher, one of the Members of the. Council, was not diſmiſſed at the ſame Time, and for the ſame 
Cauſe ? he ſaid, He thinks he was —gBeing aſked, Whether Meſſrs. Ruſſell and F loyer were not re- 
moved from their Seats, as Counſellors at Fort William and Members of the Sele& Committee 
there, and ordered to a ſubordinate Rank on the Madras Eſtabliſhment, for the ſame Offence ? he ſaid; 
He cannot ſay poſitively as to their Rank, but they were ordered from Bengal to Fort Saint George 
—PBeing aſked, Whether he recolle&s what were the Orders, the Execution of which were retarded 
by the above-mentioned Gentlemen? he ſaid, He cannot exactly recollect them—Being aſked, Whe- 
ther Commiſſioners, appointed by the Company, with extenſive Powers, were not at that Time on their 
Paſſage to India ? he ſaid, They were—Being aſked, Whether he conceives that any very material Pre- 
judice would have ariſen to the State, by retarding the Execution of thoſe Orders until the Arrival of 
the expected Commiſſioners, or until the Orders of the Company ſhould arrive, as they were expected 
in the Courſe of Three Months? he ſaid, He believes it was ſo conſidered by the Court of Directors — 
Being aſked, Whether there was not then a Diſpute between the Select Committee at Bengal and the 
Council at large, concerning the Powers of the Committee? he ſaid, Yes—Being aſked, Whether it 
was not a Contention between them, by whoſe Authority the Orders of the Company ſhould be car- 
ried into Execution? he ſaid, He believes it was—Being aſked, Whether the Court of Directors did 
conſider the Delay in the Execution of their Orders, as a wilful and intentional Diſobedience, or how 
otherwiſe ? he ſaid, They conſidered it as a Diſobedience—Being aſked, In what Light did the 
Court of Directors conſider the general Character and Conduct of their Governor, Mr. Cartier 8 
he ſaid, His Opinion of him is contained in a Letter dated the gth of April 1771 (Appendix, Ne 12) 
—heing aſked, Whether that ſingle Act of Diſobedience was not the Cauſe aſſigned for his Re- 
moval, notwithſtanding the general Goodneſs of his Character, and Length of Services? he ſaid, 
He believes it ſo appears by the Letter alluded to. | 

And in order to ſhew the Houſe that Mr. Cartier was a Servant in high Eſtimation with the Di- 
rectors, and that he was diſmiſſed for this ſingle Act of Diſobedience, the Committee have inſerted 
the following Orders of the Court of Directors, dated the 25th April 1771, to the Preſident and 
Council of Fort William : 


We are truly ſorry, after having entertained the higheſt Opinion of the Abilities and good Con- 


duct of our Preſident, Mr. Cartier, that he ſhould in any Shape incur our Diſpleaſure; but we 


e cannot paſs over his late Conduct, in joining in a Reſolution to retard the Execution of our Orders, 
„ which if they had been vigorouſly enforced would, we cannot doubt, have tended much to the 
public Welfare, and reflected Honour on every Individual who might have had the Execution of 
them. We therefore direct that Mr. Cartier do continue in the Government of our Preſidency 
„of Fort William till the Departure of the laſt Ship of the Seaſon for Europe after the Arrival of 
Mr. Haſtings in Bengal, on or before which Time it is our Pleaſure that Mr. Cartier do reſign 
that Government to Mr. Haſtings.” 

And that the Houſe may be enabled to form a complete Judgment of the Sentiments of the Directors 
of the Eaſt India Company, upon this Point, Your Committee refer them to the Appendix, Ne 12. 


Mr. Francis, in his Evidence, having ſtated to the Committee that Mahomed Reza Cawn was diſ- 
miſſed by the Governor General and Council from his Office of Naib Soubah in February 1778, in 
which he had been confirmed by the expreſs and particular Orders of the Court of Directors; and 
that this Act had been ſtrongly diſapproved of and condemned by the Court of Directors, who had 


ordered him to be re-inſtated in his Office; Your Committee thought it their Duty to examine 
into the whole Proceedings on this Subject. |

* much to ſay upon the Subject to be diftated in a verbal Minute at this Board; I will deliver in my 
« Reaſons in Writing at another Time. I meant to have contented myſelf with this ſhort Diſſent to 
the Reſolutions already formed, conceiving my Opinion to be unneceſſary, and precluded from any 
e poſſible Effect by thoſe Reſolutions ; underſtanding, of courſe, the Recommendations of the Majo- 
& rity delivered in ſo formal and decided a Manner as the Reſolutions of the Board: But as I perceive 
te that it is expected of me to give an Opinion in the Terms of my own Queſtion, I will comply with

<« Mal-adminiſtration have been eſtabliſhed againſt him, either during the ſtri& Inveſtigation of his 
Conduct, or ſince his Retirement; we cannot, under all Sens Riga but approve your Re- 
*« commendation of him to the Nabob, to conſtitute him his Naib : We are well pleaſed that he has 
« received that Appointment, and authorize you to aſſure him of our Favour, ſo long as a firm At- 
« tachment to the Intereſt of the Company, and a proper Diſcharge of the Duties of his Station, ſhall

In the Bengal Secret Conſultations of the 23d July 1778, (Appendix, Ne 6. (L.) Your Committee 
find, that the Governor General deſires that the following Letter from the Nabob Mobarek ul 
Dowla may be read. 

J have already addreſſed repeated Letters to your Excellency, ſtating very fully the Trouble 
and Uneaſineſs I ſuffer from the Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn's being inveſted with the Office ot 
de the Naibſhip of the Nizamut, with the Management of the Affairs of the Country, and of the 
« ſeveral Offices of my Houſhold, the Adminiſtration of the Buſineſs of the Adawlut and Phoul- 
« darry within the Soubahs, and of all the Affairs of the Nizamut, as well as of my domeſtic 
“ Concerns, and the Superintendance of myſelf and Family; becauſe the ſaid Nabob, regarding only 
« his own Benefit, and the Increaſe of his Greatnels in future, pays no Regard or Attention to My In- 
e tereſt or Advantage. | 1 

„The Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn is neither connected with me by the Ties of near Relation- 
« ſhip, nor of fincere Attachment; that he ſhould be inveſted with ſuch a Degree of Power, 8 
« highly oppreſſive and diſhonourable to my Family. I am now, by the Favour of God, come te 


« Years of Maturity, and to that Age when, by the Precept of our holy Law, and the Uſgs of 
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te Mahomedaniſm,” I ought to take Charge and Management of my own Affairs; and by the Bleſſ- 
« ing of the Almighty, I am not ſo devoid of Underſtanding as to be incapable of conducting them. 
« ] am therefore hopeful, from your Favour and Regard to Juſtice, that you will deliver me from 
« the Authority of the aforeſaid Nabvb, and give your Permiſſion that I take on myſelf the Manage-

« The Company who have acquired ſo great Authority in this Country, and raiſed themſelyes to

«+ watm Support of my Anceſtors; and you know what Degree of Authority I am at preſent poſ- 
« ſcſſed of. I therefore aſk nothing more than my Right; and ſhould the Company, diſregarding 
« the Situation ard Ri_hts of this Family, refuſe their Approbation to my Requeſt, which is per- 
« fe ctly juſt and right, it will be highly inequitable. * 

« am hopetul that, maturely weighing this Matter, your Excellency will give me the Manage- 
« ment of the Affairs of the Nizamut, of my own Houſhold, and the Offices attached thereto, to- 
« ogcther with the Adminiſtration of the Adawlut and Phonſdarry within the Soubahs, which are 
« my Riglit. This will be an Act of the higheſt Juſtice in the Gentlemen, and will engage my 
« Gratitude, and that of all the helpleſs Dependents ot this Family.” 

And your Committee find, that upon this Letter being read, the Governor General, notwithſtand- 
ing the Appointment had received the Sanction of the Court of Directors, entered the following 
Minute: |; 

« I move that the Opinions of the Members of the Board may be taken, Whether the Requiſitions 
« contained in the above Letter ſhall be complied with, or denied? It is late, nor would ff

* gularly debated at the Board. The Inſtitution of a Council ſuppoſes a reciprocal Communication 
* of Opinions, and that no Reſolutions ſhall be formed without a previous Debate. Reſerving. 
therefore, to myſelf the Right of altering or qualifying the Anſwer I now deliver in, according

Your Committee alſo find, That on the Conſultations of the 1 5th December 1779, which are entered 
in the Appendix N* 6. (E a) Mr. Francis, in a Minute of ſome Length, but well deſerving the Con- 
ſideration of the Houſe, moved, That it may be reſolved, That the preceding Letter from the Na- 

« bob is highly diffatisfaCtory to the Board; and that the Governor General be requeſted to ſignify 
« the ſame to him, and to demand, in our Name; his immediate Compliance with the Orders of the 
« Company.” 

To which Mr. Wheler agreed. | 

Your Committee think it proper to inſert the Minutes of Mr. Barwell and the Governor General 
upon that Motion; which ate as follow: ; 

« Mr, Barwell—If any Advantage was ſtated to derive to the Company by controlling the Will 
« of the Nabob, it might be a Queſtion with me, how far the Occaſion would vindicate the Compul- 

« ſion propoſed ? but when no National Benefit can accrue, nor is ſtated, I cannot give my Aſſent 
« to a very exceptionable Meaſure.” 

„ Governor General I ſhall take another Occaſion to deliver my Sentiments at large on the Sub- 
« ject of this Motion: For the preſent I ſhall content myſelf with declaring, that I have gone to the 
« utmoſt Lengths preſcribed to me by the Company's Orders, and by my Senſe of my Duty, and that 
« [ will not go beyond them.”

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«# Regums, which had been aſſigned to them in the Month of Janvary 1778, and containing your 
% Advice on this Subject, is arrived, and I am acquainted with all the Particulars of it. 
« Sir | what Uneafineſs and Sorrow I felt on learning the Contents of your Letter, are foreign to

« tion of it, do me Juſtice and reſtore, me to my Rights, that no Diſgrace and Diſhonour may 
* come upon me. In ſhort, I truſt all my Coicerns to yuur Friendſhip, and hope that you will ex- 
plain them in ſuch a Manner to the Company, that Juſtice may be done to me. Further Particu- 
& Jars will be made known to you by the Letter of Sir John D*Oyley, who is my true Friend, and 
„ in whom I put entire Confidence; whatever he ſhall write, conſider as coming directly from me.“ 


Which Propoſition of the Governor General's was agreed to. 

And Your Committee allo find on the 3d of March 1780, (Appendix Ne 6. (H a) the following

The Advices which the Court of Directors have lately received from Bengal, of a moſt extra- 
ordinary Promotion of Field Officers on that Eſtabliſhment, induced Your Committee to examine 
the Orders of the Court of Directors on this Subject ſo far back as the Year 1770: And Your 
Committee find, that the Court of Directors, in their General Letter to the Preſident and Council 
at Fort William in Bengal, of the 23d of March 1770 (Appendix Ne 13. (C) after reprobating the 
Conduct of their Council at Bengal, for the Promotion of Two Lieutenant Colonels, direct, That 
“ on any future Vacancies they are not to be filled up, our Intention being that you ſhould revert 
« to the former Eſtabliſhment of One Major to each Brigade ; and we hereby declare, that if you 
„ ſhall hereafter preſume to alter the Military Eſtabliſhment laid down from the Court of Di- 
* rectors, by the Appointment of any additional and extraordinary Officers to ſuch Eſtabliſhments, 
* as has been done in this Inſtance ; it is our fixed Reſolution to diſmiſs thoſe Perſons from our 
« Service, be they whom they may, who ſhall take upon themſelves to concur in ſuch notorious 
Diſobedience of our Orders.“ | 

And Your Committee alſo find, That the Court of Directors, in their General Letter to the Pre- 
fident and Council at Fort William in Bengal, of the zoth of April 1771 (Appendix N' 13. (D) 
fay, „Jo free ourſelves in future from the irkſome Neceſſity of annulling any Appointment o 
« Field Officers which ſhall not have been made with our Permiſſion, we poſitively direct, that you 
do not at any Time take upon yourſelves to advance any Commander in Chief to the Rank of 
© Brigadier General, or appoint any Colonel to be Commander in Chief, but the Colonel ſucceed- 
« ing to ſuch Command is to act as proviſional Commander in Chief, until you ſhall be informed 
e oft our Pleaſure in this Reſpect; and we further order, that the like Rule be obſerved in regard 
eto all other Field Officers, who in Caſe of Succeſſion by any Vacancy mult be appointed pro- 
« viſionally to the next ſuperior Rank, until the ſame ſhall be confirmed by us.“ ; 

In the fame Letter the Court of Directors expreſs their Diſſatisfaction at the Promotion of Cap- 
tain Du Gloſs to the Rank of Major, as follows : — 1 

« Par, 97. On obſerving your Appointment of Captain Du Gloſs to be a Major upon Brevet, 


« we cannot but be diſatisfied at your aſſuming a Power to beſtow ſuch Favours or Diſtin *

% Decency required you to ſubmit to our Determination; however, the long and faithful Services 
« of Captain Du Gloſs, and his approved Merit, have induced us to continue to him the Rank he 
« has received from your Appointment; but as we ſhall not admit of your exceeding our Eſtabliſh- 
« ment of Engireers, Captain Du Gloſs muſt remain a Brevet Major until he ſhall ſucceed to the 
« Rank of full Major, on a Vacancy of ſuch Rank in the Corps of Engineers,” 

And your Committee find, That the Court of Directors complain of the Number of Field Officers 
on the Bengal Eſtabliſhment, that they limit the Number on the Eſtabliſhment ; and in the 100, 
101, 104, and 109 Paragraphs of the ſame Letter, they give the following Inſtruftions, 

« Par. 100. Upon examining into the State of your Military Officers, we find the Number of 
Field Officers greatly exceeds Jour Eſtabliſhment z we therefore direct, that all above Three 
« Colonels of Infantry (including the Commander in Chief) Six Lieutenant Colonels of Infantry, 
One of Artillery, and the Lieutenant Colonel of Engineers, Six Majors of Infantry, Three of 
« Sepoys, One of Artillery, and One of Engineers, are to be looked upon as Supernumeraries, 
« and no Promotions muſt be made till they are provided for, as we are determined that the 
« above Eſtabliſhment ſhall not be exceeded on any Pretence whatſoever. 

« Par. 101. As it frequently happens that you permit Field and other Officers to come to Eng- 
« land for the Recovery of their Health, and upon their leaving India have filled up their Com- 
« miſſions, whereby our Military Eſtabliſhment, upon the Return of thoſe Officers, has been ex- 
« ceeded, and the Company's Expence thereby greatly increaſed ; in order to avoid this Evil, we 
direct that you do not fill any vacant Commiſſions which ſhall happen by Field or other Officers 
« coming to Europe for their Health, or otherwiſe with your Permiſſion, but that the Officers next 
« below them do perform their Duty until their Return, or your receiving our Orders to the con- 
« trary. 

„Par. 104. Upon conſidering the Caſe of Captains Benjamin Wilding and George Boulton 
« Eyrts, we have thought proper to reſtore them to their original Ranks on your Military Eſta- 
« bliſhments, the former as Lieutenant Colonel next below Lieutenant Colonel Winwood, and 
« the latter as Major next under Major Frederick Thomas Smith; but they are to be paid, 
« the uſual Pay of Captains only, until the Field Officers ſerving under the Preſidency ſhall be 
reduced to the Number mentioned in the 1ooth Paragraph; and when they ſhall enjoy thoſe 
Ranks by ſuch Reduction, they are to have the full Pay and Emoluments, the former as Lieu- 
« tenant Colonel, and the latter as Major. 

„ 109. We have very maturely conſidered your Proceedings upon the Reſtoration of Captains 
« Goddard and Ahmuty, to the Ranks they held before the Aſſociation of the Officers in 1766; and 
« jt appears to us not only an improper Meaſure, but very injurious to thoſe Officers who had a 
« juſt Senſe of their Duty, and did not join in the A ſſociation, and alſo to thoſe who were ſent from 
« Fort Saint George and Bombay to your Aſſiſtance at that critical Time, under the Aſſurance that 
« they ſhould not be ſuperſeded ; but as it appears contrary to all Military Orders, that an Officer 
« once raiſed to a ſuperior ſhould ſerve in an inferior Rank, without a Breach of Honour, and having 
« a favourable Opinion of the Merits of Captains Goddard and Ahmuty, we do ayree to their con- 
« tinuing in the Ranks you placed them on the 16th December 1769 but we direct that they receive 
« the Pay and Allowances of Captains only, until the Field Officers ſerving under your Preſidency 
« ſhall be reduced to the Eſtabliſhment of Six Lieutenant Colonels and Nine Majors of Infantry and 
« Sepoys, when they are to enjoy full Pay and Emoluments, the former as Lieutenant Colonel, and 
« the latter as Major; yet we are greatly diſpleaſed at the Liberty you took in promoting thoſe Gen- 
« tlemen, when your Military Eſtabliſhment was complete, from whence the Company has been put

And Your Committee further find, that the Court of Directors continued to adhere ta their former 
Relolution of not encreaſing their Eſtabliſhment of Field Officers in Bengal, as appears by the 49th 


Paragraph. of their Letter to the Preſident and Council of Bengal, of the 7th of April 1773, which 
is as followeth, (Appendix, Ne 13. (F.) 


We have permitted Major John White to return to our Military Service at your Preſidency, and 


to take his Rank next under that Officer who ſhall be younger Major on his Arrival there; 
but with this expreſs Condition, that he receive only the Pay and Emoluments of Captain until 
« the Field Officers are reduced to the Eſtabliſhment, when he is to be entitled to the Pay and 
% Eir.oluments of Major.? | 

And Your Committee further find, that the Court of Directors found it neceſſary to take from the 
Preſident and Council the Power of granting Commiſſions to any Field Officers whatſoever, as will 
appear by the following Orders in the General Inſtructions to the Governor General and Council of 
Bengal, dated the 2gth of March 1774, Par. 48. (Appendix, Ne 13. (G.) 

It is our exprels Order, that no Commiſſion to any Field Officers be granted by you; but in caſe 
* of Vacancy, the Officer next in Rank ſhall ſupply the ſame proviſionally until our Pleaſure be 
* known, And we direct, that all Commiſſions below the Rank of Field Officers, be filled up and 


* henceforth ſigned by the Governor General and Council in Bengal, and by our Preſident and Coun- 


cil at every other Settlement.” 


And Your Committee find, that the Court of Directors complain, that notwithſtanding all their Or- 
ders, they had not been able to prevent an undue Application of the Commiſſion granted upon the 
Revenues, by their Preſident Hd Council of Bengal; they therefore, in their General Letter to Bengal, 
ol the zoth of March 1 dn Ne 13. (H) give the following Inſtructions:

Field Officers who were to be allowed Shares of the Commiſſion, upon the Revenues of Bengal, to

(L) a Plan for not only augmenting the 
Sepoys Corps in the Bengal Army, but for making very eſſential Changes in the Conſtitution of the 
Army itſelf. He propoſes to reduce the Strength of each Battalion of Sepoys to goo Rank and File, 
and then to form the whole Corps of Sepoys into Regiments, conſiſting of Two Battalions each; and 
after ſtating what he thinks will be the principal Advantages reſulting from this Meaſure, he con- 
cludes as follows: “ After all, I muſt acknowledge that this Plan is ſtiil improveable, and would be 
much more complete, were a Regiment to be commanded by a Major, and each Battalion by a Cap- 
« tain; but as this would create an extra Expence to the Company, which might be conſidered too 
&« heavy, I have been deterred from propoſing it.“ | | | 

Your Committee alſo find a Letter from Brigadier General Stibbert to the Governor General and 

Council, dated at Calcutta, the 24th of December 1780 (Appendix, Ne 13, (M) and ſaid to be 
written in conſequence of their Commands to him by Letter of the 14th of the ſame Month, bur 
which Letter your Committee have not been able to obtain from the Ealt India Houſe. The Whole 
of General Stibbert's Letter, together with the other Papers and Proccedings relative to that Buſi- 
neſs, will be found in the Appendix, Ne t2. , 1 

Notwithſtanding which Your Committee have judged it neceſſary to bring forward to the imme- 
diate View of the Houle, the State of the Army in Bengal, as deſcribed by the Provincial Comman-

* advanced Rank and Allowances which I have propoſed to be granted to the Officers commanding

« be both proper and unavoidable. | | © 

At the ſame Time that, in order to the rooting out the Abuſes which had from a long Courſe 

« of Practice inſinuated themſclves throughout the Army, and which are of a Nature tending im- 
« mediately to the Ruin of the Corps compoling our native Infantry, and conſequently to the en- 
„ dangering the Britiſh Intereſts in this Country, it is become indiſpenſably neceſſary to fix ſuch 
„ Checks, and to eſtabliſh ſuch ſevere Rules with reſpe& to the muſtering and paying of the 
« Sepoys, as ſhall put it entirely out of the Power of their Commanding Officers to derive any Emv- 
* lument from Deficiencies in their Corps, or from any other improper Sources, and hereby engage

« neceſſary thoroughly to reform and new-model the Corps compoſing this Part of our Military 
« Force, preſented to us on the 26th ultimo a Series of Propoſitions, beſt calculated, according to 
« his Judgment, for compaſſing ſo important and uſeful an End. Theſe Propoſitions were accom- 
« panied with figured Statements, exhibiting, as nearly as might be, the extraordinary Expence 
« which would be incurred by the new Sepoy Eſtabliſhments, and the Annual Saving which 
« would accrue from the general Arrangements. 

« 16. The Letters which we have received from Brigadier General Stibbert on this Subject, 
and Copies of the Statements and Propoſitions accompanying them, are ſent to you Numbers ih 
this Diſpatch. After maturely conſidering the Principles on which the Plan ſubmitted to us was 
obviouſly founded ; after meaſuring the Extent of the Advantages it promiſed to produce, and 
« aſter ſatisfying ourſelves that it united Economy and Utility, we delayed not, in the Conviction 
ce that the late Military Conſtitution of our native Infantry was pregnant with Defects which, unleſs 
« timely corrected, threatened the moſt ſerious and alarming Conſequences, to paſs the Whole of 
« General Stibbert's Propoſitions into Reſolutions of our Council, 1 

„ 17. We will here delineate, as far as may be neceſſary, the general Ground-work of this new 
Superſtructure, marking the leſs obvious Motives of particular Regulations, and diſtinguiſhins, in 
a conciſe Manner, the Advantages they poſſeſs over former Inſtitutions and Arrangements. 
« 18, The apparent Strength of the Battalions of the European Regiments being at all Times vet 

inconſiderable (rarely exceeding 300 Rank and File) and their poſitive or effective Strength being 
frequently below 200 Men, the large Eſtabliſhment of Officers annexed to theſe Corps appeared 
to be productive of an utterly irrequiſite Expence, without yielding a ſingle Advantage in a Mili- 
tary Point of View: Influenced by theſe Reflections, we made it our Requeſt to General Stib- 
bert, to examine the Expediency of doubling up the Battalions of the Regiments: And accord- 
ingly we have had the Satisfaction of receiving his Concurrence in a Meaſure that, while it oc- 
caſions in our Monthly Expences a Retrenchment of 37,186 Sonaut Rupees, furniſhes us with a 
conſiderable Number of Officers rowards completing our native Infantry on the new Eftabliſh-

* 19. Although the Commander in Chief has in the annexed Propoſitions inſerted a Clauſe, ex- 
preſſing, that when the Strength of the European Regiments ſhall exceed 762 Rank and File, 
they ſhall revert to their former Conſtitution (becauſe in that Caſe the Corps would be roo un- 
welldy for the Purpoſe of manceuvring with Celerity and Exactneſs) yet we muſt remark, that 
It is by no Means probable that we ſhall be reduced, during the Continuance of the War in

te the native Infantry, and of applying an immediate and effectual Remedy to the Abuſes which had 


« crept into the Corps compoling this Part of the Army, to the you Detriment of the Service, we 
ce thought proper to recall thoſe Orders, and to ſignify to him that we were prepared to receive his 


„ Sentiments at large upon this important and intereſting Subject; when he accordingly preſented 


* to us the annexed Propoſitions, explaining them, as far as was requiſite, in our Confultation of the 


« 26th ultimo, at which he was preſent. 


44 21. As the Advantages of the new Sepoy Arrangements, as far as relates to the Purpoſes of 
% manceuvring and diſciplining the Corps, as well as to the Effects which may be produced on the 
« Minds of the Country Powers by ſuch an apparent Increaſe of the Number of Battalions on our 
« Eſtabliſhment, are fully ſet forth in General Stibbert's Letter to us of the 3 iſt of October, we 
« beg Leave to refer you to the ſame for his Arguments on theſe Heads; which, we are to obſerve, 
« had their due Weight with us. We muſt alſo requeſt of you, to ſeek in the ſame Letter the Rea. 
* ſons adduced by him for aboliſhing the Office of native Commandant to the Sepoy Regiments; in 
« the Propriety of which we entirely acquieſced, as well as in the Expediency of the Regulation di- 
4 recting the native Adjutants to be made from Jamautdars (inſtead of Soubadars) with a View of 
« preventing theſe Officers from ſucceeding to the dangerous Influence and Authority of the Com- 
* mandants. 

* 22, At the ſame Time that, in order to the correcting of the Abuſes which had crept into the 
« Army, and which were of a Nature tending directly to the Deſtruction of the Corps compoſing it, 
« it was become neceſſary to fix ſuch Checks, and to eſtabliſh ſuch rigid Rules, with regard to muſ- 
« tering and paying the Sepoys, as ſhould put it totally out of the Power of the Commanding Offi- 
« cers of Regiments to deſire any Emoluments from their Corps, and thereby engage their Attention 
« wholly to the diſciplining of them; it alſo became requiſite to annex ſuch Rank and Allowances 
« to the Command of theſe Officers, as ſuited its Importance and the Length of their Services: For 
« to have entirely excluded them from all Perquiſites and Emoluments whatloever, without ad- 


« vancing their Rank and Salary, would, ſuppoſing it poſſible to have eſtabliſhed ſuch a Regulation, 


* have produced no other Conſequence than that of rendering them to a Man diſaffected to the Ser- 
c vice;—an Evil that muſt have neceſſarily been followed by an univerſal Relaxation of Diſcipline, 
* for which the moſt violent Remedy would, under ſuch Circumſtances, be ineffectual. 

„ 23. This Danger however is avoided, by granting, as we have done, advanced Rank and Al- 
« lowances to the Officers commanding Regiments of Sepoys, who, no Doubt, will ere long be re- 
e conciled to the Reform, and, being diſengaged from the Purſuit of other Objects, exert them- 
« ſelves more than ever in training and diſciplining the Corps committed to their Charge, 

% 24. You will be ſatisfied, on examining the annexed Papers, that notwithſtanding the great In- 
« creaſe of Field Officers and Captains conſequent of the new Arrangements, there will {till be an 
Annual Saving on the Whole, of near Three Lacks and a Half of Sonaut Rupees, after allowing 
« for the actual Increaſe of Force gained to the Eſtabliſhment. But as the Commander in Chief is 
aware that, excluſive of Pay and Batta, there may be ſome other Expences incurred by his Regu- 
lations, of which he has not taken any Notice, he does not reſt their Propriety or Utility on the 
Head of Saving. He will be ſatisfied if they ſhould not increaſe the Diſburſements on the Army 
Account; and though contrary to Appearances as well as to his Hope, they ſhould add in a 
ſmall Meaſure to the Military Burthen, he aſſerts himſelf confident that the beneficial Conſe- 
quences which will in due Time reſult from them, will be abundantly more than adequate ro the 
extraordinary Expence they may occaſion. | 
4 25. It is unneceſſary for us to offer any Remarks on the other Parts of the annexed Regulations. 
We conceive that they will ſpeak for themſclves; and we are particularly hopeful that che pre- 
ſcribed Forms for muſtering and paying the native Troops, will convince you that it was our De- 
ſign (in theſe Arrangements) to ſtrike at the Root of every Abuſe that could poſſibly affect either 
the good Order and Diſcipline of your Forces, or the Rights of the native Scldiery,” 
And Your Committee find, that the Governor General and Council, in their Public Letter to the 
Court of Directors of the 3oth of April 1581, Paragraph 49, ſay, Our Letter to your Honourable 
« Court of 7th January, now ſent to you in Duplicate, made known to you the ſeveral Reſolutions 
e which we had thought proper to pals for reforming and new-modelling the Corps of native In- 
« fantry on this Eſtabliſhment, and the other Military Regulations eſtabliſhed at the ſame Time. 
« We beg Leave to refer you to that Letter for the ſeveral Reaſons and Arguments which hath in- 
« quced us to adopt them; and have only to acquaint you further upon this Subject, that the Pro- 
« motions and Appointments conſequent to the new Regulations, were paſſed on the Firſt of Janu- 
„% ary, and appear on our Proceedings of that Date.” . 

Your Committee here remark, that having ordered the above Proceedings of the Firſt of January. 
1781 to be laid before them, they find that thoſe Proceedings have not yet been received at the India 
Houle, but they annex a Liſt of the Field Officers of the Infantry and Cavalry.

By this Liſt, the Houſe will perceive that the Governor and Council of Bengal, on the goth De- 
cember 1780, promoted Captain John Scott, Aid de Camp to the Governor General, to the Rank of 
Major, in direct Diſobedience to the poſitive Orders of the Court of Directors, and thereby ſu- 
perſeded Forty-ſix Captains who were his Seniors at the Time that Promotion took place; and as 
no Reaſon is aſiigned for this extraordinary Promotion, to the Prejudice of ſo many of his ſenior 
Officers, but on the contrary, it is declared in Major Scott's Commiſſion, that when any Officers 
who were his Seniors ſhall attain the Rank of Major, they ſhall again reſume their Precedence over 
him; and as Major Scott quitted India very ſoon after his Promotion, Your Committee are at a 
Loſs to account for the Motive of the Governor General and Council's Diſobedience of the Orders 
of the Directors, unleſs it was to give the Rank of Major to the Perſon whom the Governor Ge- 
neral determined to fend to England in the Character of his Agent, 


Your Committee were on the Point of cloſing their Report upon the Subject of Diſobedience of 
the Orders of the Court of Directors by the Governor General and Council, when they received the 
following Papers from the Eaſt India Houſe.

The News-papers are replete with Promotions and new Arrangements in the Military on the Bengal ) 
Eſtabliſhment, of which I am by Appointment the immediate Commander in Chief. I need not | 
define how far my Powers rendered a Reference for my Approbation, if not my expreſs Sanction, | 
neceſſary to ſuch Innovations; nevertheleſs, they have been framed, approved, and executed without | 
being thus qualified, are now in Force without the leaſt public Report having been made me of | il 
them. I proteſt againſt the Whole as irregular, unmilitary, and burthening the Honourable Com- | 
pany with an enormous additional Expence, which I am clearly ſatisfied there was no Neceſſity for | 
incurring, and much leſs at a Time when the Company's Funds can ſo ill afford it. | 
There is yet one more Circumſtance which appears to have attended theſe late military Innova- | 
tions, and which, of all others, is the moſt immediately deſerving of public Notice. By the Liſt of | 

romotions, as inſerted in the News- papers, many of the Officers who accompanied me from Bengal | 
on the preſent Service, have not only been paſſed over in the common Rotation of Promotions, but | 
have all, excepting one, been excluded in the Diſtribution of Commands, to which their Seniority 
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gave them an undoubted Right. I ſhall not, after what I have already ſaid of the Indignities offered 
in other Reſpects to my Authority, enlarge upon the Addition furniſhed by the above Inſtance, - 
although it is of all the moſt pointed againſt myſelf, and an Injury of that Complexion to the 
Officers who ſuffer by it, for which no Excuſe can be alleged, unleſs it may be ſaid, that by being 
in a moſt dangerous and difficult War, the Chance of returning to enjoy their Right is againſt them, 
In ſhort, Gentlemen, I ſee ſo little Credit to be derived from acting in my Capacity of Commander 
in Chief in India, whilſt its Powers and Privileges are liable to be wantonly arrogated by others, 
that I declare nothing but my Attachment for the Welfare of my Nation, and the very critical 
Situation of the Engliſh Intereſts in India, would delay a Moment in exonerating myſelf from a 
Charge ſo irkſome and unthankful. Nor will I deny myſelf the Satisfaction of committing in this 
Place to record, that I aſcribe the Whole of theſe late Encroachments upon the Rights of my Station 
to the Governor General, as he now unites in his own Perſon the whole Powers of Government, and 
who in his Public Character I had a Right to have expected far different Treatment from.

As it did not contain any Matter requiring an immediate 
Reply for the Public Service, and could not but be unpleaſing whenever received, we were not very 
ſolicitous to anſwer to it in the midſt of more preſſing Occupations, and now do it more in Compli- 
ance with official Rule than Inclination.

Severe Animadverfions upon Meaſures in which you have not a Concern, and for which you are 
not in the leaſt reſponſible, and much more, ſuch as had your expreſs Participation, are as uſeleſs as 
the Impreſſion which you ſeem to have received of an intended Injury done by us to your Character 
and Authority is miſtaken and ill-founded ; neither the Inſtructions given to Colonel Pearle, nor 
any other Acts of this Government, of which you think proper to complain, have been intended to 
invade your Character or Rights, nor can we underſtand by what Conſtruction you have ſo under- 
ſtood them. On the contrary, the moſt conſpicuous Inſtances have been afforded by us of our 
Defire to raiſe and advance both, by the great Efforts which we have made to enable you to follow

| Plain, 3oth July 1781. 


Although an Attention to the Diſpatch of the Ships under ſailing Orders induced you to poſt- 

ne the Anſwer you have ſince been pleaſed to favour me with in reply to my Letter of the 
1ſt March, I truſt that you did not on that Account alſo deny it the then Opportunity of appearing 
before our Superiors, even with all its Faults; as, however much 1 may have miſtaken my Pro- 
vince, in expoſtulating at this Diſtance on Acts of that Government whereof I am myſelf a Mem- 
ber, poſſeſſing a ſeparate Truſt, which they tend to affect, I am convinced I have not, by ſo doing, 
failed in my Duty to my Honourable Employers, or in a proper Senſe of Regard to their real In- 
tereſts in the Department which they have done me the Honour to commit to my expreſs Super- 
intendance. What other poſſible End could the Honourable Company propoſe to themſelves, in 
the Appointment of 'a Commander in Chief of all their Forces in India, unleſs to manage and re- 
gulate their Military Department ? That ſuch muſt have been their View in particular, is, I ap- 
prehend, ftrikingly evinced by the Proviſion they have made for his having a Voice in the Select 
Committee at each of their Preſidencies. | | 

With the Approach of Colonel Peatce's Detachment, the Evils which were ſo obvious from 
the late extraordinary Promotion in the Military Eſtabliſhment at your Preſidency, alſo begin 
to approach. Remonſtrances, replete with Repreſentations of Hardſhips and Grievances to be ſuf- 
fered by Superceſſion in Command ori the Junction of the Bengal Detachment, are ſent me 
daily by the Officers belonging to this Eſtabliſhment, They reſt their Pretenſions to Redreſs upon 
their great Length of Services, even as far as Seven Years more than many by whom they will 
now be commanded ; and upon that equitable Rule of Seniority, whereby the Advancement of 
Rank has hitherto been determined. Senſible that they have experienced an Injury, as what has 
happened to their irreparable Prejudice has not been the Conlequence of the common Caſualties 
of Service, but the Reſult of a Mcaſure unuſual, unmilitary, and unconſtitutional, I cannot but 
feel for their Situation; which I the more lament, conſcious that it ought to have fallen to my Lot 
to have obviated, what my every Deſire now to remedy cannot retrieve, unleſs I were to countenance 
a ſimilar Meaſure in this Government, which in Juſtice to myſelf, to the Station I fill, and to my 
Employers, has obliged me to expreſs my Diſapprobation of in yours. | 

I beg to be underſtood, that in whatever Sentiments I may communicate to your Government, 
on Subjects entirely Military, I mean not at this Diſtance to contend any Points which you may 
have thought proper to decide upon in that Line; at the ſame Time, I ſhould hold myſelf highly 
culpable in the Eyes of my King and Country, it, by paſſing over them in Silence, I gave room 
for the Concluſion, that they had been determined with my Approbation.

Extract of Bengal Secret Conſultations, the 5th November 1781. 
Extract of a Letter from the Governor General to the Board; dated Benares, the 22d October 1781. 


I have read with Satisfaction Sir Eyre Coote's Letter to the Board of the goth of July. Even thoſe Parts 
of it which contain an implied Cenſure on our Meaſures, the Language of it differs widely from the 
Terms of that, which we had ſo much Reaſon to complain of, in his Letter of the iſt of March: It is 
liberal, and fuch as becomes a Man of Character and Station. I am now fixed in an Opinion, which 
I before entertained, if not expreſſed to the Board, that the Ground of his unplealant Differences with 
us, as apparent in the Courſe of his Correſpondence from the Time of his Arrival on the Coaſt, is the 
Formation of the Military Regulations which we paſſed in the Beginning of this Year, and which he 
ſeems to think were framed from Motives of perſonal Hoſtility ro him, and, without ſufficient Reaſon, 
purpoſely to overſet thoſe we had paſſed at his Recommendation in Augult 1779. Although I cannot 
luppoſe ſuch an Idea to exiſt with the Honourable Court of Directors, or that they can attribute ſuch 

otives to our Actions, ſince it does not appear in what Way they can either affect his Reputation o: 
Intereſt, if regarded in a vindicative Light, and are too intereſting to our own Credit in the Conſe - 
2 to have been undertaken without a ſtrong Conviction of their Neceſſity; yer, as the Reaſons 
or the Meaſure may not have been completely before them, or may be lightly remembered when 
theſe Strictures upon them are read, I mult beg the Board's Permiſſion to repeat in this Place, what 
I have before declared on our Records, and what is ſufficiently apparent to any one who will give an 
impartial Conſideration to the Subject, that theſe Regulations were framed to anſwer an im— 
mediate Exigency of the Public Service, and were retolved on in a State of Affairs very dit- 
erent from that which exiſted when I gave my Conſent to paſting thoſe recommended 
in 1779 by Sir Eyre Coote, The Board will recollect, that when we reſolved to detach 
the Forces under Colonel Pcarſe to the Coaſt of Coromandel, the Meaſure was founded on 
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u particular Requeſt made to us by the General himſelf, before he took his Departure from 
Bengal; and that at the ſame Time we knew how ſerviceable ſuch a Reinforcement, would be to 
his Operations on the Coaſt, the Dangers with which our own Provinces were then threatened 
by the Neighbourhood of the Berar Army to their Borders, the Effects which a Fear of Invaſion 
might naturally be ſuppoſed to have upon the Minds of the timid People of Bengal, and above all 
the Conſequences that might be expected to ariſe from the Intrigues of Hyder's Agents with the 
Country Powers, conſiderably aſſiſted by his great Succeſs in the Carnatic ; ſo large a Force could ill 
be ſpared from the Company's Poſſeſſions in this Part of India, It was at the ſame Time, I believe 
within the private Knowledge of the Members of the Board, that even our reduced Force was not 
actually ſuch as it appeared on the Returns: I mean to lay, that had we required inſtant Service for 
the Numbers which ſtood on the Returns, we ſhould have been greatly diſappointed. Such was the 
Practice of the Service, founded upon a very reproachful Cuſtom ; and all our Efforts, in the Trial of 
various and repeated Expedients, to ſuppreſs it, had hitherto proved ineffectual. In ſuch a Situation, 
it became not only abſolutely neceſſary that new Levies ſhould be raiſed to ſupply the Loſs which we 
ſhould ſuffer from the March of Colonel Pearſe's Detachment to the Coaſt, but that the nominal 
Strength of our Forces ſhould allo be its real one. Regulations were accordingly propoſed. by Bri. 
gadier General Stibbert, and reſolved on by us, to effect to deſirable an End. An Increaſe of Num- 
bers, adequate to the Loſs of Colonel Pearſe's Detachment, was to take place, and the Subaltern 
Officers of the ſeveral Companies of the Battalions were ſeparately entruſted with the Pay and Muſ. 
ter of their Corps; and, by the Duties preſcribed to them, were made, as far as the Good of the Ser. 
vice would allow, and without intruding on the Authority neceſſarily veſted in their Commanding Of. 
cers, a Check upon their Captains. More was yet thought politic and expedient: At the fame Time that 
we reſolved upon Meaſures for maintaining a large Force fit for Duty whenever called on, and on which 
we might always depend, we determined to increaſe the Number of our Battalions to a Thouſand Men. 
This Body was called a Regiment, and the Regiment divided into Battalions of 500 Men each. This Di. 
minution of Strength in each Battalion, as it ſtood on the former Eſtabliſhment, if known, would appear 
of little Moment in the Eyes of the Country Powers; and an Augmentation of the Number of our Bat- 
talions would impreſs them with the Awe of an increaſed Army. Having admitted no private Advantages 
whatever, and ſomething more than the common Pay of the Rank of Captain being thought due to 
the Officers commanding ſo large a Corps as a Regiment of One thouſand Men, we reſolved on a 
general Promotion, giving the Commands of the Regiments to Majors, and, by . affording them 
the Pay of that Rank and ſome other Advantages, placing them above the Neceſſity or Deſire of 
taking Profits, which we wiſhed to annul. I will add for myſelf, that I was influenced in giving my 
Concurrence in the Meaſure (and I believe that Mr, Wheler was ſo likewiſe) by a Deſire of ſhewing 
ſome Diſtinction to a Number of deſerving Men, whoſe Exertions for the Public Service might ſoon 
become peculiarly neceſſary, and who would naturally feel a greater Zeal to do Credit to their Pro. 
feſſion when they found themſelves placed in higher and more reſponſible Stations, than if they con- 
tinued undiſtinguiſhed in lower ones. This Alteration in our Eſtabliſhment, ſeparately conſidered, 
would of courſe be attended with ſome Increaſe of Charge; but it makes a Part only of a gene- 
ral Regulation, which provides a large Augmentation of Force, yet makes the Expence of the whole 
Army leſs than it was upon its former Footing. In aſſerting this, I am warranted by the Eſtimates 
delivered in to us by General Stibbert on the 26th December laſt, when the new Regulations were 
under Conſideration. The new Regulations being in Force before Colonel Pearſe's Detachment 
vent away, it, with the reſt of our Army, was modelled by them: It partook with it of the ſame ge- 
neral Benefit as to nominal Strength, and indeed received ſome Increaſe of its former Numbers; for, 
to make the Arrangement good, we added ſome Companies, and ſent to the General's Aſſiſtance a 
Detachment of Five Regiments of 1, ooo Men, inſtead of Six Batralions of 800. If the Officers on 
the Madras Eſtabliſhment have been Sufferers by an Arrangement which the Public Service in this 
Country has made neceſſary, I will not cenſure them for complaining ; but I muſt attribute the Cauſe 
to the Meaſure of breaking our Detachment, and dividing it among the Sepoy Corps of the Madras 
Eſtabliſhment ; which, however neceſſary in the Judgment of the Commander in Chief, I recollect to 
be contrary to the Inſtructions of this Government, communicated to him when the Detachment 
moved trom our Provinces, 

I obſerve, That Sir Eyre Coote remarks on the Staff allowed to a Major of Colonel Pearſe's De- 
tachment, and thenceforth thinks it fit to reflect on the unneceſſary Expence which we have per- 
mitted to be incurred in the Charges of that Corps. The only Major of Colonel Pearſe's Detach- 
ment who had a Staff, was Major Edmonſon, expreſsly appointed Second in Command of it. 
It has been always uſual, I believe, for the Second in Command of ſo large a Force, to have the 
Staff which was allowed to Major Edmonſon; bur it was not intended, nor was it neceſſary, that it 
ſhould be continued to him longer than he held that Station, and therefore, when he no more was 
Second in Command, as would be the Caſe when a Junction was effected between the Detachinent 
and the main Army, he of courſe would loſe the Rights and Properties of the Office, 


Your Committee cannot in this Place avoid recommending, in a particular Manner, to the At- 
tention of this Houſe, the Proteſt of Sir Eyre Coote, Commander in Chiet of the Forces in India, 
againſt thoſe Military Arrangements which have in Part been the Subject of this Report; and 


they muſt allo oblerve to the Houſe, that although this Proteſt was dated Madras, 1ſt March 71 Ny

Mr. Francis having ſtated to Your Committee, That the Company's Orders relative to the Re- 
inſtate ment of Mr. Fowke and the Reſtoration of Mahomed Reza Cawn, were at length carried 
into Execution by his perſonal Interpoſition with the Governor General; he was pen Gre 
by Your Committee to explain to them what he meant by his perſonal Interpoſition? He referred 
Your Committee to ſundry Papers annexed to his Letter of the 12th October 1780, to the Court of 
Directors, as containing a full Account of the Tranſactions betwixt him and Mr, Haſtings, which 
began with an Accommodation and terminated in a perſonal Difference, of which the Court of Di- 
rectors had been informed; and he therefore requeſted that the Committee would rather refer to thoſe 
Papers than to his Perfonal Evidence on this Queſtion, 

Your Committee then examined the Papers referred to by Mr. Francis; and find, that in a Minute 
he delivered in Council, dated 11th September 1780, he calls upon the Governor General in the fol- 
lowing Words: © It in the Accommodation which took place, any Thing was done or propoſed by 
« me for my Advantage, directly or indirectly, or if any Thing was done or propoſed for the Ad- 
« yantage of any other Perſon whatſoever, beyond what was publicly known and avowed (I mean 
« the Re-inſtatement of Mahomed Reza Cawn, Mr. Fowke, and Mr. Briſtow, in Conformity to the 
Company's Orders) I call upon him to declare it. That of Mr. Briſtow's was the only Point of 
« the Three which I yielded to ſuſpend until the Month of October, or until the firſt Advices of the 
« Seaſon from the Court of Directors.“ : : 

Your Committee cannot paſs over without Obſervation, a Matter which materially affects not only 
the Independence of the Individual Members of the Council General, the Decorum and Dignity 
which ought to be ſcrupulouſly preſerved by thoſe who are in ſuch Stations, but endangers the very 
Exiſtence of the eſtabliſhed Government of India, when the firſt executive Officers of Government, 
unmindful of their great Public Truſt, ſo far forget the Duties of their Stations as to decide by 
Arms their Political Differences of Opinion on Matters of State. Your Committee think it their Duty 
to call, in the moſt particular Manner, for the Attention of the Houſe to thoſe Papers which explain 
the Riſe and Progreſs of this extraordinary Event, and which are inſerted in the Appendix Ne 11. 


Your Committee will cloſe this Report with earneſtly recommending to the ſerious Attention 
of the Houſe, the following Extract of a Letter from Sir Eyre Coote to the Court of Directors, 
dated at Fort Saint George, the 29th January 1782. | 


« Since my Departure from Bengal, the Military Arrangements of that Eſtabliſhment, and which 
“J had formed with ſo much Labour and Attention to the Company's Intereſts, and what ap- 
« peared to me beſt calculated to promote good Order and Diſcipline, and to enſure to them the 
« Utility of that important Department of their Service, have, under the Wiſdom and Authority of 
« the Governor General, undergone a total Change, and upon ſuch a Plan as has nor can anſwer no 
« one good Purpoſe; unleſs having entailed upon the Company's already much-exhauſted Finances, 


« a heavy and burthenſome additional Expence, can be conlidered as ſuch. Subverſive as they have 


« been of all Military Order, and deſtructive of every Idea of real Service, it is impoſſible for me 
« to charge myſelf with that Share of Reſponſibility which is inſeparable from the Station I fill of 
„ Commander in Chief in India. The ſwelling of the Bengal Military Liſt with the Creation of 
«* ſuch a Number of Field Officers, and the Advancement of the inferior Rank in Proportion, has 
been productive of a Grievance ſeverely felt by the Company's old and experienced Officers on 
„this as well as on the Bombay Eſtabliſhment, as acting as they are upon the ſame Services, it has 
« been attended with all the Hardſhips incident to Superceſſion. The Officers alſo in His Majeſty's 
« Service, whilſt acting in this Country, ſuffer from this new Arrangement: The Sentiments 1 deli- 
e vered to the Governor General and Council on that Subject are contained in my Letter to them of 
the iſt March, | 

I cannot however bring this Epiſtle to a Concluſion without remarking on the late extraordinary 
« Excurſion of the Governor General to the Upper Provinces of Bengal; and on the ſtill more ex- 
* traordinary and unaccountable Meaſure of appointing himſelf Commander in Chief of the Army: 
How he has conducted himſelf in that Capacity, will become known to you by the Accounts from 
„the Bengal Government, When I firſt heard of the Rebellion at Benares, I felt the molt ſenſible 
Anxiety, ſeeing it as I did, big with Conſequences which would unavoidably have ſtruck at the 
* very Root of our Exiſtence in Peng" and thereby have deſtroyed the only remaining Pillar to the 
* Britiſh Intereſts in India: Had the Contagion extended itſelf to our more interior Poſſeſſions, I fear,

* the Evil received ſo early a Check, and rejoice moſt fincercly that it was brought to ſo favourable 
* a Crifis, I cannot, however, baniſh from my Recollection the unhappy Omiſſion of not furniſh-

The Governor General gives in the following Minute: 3 : 

The Governor General, conceiving that the Reaſons. aſſigned for Mr. Middleton's Recall from his 
Station of Reſident at the Court of the Vizier, wilt of courſe operate to preclude him from the No- 
mination now before the Board, moves, That the Honourable Mr. Frederick Stuart be ndminated 
to the Office of Reſident at the Court of the Vizier, and Agent on the Part of this Govern- 
ment. 
In making this Propoſition, the Governor is in Part influenced by One-Conlidezation,. which at 
any other Time, or. on any other Occaſion, would have had little Share in directing his Judgment. 
His Eſtimation of Mr. Stuart's Abilities and Judgment is very high ; but he conſiders that at this 
particular Time the Connections of Mr. Stuart, and the Opinions commonly entertained of the Dig- 
nity and Credit of his Family, will have greater Weight on the; Mind of the Vizier, (whoſe Pride and 
Ambition are his predominant Qualities, and whole Fears may be alarmed by the late Meaſures of 
this Government, which, for want of a due Knowledge of the Motives that produce them, he may 
conceive to proceed from a Diſpoſition in this Adminiſtration adverſe to him and to the .Engagements 
ſubliſting between him and the Company) than any other Qualifications which might fall to that 
of the Perſon who might be entruſted with the Charge of the Negociations between him and this Go- 
vernment, and thereby keep him ſteady in his Attachment. to the Company, and punctual to his 
pecuniary Engagements, which at this Time are the chief Objects of our. Concerns with him. 

For Mr. Stuart's Aſſiſtance in the Diſcharge of this Truſt, which, from-4þe Variety of Accounts 
now depending with the Vizier, and from the Probability of other incidental Affairs which may 
occupy his Attention, is likely to be a laborious one, the Governor General propoſes that Sir John 
D'Oyly be appointed to accompany him in the Quality of his Aſſiſtant z for which Office he is pe- 
culiarly qualified by an ample Acquaintance with the Perſian Language, having, ſince the Abſence of 
Mr. Redtearn, the Perſian Tranſlator, whoſe - Aſſiſtant he now is, tranſacted all the Buſineſs of that 
Office with much Ability and Aſſiduity.

Mr. Francis delivers in the following Minute on the Governor's Queſtion: 


Before I give my Anſwer to the Governor General's Propoſition, I beg Leave to obſerve upon the 
Minute with which it is introduced, that when I gave my Voice for the Recall of Mr, Middleton, 
it was not upon the Idea of any Offence or Demerit in him; I had no Reaſon to think perſonally ill 
of him at that Time; I have Reaſon to think perſonally well of him at preſent; my Ground was 


public; I underſtodd that he was the Public Reſident of the Company at the Vizier's 9 1 4 
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aſked to ſee the Whole of his Correſpondence with this Government; I was then told that he was the 
private Agent of the Governor, who refuſed to communicate the Whole of his Correſpondence to 
the Board. I thought that an Office of that Nature ſhould not be continued, and that the Perſon 
who held it ought to be recalled to the Settlement, in order that the Board might obtain from him 
choſe Explanations which were retuſed by the Governor. If his Conduct in this Reſpect ſhould prove 
ſatisfactory to the Board, I ſhould think him a very proper Perſon, from all that I have heard of his 
private Character and ſeen of his Proceedings, to come under the favourable Conſideration of the 
Board for the Office of Public Reſident. As the Governor General however has propoſed that the 
Appointment ſhould be immediately made, and as the Neceſlity of the immediate Appointment has 
been repeatedly urged to the Board, I yield to the Governor's Propoſal to have it determined this 
Day. I mean not to agree to the Nomination of a Reſident propoſed by the Governor General, for 
affirmative Reaſons, which I think ought to influence my Judgment in this important Choice, My 
Reſpect for Mr. F. Stuart however, and for thoſe high Connections which he has in England, oblige 
me to ſay, that if I do not acrede to the preſent Nomination, it is not owing to any perſonal Diſ- 
reſpect to him, or Inatteation to them; on the contrary, I ſhould think myſelf happy in having an 
Opportunity, where the Public Service did not in my Judgment require from me more than barely 
having an Objection, to ſhew him the real Reſpect I feel for his Perſon and high Family. This 
Voice of courſe includes a, Negative to the Nomination of Sir John D'Oyly, whoſe Aſſiſtance other- 
wiſe I do not doubt would have been indiſpenſably neceſſary ro Mr. Stuart, in the Knowledge and 
Uſe of the Perſian Language.

Colonel Monſon's Opinion ; viz. — 

My Motives for giving my Opinion fot the Recall of Mr. Middleton from the Vizier's Court, did 
not ariſe from any Diſreſpect to him; but; conſidering him as a Perſon in a Public Character, I 
thought his Correſpondence neceſſary for the Inſpection of this Board; and as that was denied, I 
judged proper to give my Opinion for his Recall. With regard to Mr. Stuart, the Gentleman now 
propoſed to be his Succeſſor, I reſpe& him as a Man of diſtinguiſhed Rank; his Abilities I honour, 
as they are repreſented by the Governor General and Mr. Barwell to be of an extraordinary Extent ;

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ee Clavering I am ſatisfied with the Anſwer that the Governor General has given, that he 
brings no Charge againſt Mr. Briſtow, nor does he accuſe him of any Fault. This Declaration will 
be atleaſt ſome Conſolation to Mr. Briſtow and his Friends, and wilt ſhew the Court of Directors, 
that he has not exerciſed the Truſt which has been repoſed in him, even in the Governor General's 
Opinion, unworthily. The Governor General is pleaſed to ſay, that he knew of no Charge that 
was produced againſt Mr, Middleton when he was recalled ; but it is impoſſible that he can have 
forgot the Reaſons that were aſſigned for it. It appears in the Conſultation 26th October 1774, 
that the Governor General, having refuſed to deliver up the Whole of his Correſpondence with Mr.

The Court of Directors have had this Subject 
very fully before them; and in their Letter 15th December 1775, they were pleaſed to diſapprove 
of the independant and ſeparate Authority which had been delegated to the Governor General, and 
afterwards to expreſs their Diſapprobation that any Part of Mr. Middleton's Correſpondence had 
been withheld from the Peruſal of the Supreme Council. The Board did not confider Mr. Middleton

The intended Reward however has not been received by Mr, Briſtow, It would not be improper 
to inſert in this Place, a Copy of the whole Treaty of Fyzabad, ſince there is not a Line of 
it that does not in Effect arraign the Juſtice of the preſent Reſolution, I ſhall however only 
mention thoſe Two Articles in Favour of the Company, in which a leſs faithful Servant, and a leſs 
honourable Man, might have uſed the Latitude allowed him by his Inſtructions, and eaſily have 
compounded for Abatements, yet flill have preſerved the Credit of having rendered an eſſential 
Service to his Employers: I mean the Acquiſition of a Net Revenue of Twenty-three Lacks, with 
all the Rights of the Nabob over the Country of Benares, and of Six Lacks a Year in Addition to 
the Sublidy. The Company, I truſt, will long preſerve the Poſſeſſion of theſe Acquilitions, as well 
as a grateful Senſe of the Ability and Integrity to which they owe it. "x . 
4th. At a Time when the Eſtabliſhment of our Ally the Nabob of Oude is repreſented to be in- 
cure, and when ſome extraordinary Meaſures are recommended for protecting his Dominions againſt

zth. The preſent Reſolution appears to me an Attack on the Authority of the Company themſelves ; 
who are informed of Mr, Briſtow's Appointment, who have left it unreſerved, and who have ex- 
preſsly adopted and confirmed the Principles on which Mr. Middleton was recalled. we 

6th. Suppoſing the preſent Majority not to be bound, by any Obligation of Public Duty, to main. 
tain an Uniformity of Councils in the Eyes of the Indian Powers, and to preſerve ſome Appearance 
of Dignity and Conſiſtency in the Operations of this Government; and ſuppoſing that the Governor 
General and Mr. Barwell have no Rule to conſult, but the Extent of their preſent Power, to direct 
them in the Uſe. of it; ſtill I affirm, that, on any Principles they can poſſibly avow, the Recall of 
Mr. Middleton 1s not a Precedent to juſtify that of Mr. Briſtow : The Records will ſhew, that the 
Motives on which the late Majority acted, were ſolely of a Public Nature, We deemed it a Violation 
of the Conſtitution of this, or any Government not veſted in a ſingle Perſon, that the chief Member 
of it, who is no more than Firſt among his Equals, ſhould tranſact the Affairs of the Government 
through the Channel of a private Agent, receiving Inſtructions from him alone, and anſwerable to - 
him alone for the Execution of them. The Honourable Court of Directors themſelves tell us, 
« that the Conduct of the late Council in this Reſpect was very improper ;” they expreſsly order, 
« that no ſuch independent or ſeparate Authority be ever delegated to any Governor or Member of 
« Council, or to any other Perſon whatever ;” and they declare, © that Mr, Middleton's Correſpondence 
« ſhould have been addreſſed to them, or ſpeedily and unreſervedly laid before them by the Preſident.” 

If the Public Principle on which we profeſſed to act, be now clear and incontrovertible, it will appear, 
from the ſtrongeſt preſumptive Evidence, that we did not aſſume it to cover any ſecret, unwarrantable 
Purpoſe. The Governor General himſelf will acquit us of partial Views to the Eſtabliſhmenc of any 
other Perſon at the Expence of Mr. Middleton; he cannot but recollect that General Clavering, 
Colonel Monſon, and myſelf, made him a Tender of continuing Mr. Middleton as the Public Reſident 
of the Company; which the Governor thought fit to decline. With reſpe& to Mr. Briſtow, I moſt ſo- 
lemnly declare, that his Name for this Appointment was not, to my Knowledge, in Contemplation 
with any Member of the Board, till a conſiderable Time after Mr; Middleton's Arrival in Calcutta, 
If vindicative Meaſures were in any Caſe capable of a Juſtification, ir could only ariſe from a Compa- 
riſon with other Meaſures of the ſame Temper ; but even on this Principle, the Removal of Mr. 
Briſtow has no Plea to ſupport it.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, * | , 

I beg Leave to repreſent to your Honourable Board, that I arrived at the Preſidency on the 
16th February Jaſt. Not having yet been put in Poſſeſſion of the Office of Reſident at the Vizier's 
Court, in which I had the Honour of being re-inſtated, agreeable to the Orders of the Court of Direc- 
tors, dated the 4th of July 1777, and the 23d December 1778, I think it my Duty to addreſs your 
Honourable Board, with an humble Requeſt to carry the aboveſaid Orders into Execution. I make 
this Application in conſequence of my Solicitations to the different Members of the Board, to move 
for my Re-inſtatement, having been repeatedly refuſed by every Member individually ; and it being 
now incumbent on me to make a public Claim of my Right. | * 

In Juſtification of my Conduct, in not having immediately on my Arrival requeſted to be forth- 
with put in Poſſeſſion, I humbly repreſent, that I underſtood my Re- inſtatement ought to have been 
moved by a Member of the Board, Under other Circumſtances my Conduct might be deemed pre- 
mature; but, ſituated as I am, after Three Months Solicitation in vain, I hope, our Honourable 
Superiors will do me the Juſtice to conſider the Delay in my Application a Point of Delicacy to your 
Honourable Board, and no Want of Attachment to them, or Zeal for their Service.

Mr. Francis moves, That in Obedience to the Company's Orders; Mr. Briſtow he forthwith ap- 
pointed and directed to return to his Station of Reſident at Oude; and that Mr. Purling 
ordered to deliver over Charge of the Office to Mr. Briftowz immediately on his Arrival, and 
return himſelf forthwith to the Preſidency.

The Governor General—Before the Board enter into the Conſideration of this extraordinary Motion, 


verſary of the Britiſh Nation to poſſeſs, by whatever Means, a Share in the Adminittration, he 
could not deviſe a Meaſure in itſelf ſo pernicious, or time it ſo effectually for the Ruin of the Bri- 
tiſh Intereſts in India, as that now introduced to the Board. Mr. Francis alone is conſcious 
of his own Motives and Intentions; I can ſpeak only to their Tendency. We are at this In- 
ſtant involved in a new War with perhaps the moſt powerful of all the States in India ; which has 
opened with a Calamity ſo dreadful, as to require the moſt immediate and vigorous Exertions of 
this Government to prevent what muſt otherwiſe be the Conſequence, the total and ſpeedy | 
Loſs of the Carnatic, and of all the Britiſh Eſtabliſhments and Poſſeſſions in that Part of India. 
To ward off this impending Danger we have, beſides immediate Preparations of War, reſolved to 
offer a Peace, on their own Terms, to the Marattas, with whom we have been, during the paſt 
Two Years, engaged in a hazardous, though hitherto ſucceſsful War. At ſuch a Time to proclaim 
an entire Subverſion of the Influence of this Government (for ſuch muſt be the Effect, whether 
it be or be not the Intention, of the preſent Queſtion) will be to defeat every End of the Meaſures 
on which we have lately reſolved ; to give Encouragement to our Enemies, by the Proſpect of an 
inverted, Huctuating, or divided Government; and diſcourage thoſe to whom the Advances of this 
Government are made, when they ſee the Perſon in whoſe Name they are offered, and to whom 
alone they look as the repreſentative Inſtrument of the Britiſh Nation in India, treated at the 
ſame Inſtant with Contempt, and diſarmed of the Power of fulfilling the Engagements, and main- 
taining the Faith of the Treaties offered by him for their Acceptance, I will aſk, who is Mr. Briſtow, that 
a Member of the Adminiſtration ſhould, at ſuch a Time, hold him forth as an Inſtrument for the De- 
gradation of the Firſt executive Member of this Government? What are the profeſſed Objects of his 
Appointment ? What are the Merits and Services, or what the Qualifications, which entitle him to 
ſuch an uncommon Diſtinction? Is it for his ſuperior Integrity, or from his eminent Abilities, that he 
is to be dignified at ſuch Hazards of every Conſideration that ought to influence the Members of this 
Adminiſtration ? Of the former I know no Proofs; I am ſure it is not an Evidence of it, that he has 
been enabled to make himſelf the Principal in ſuch. a Competition; and for the Teſt of his Abilities, 
I appeal to the Letter which he has dared to write to this Board, and which I am aſhamed to ſay we 
have ſuffered, I deſire that a Copy of it may be inſerted in this Day's Proceedings, that it may ſtand 
before the Eyes of every Member of the Board when he fhall give his Vote upon a Queſtion for giving 
their Confidence to a Man, their Servant, who has publicly inſulted them, his Maſters, and the Mem- 
bers of the Government to whom he owes his Obedience; who, aſſuming an Aſſociation with the Court 
of Directors, and erecting himſelf into a Tribunal, has arraigned them for Diſobedience of Orders, 
paſſed Judgment upon them, and condemned or acquitted them, as their Magiſtrate and Superior.

Renewed the Conſideration of Mr. Francis's Motion, recorded on Yeſterday's Proceedings. 


Sir Eyre Coote delivers in the following Minute : 

After having created the Board the Trouble of a Second Meeting on the Queſtion which formed 
the Subject of Yeſterday's Debate, and for which I truſt its Importance, my own Situation at this 
JunRure, and my being without any previous Knowledge until I arrived in Town in the Morning, 
that ſuch a Buſineſs was likely to come before us, will plead Excuſe; it is not my Intention to en- 
croach further on their Time by tedious Argument or Diſcuſſion, 

Whiltt I am bound in Honour by my Opinion, recorded on the Proceedings of this Board on a 
former Occaſien; to ſupport all Orders received from the Court of Directors ſubſequent to my Ar- 
rival in this Country; I nevertheleſs hold it a Duty equally incumbent upon me as a Member of 
this Adminiſtration, appointed under the Authority of an Act of Parliament, and to which Tribunal 
of the Britiſh Conſtitution we are ultimately reſponſible. for the due Execution of the important 
Truſt committed to our Charge, the Care of the Intereſts of the Engliſh Nation in India, to judge 
how far in following ſuch Orders I am likely to injure that Firſt Object of our Attention. 

The late Requiſition made of me by this: Board, to take upon me the Command of the Army at 
Madras, and the Grounds upon which that Requiſition was made, render it altogether unneceſſary 
tor me to bring forward on this Occaſion, Arguments in Proof of the very critical State of the In- 
tereſts of the Company and the Engliſh Nation in India; our unanimous Agreement on the Meaſure, 
and our ſubſequent Reſolutions to carry it into Force, evince its Expediency, and which I flattered 
myſelf had been the Reſult of a diſintereſted Con viction in the Mind of every Member of this Board, 
and of a Determination to allow no Objects to interpoſe, which could have a Tendency to obſtruct 
the ſucceſsful Execution thereof. Fhat the Reſtoration of Mr. Briſtow at this Time, to the Charge 
of the Reſidency at Lucknow, will produce Effects highly prejudicial thereto, I have not a Doubt of; 
as it will generate in the Minds of every Power of Hindoſtan, that the Governor General is carrying 
on Treaties with them which he has not the Power to ratify ; and will produce on their Part, Conſe- 
quences deſtructive to all Negociation, Indeeiſion and Procraſtination. The Neceſſity of avoiding 
every Step that can give Rile to ſuch Impediments, at the very Time the Governor General is nego- 
ciating, under the Sanction of this Board, Terms of Peace with the Marattas, I am perſuaded is too 
obvious to every Member of it to require Elucidation; and that they ſee it as a Conduct highly inſe- 
parable from the real Purpoſe of their Refolves, to give him every poſſible Support both in Word 
and Action, for the Accompliſhment of a Buſineſs in which the Intereſts of the Public are ſo eſſentially

In ſhort, although my former Declarations, added to the Rule I had laid down for my Conduct 
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in all Caſes where I could have the Orders of the Court of Directors for my Guide, obliges me tg 


give my Voiee in Favour of Mr. Francis's Motion; I nevertheleſs ſee, and am ſo thoroughly convinced, 
of the great Neceſſity there is, in the preſent critical Conjuncture of our Affairs in India, of ſupporti 
the Governor General, as the Firſt Inſtrument gf our Adminiſtration, that I here declare I will mo 
heartily join with him in any Meaſure he can deviſe, whereby the ill Effects of ghe Change at Luck.

The Court 
of Directors, after having in their firſt Inſtructions to this Government, expreſsly enjoined every 
Member of the Board not only to be guided by the Voice of the Majority, but alſo to ſubſcribe to 
all Letters, Orders, Acts, and Meaſures, reſulting from the Deciſions. of ſuch Majority, have ſince 
thought proper to compliment General Clavering and Mr. Francis upon their Departure from 
this Rule, in Inſtances where their Sentiments have not accorded with thoſe of the other Members 
of the Board.

Having thought proper to appoint you Agent on the Part of this Government, for receiving, col- 
lecting, and managing the Tuncaws or Aſſignments which have been, or may be hereafter granted 
by the Nabob of Oude, for the Liquidation of the ſeveral Claims of the Company upon him, and for 
the Achultment in general of all Accounts now depending, or which may hereafter occur between 
this Government and the Nabob, relative to our pecuniary Engagements with him, we give you the 
following Inſtructions for your Guidance in the Execution of that Truſt. 
Immediately on your Arrival at Lucknow, to which Place we require you to proceed with all con- 
venient Expedition, you will receive from Mr. Purling, or from whoever may be in Charge of the 
Office of Relideant at the Vizier's Court, a general Statement of his Excellency's Account with the 
Company; a Jumma Waſſel Backey of the Aſſignments which may have been granted on the preſent 
Year's Revenue, and a particular Eſtimate of the ſeveral Claims and Demands which theſe Aſſign- 
ments are intended to ſatisfy; including the Balance of the Vizier's Account current with the Com- 
pany, the eſtimated Demand for the Maintenance of our Two Brigades and Cavalry ſtationed for the 
Defence of his Excellency's Dominions, as well as for his own Troops under the Command of Bri- 
tiſh Officers for the current Year, and, in general, every other Diſburſement which may 
heretofore have paſſed officially through the Hands of the Reſident, with every neceſſary In- 
formation reſpecting them : And ſhould you find upon comparing theſe Two Accounts, that 
Aſſigaments for the full Amount of the ſeveral Demands have not been obtained, you will imme- 
diately ſtate the Deficiency to the Vizier and his Miniſters, and require that it be made good. 
And as we rely on you for the realizing of his Excellency's Engagements to us, we ſhall ex- 
pect that you make the molt minute Inveſtigation of the real Value of ſuch Tuncaws as may be 
given you, rejecting thoſe you find not likely to yield the Amouat for which they are granted, and 
demanding ſuch others, by immediate Application to the Vizier himſelf and his Miniſters, as you 
deem perfectly ſatisfactory.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 


I have the Honour to acknowledge the Receipt of a Letter from your Acting Secretary, informing 
me of my Appointment to the Station of Reſident at the Court of his Excellency the Vizier, for the 


Purpoſe of conducting Political Negociations; and at the ſame Time acquainting me, this Appoint- 
ment does not impower me to interfere, in any Shape whatever, in any Matters relative to the pecuni- 
ary Engagements with the Vizier. . 

As a Servant of the Company, it is certainly my Duty to execute the Orders of your Honourable 
Board: And after having made this Declaration, I ſhall not, I hope, be deemed guilty of Diſreſpect, 
if I take the Liberty to expreſs my Sentiments on the Appointment you have conferred upon me; 
that it does not correſpond with the Intentions of the Court of Directors, who were pleaſed to re- 
inſtate me in the Office I formerly held in Owde. The Proſpect of receiving actual Poſſeſſion 
of this Office as ſoon as I could arrive in India, on the Terms mentioned by the Court of Directors, 
was the Motive which induced me to return; yet, on my Arrival at this Preſidency in the Month of 
February laſt, it was my Misfortune to find my Hopes diſappointed. And if, after the Anxiety of 
Expectation during a Period of Nine Months, I am at laſt directed to undertake the Charge of an 
Office totally different from that to which the Court of Directors were pleaſed to re-appoint me, I 
may, I hope, without paſſing the Bounds of Reſpect, expoſtulate upon what I cannot but deem a 
Grievance of the moſt cruel Nature to my Feelings. What I myſelf experience from Diſappoint- 
ments on this Occaſion, by the Loſs of Time and Diminution of Fortune, both in my Voyage from 
England and Reſidence in this Country ,without Office, Salary, or Employment, is a Conſideration 
which applies perſonally to me alone. There is another, however, of more Conſequence to me; 
the Degradation in the Eyes of the Public and of my Friends; which, in Juſtice to myſelf, I am 
more anxious to explain. | | 

This Taſk, however, I cannot enter upon without Reluctance, as it obliges me to ſpea of my 
own Conduct in Terms which may be cenſured as the Effect of Self-applauſe : The Neceſſity of doing 
it muſt be my Apology.

When I formerly held the Office of Reſident at the Court of Oude, the Buſineſs entruſted to my 
Management was of the greateſt Importance, I had the good Fortune to conclude the Treaty now 
in Force with the Nabob; and on this, and every other Occaſion, my Conduct was uniform y ho- 
noured with your Approbation, as well as an unanimous Vote of a Lack of Rupees Reward, and à 
Recommendation of me to the Notice of the Court of Directors. I appeal to your Records for the 
Facts. I ſhould not recall them to your Remembrance, unleſs they ſuggeſted ro me the unpleaſing 
Reflection of the confined Truſt now placed under my Charge, and the very flattering Marks gf 
Confidence and Approbation which I then received. 3 

The immediate Advantages accruing to the Company by this Treaty, were the Ceſſion of the 
Zemindary of Benares, and an Increaſe of Subſidy, altogether amounting to an additional annual 
Revenue of Two hundred and Eighty thouſand Pounds Sterling to the Company; the Expulſion 
of the French from the Nabob of Owde's Dominions ; and an offenſive and defenſive Alliance; 

The ſucceſſive Advantages were the Acquiſition of a large Body of the Vizier's Troops, not leſs 
than Ten thouſand effective Men having been put under the Command of Britiſh Officers, 
which in Reality rendered them the Troops of the Company; and the Reduction of the Nabob'z 
Power to ſuch Limits, that, inſtead of entertaining Apprehenſions of him as a formidable Enemy, ke 
was conſidered as a uſeful Ally, © , 2 

I claim the Merit of having been the ſucceſsful Inſtrument of executing your Plans with ſtrict 
Obedience and Integrity; in the Courſe of which I was often expoſed to perſonal Danger and em- 
barraſſing Situations, in which my own Endeavours could alone operate with Effect. 

I cannot avoid mentiopiing, that after enjoying the Office of Reſident at Owde for Two Years, 
during the Whole of which I had conſtantly been honoured with the unanimous Approbation of your 
Board, I was recalled, contrary to the Standing Orders of the Court of Directors. I may venture 
to aſſert, that no Part of my, Conduct had afforded Grounds for my Recall, which would have been 
the Puniſhment had I been guilty of Offence; and that on this Occaſion, as there was no Allegation 
againſt me, I was not called upon for Defence, Although you were pleaſed to think my Services 
merited a Recompence, and actually did me the Honour unanimouſly to paſs a Vote in my Favour 
for One Lack of Rupees, yet I received leſs than a Third of it; a Gratification in itſelf honourable, 
though in a pecuniary Light but moderate. This is the only Public Reward. I ever received for my 
Services, and which, in Compariſon of my Recall, I cannot but deem inconſiderable. On any other 
Occaſion I ſhould not have recurred to this Event; as a Teſtimony in favour of my Public Conduct 
I cannot omit it. Permit me to treſpaſs upon your Time, by adding, that the Approbation with 
which the Court of Directors were pleaſed to diſtinguiſh me, and their Re- appointment of me to my 
former Station, was founded upon the Grounds of the unanimous Recommendations I received from 
your Board.

-.\ Governor General- While this Government is charged with ſuch extenſive Concerns, and hath to 
contend with Difficulties equal perhaps to thoſe in which even the Supreme Adminiſtration of the 
Britiſh Empire is at this Moment involved, it may at leaſt claim as a Right, which, under any 
other Syſtem of Government that hath ever yet exiſted, would be conferred on it as an indiſpenſable 
Obligation, to employ and exerciſe the Powers which are inherent in its Conſtitution, and which are 
immediately neceſſary to the Support, and eventually to the Exiſtence, of thoſe eſſential Intereſts 
which it holds in Charge, On this Principle, I claim the Right of nominating the Agent of my 
own Choice to the Reſidency of Benares. It is a repreſentative Station, and cannot, without a 
Contradiction, be the Charge of a Man not preferably cholen to it by the Members of the actual Go- 
vernment, and holding it by an Authority independent of theirs. Speaking for mylelf alone, it 
may be ſufficient to affirm that Mr. Francis Fowke is not my Agent; that I cannot give him my 
Confidence; that while he continues at Benares, he ſtands as. a Screen between the Rajah: and this 
Government, inſtead of an Inſtrument of Controul ; and that the. Rajah himſelf, and every Chief in 
Indoſtan, will regard it as the Pledge and Foundation of his Independence. 
IO Mr. Fowke himſelf I have no perſonal Objection; I ' approve his Conduct, and eſteem his 
Character; and I believe I might depend upon his exact and literal Obedience and Fidelity in the 
Execution of the Functions annexed to it. My Objection is ſtated above, and it is inſuperable. 

The Perſon whom I have choſen to ſucceed him, I conſider as ſtanding in the ſame Degree of 
Confidence and Eſtimation with Mr. Wheler as myſelf. I adopted him (it I may ſo expreſs myſelf)

F any of the Company's Servants, Civil or Military (except the Members of our Board of Trade; 

whom we do not make liable to your Suſpenſion) ſhall at any Time be ſuſpended by you from the 
Execution of his Office, or any Vacancy ſhall happen by Reſignation or Death, it is our Order 
and Direction, that the Perſon next in Rank, Office, or Rotation, be appointed to ſupply ſuch Va- 
cancy in our Civil or Military Service, until our Pleaſure ſhall be known. We alſo further direct, that 
betore the Removal of any Company's Servant from any Office, the Party be made acquainted, in 
Writing, with the Accuſation preferred againſt him ; that he be ſummoned to make his Defence, hav- 
ing a reaſonable Time allowed him for that Purpeſe ; and that you proceed on all ſuch Occaſions with 
the greateſt Tenderneſs and Circumſpection. And we further direct, that all ſuch Charges made before 
you againſt any of our Servants in your Department, with all Proceedings thereon, be regularly en- 
tered upon your Conſultations, and with them tranſmitted to us.

Extract of General Letter to Bengal, dated 3d March 177 5: 


Par, 39. WE have examined the ſeparate Conſultations of our Preſident and Council reſpecting 

Mahomed Reza Cawn, and embrace the preſent Opportunity of teſtifying our Ap- 
probation of their Conduct during the Whole of that Enquiry. * And although the particular Informa- 
tions tranſmitted us againſt Mahomed Reza Cawn, and thoſe general and alarming Accounts of Op- 
preſſions with which the Records of our Preſidency of Fort William abounded, muſt have rendered it 
our indiſpenſable Duty to have his Adminiſtration ſcrutinized z we are nevertheleſs well pleaſed on 
linding him able to exculpate himſelf from all Charges brought againſt him to the Satisfaction of our 
Servants, notwithſtanding they on the Spot had deemed them ſo well founded as to entertain no Doubt 
; * on him Facts ſufficient to juſtify our Cenſure, and to warrant his Diſmiſſion from Public 

mployment. 

40. Theſe being the Sentiments of our Preſident and Council relative to Mahomed Reza Cawn's 
general Conduct, we cannot but notice alſo, that their Ideas reſpecting the Arrears due from him 
to the Circar, were nearly ſimilar to our own, as appears by their Letter of the 10th December 17723 
wherein they inform us, that they had great Reaſon to believe, on a Scrutiny into Mahomed Reza 
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Cawn's Dacca Accounts, a Balance would appear againſt him of upwards of Seventeen Lacks of 
Rupees. | | 3 | 

15 If our Governor and Council at Fort William had Reaſon to be of Opinion, that the Reſult of 
an Enquiry would iſſue as above mentioned, we cannot but conclude, there muſt have been ſuch 
public and general Appearances of Mal-adminiſtration, as warranted the particular Information com- 
municated to us, and rendered it abſolutely neceſſary for us to uſe the moſt ſpeedy and effectual Means 
in our Power for delivering the Natives from apparent Tyranny and Oppreſſion, and for recovering 
to the Nabob, or to the Company, the Amount of all Monies ſuppoſed to have been embezzled or 
miſapplied by Mahomed Reza Cawn, or outſtanding in his Hands on Account of the Revenues. 

It was on theſe Grounds we directed an Enquiry to be made; and though it has not been proved 
that Mahomed Reza Cawn was intentionally oppreſſive in collecting Grain, or that he reaped pecuniary 
Advantages from that Article in the Time of the Famine; yet to thoſe Perſons who ſuffered by his 
Meaſures, the Interference of him and his Agents was at Times a real Grievance, and a ſufficient 
Ground for their Complaint ; ignorant as they muſt have been of the Directions of the Governor and, 
Council to Mahomed Reza Cawn, to uſe his utmoſt Endeavours to procure Grain for the Uſe of the 
City of Moorſhedabad, and for the Subſiſtence of rhe Troops. 

In regard to the Dacca Revenue, we have already declared that the different Reports of our Go- 
vernor and Council, from Time to Time, have beea-unſatisfattory to us; and we are far from being 
convinced, by the Materials now before us, that Mahomed Reza Cawn is not indebted to the Circar in 
a very conſiderable Sum, or that he ought not to be compelled to fulfil the Engagements entered into 
for the Chucklah of Dacca. The general Words under the Handwriting of Meer Jaffier, ſuppoſing 
both the Papers authentic, are of little Importance, and can never be conſtrued to annul the poſitive 
Agreement which appears under the Seal of Mahomed Reza Cawnv ; and as to his Plea of having 
executed that Inſtrument by Compulſion, merely to gain Time and to ſave his Life, it wants every 
neceſſary Proof to render it effectual. 

44. Under theſe Circumſtances, and becauſe we find the Nabob, Meer Jaffier, at the Time of his 
Death, indebted to the Company in the Sum of Rupees 16,69,758, we cannot deem ourſelves warranted 
to cancel the Obligation in queſtion ; but in Conſideration of the Inconveniences which Mahomed Reza 
Cawn may have experienced during the Time of his Examination, we direct that you ſuſpend our 
Claim for the Arrear of the Dacca Revenue. 

45. After declaring ourſelves thus favourably on the Caſe of Mahomed Reza Cawn, we have 
only to add, that as we wiſh him to remain under no other Obligations to us than thoſe of Gratitude, 
we therefore can have no Objection to his total Enlargement. | 

46. The Conduct of Nundcomar, in the Part he has taken againſt Mahomed Reza Cawn, appears 
to us ſo very inconſiſtent and unworthy, that we feel a Repugnance to the Continuance of his Son 
in the high Office of Roy Royan of the Province. And as the Acquittal of Mahomed Reza Cawn 
warrants us again to employ him, we direct that, if he can with Propriety accept of that Office 
under the Regulations and Reſtrictions eſtabliſhed by our Preſident and Council, and with the Sa- 
lary granted to Raja Gourdaſs for executing the ſame, he be forthwith appointed thereto, and re- 

ceive a proper Khelaut, and ſuch other Marks of Diſtinction as are uſually conferred on Natives 
on like Occaſions. ' We mean not by this Appointment to reſtore Mahomed Reza Cawn to any improper 
Degree of Power, but merely to teſtify our Satisfattion on finding his former Conduct has been ſo much 
better than we expected.“ 

47. And in regard to Raja Gourdaſs, though we cannot conſent to his remaining Roy Royan of 
the Province, yet, in Conſideration of the favourable Character we have received of him, we have 
no Objection to his being appointed to any Office of leſs Importance, if you ſhall be of Opinion that 
his Behaviour has entitled him to ſuch a Mark of our Indulgence, |

Reſumed the Conſideration of the Paragraphs 29 to 45 of the General Letter from the Court of 
Directors, dated the 3d March, and the Governor General's Motion, recorded on the 16th 
Inſtant. e 4 

General Clavering, Colonel Monſon, and Mr. Francis having drawn up their Sentiments on this 
Subject, deliver them in the following Minute, which is now read: | 

After an attentive Conſideration of the Company's Orders relative to Mahomed Reza Cawn and 
Raja Gourdaſs, contained in the 39th and Eight following Paragraphs of the Genetal Letter of the 
zd of March 1975, we agree with the Governor General, in thinking that the Court of Directors 
have miſtaken the Office actually held by the Raja Bullub for that which the late Adminiſtration 
conferred on Raja Gourdaſs. This Miſtake, with the Conſequences drawn from the Facts ſuppoſed 
by the Court of Directors, produces an Ambiguity in their Orders, which makes it difficult for us 
to determine in what preciſe Senſe they are to be underſtood; or by what Reſolution of ours we can 
with Certainty carry their Intentions into Effect. On one Side they expreſs a Repugnancy to the Con- 
tinuance of Raja Gourdaſs in the high Office of Roy Royan, and direct us to appoint Mahomed Reza 
Cawn to it, if he can accept of it with Propriety under the Regulations and Reſtriflions eſtabliſhed by the 
late Prefident and Council; on the other it is to be obſerved, that Raja Gourdaſs is not Roy Royan, and 


that the Office is by no Means of ſuch a Rank or Conſequence as could poſſibly reſtore Mahomed 


Reza Cawn to any improper Degree of Power, | | | 

The Roy Royan is no more than principal Muteſuddie, or Clerk of the Khalſa ; whoſe Duty it 
is to attend at the Meetings of the Board of Revenue, to make Reports, to anſwer toall Enquiries, 
and to receive occaſional Inſtructions. It appears to us, that ſuch an Office conveys no Degree of 
Dignity whatever; the inconſiderable Share of Power annexed to it, is immediately under the Con- 
troul of the Revenue Board. It muſt alſo be remarked, that the Roy Royan is a Hindoo Office, 
conſequently not to be exerciſed by a Muſſulman; and that for this Reaſon Mahomed Reza Cawn 
could not accept of it with Propriety. 

With this View of the [Inſtructions before us, and conſidering that they do not preſcribe to us 
ſuch a clear and determinate Line of Conduct as would preclude any Difference of Opinion, and 
leave nothing to our own Diſcretion ; we apprehend that the preſent Senſe and Intentions of the 
Court of Directors cannot be better aſcertained than by recurring to the Plan which they originally 
adopted for the Regulation of the Country Government, when they received Advice of the Acceſſion 
of the preſent Nabob to the Muſnud. We find it ſtated, in their Letter of the 28th of Auguſt 
1771, in Terms too clear and preciſe to admit of any Miſrepreſentation; and we do not doubt that, 
upon due Conſideration of the Subject, it will be found much more judicious, and better adapted to 
the reſpective Circumſtances of this Country, and of the Company, than that which the late Preſi- 
dent and Council, of their own Authority, thought proper to ſubſtitute in its Place. In our Minute 
of the 15th of September we have already obſerved, that the Appointment of Munny Begum, 
Raja Goufdaſs, and Raja Bullub, and the Diſtribution of the Salary among thoſe Three Perſons, 
which the Court of Directors had appropriated to a ſingle Office, was a direct Diſobedience of their 
Orders. It is our Opinion, taken on the moſt inature Deliberation, that the Board ſhould now re- 
vert to thoſe Orders, and endeavour to carry them into Execution, as far as our preſent Circumſtances 
will permit. On the Removal of Mahomed Reza Cawn, it was evidently the Company's Intention to 
ſubſtitute a ſingle Miniſter in his Place, to tranſact the political Affairs of the Sircar they inſtruct 
their Servants * to ſelect, for that Purpoſe, ſome Perſon well qualified for the Affairs of Govern- 
ment, and of whoſe Attachment to the Company's Intereſt they were well aſſured; and to recom- 

mend him to the Nabob to ſucceed Mahomed Reza Cawn as Miniſter of the Government, and 
* Guardian of the Nabob's Minority.” The miſchievous gre” pos of departing from this 
Syſtem, have been ſuch as the late Preſident and Council might eaſily have foreſeen, For Want of 
a Perſon of Credit and Abilities to fill the Station of Miniſter, and who, ſupported by our Influence, 
and ſubject to our Controul, might repreſent and act for the Nizam during his Minority, the Country 
Government, which it has been the conſtant Policy of the Company to ſupport, has been reduced to 
luch a State of Weakneſs and Inſignificancy, as not even to carry the Appearance of a Govern- 
ment, either to its own Subjects or to Foreigners. All Differences and Diſcuſſions with the foreign 
Factories, in which it is not the true Intereſt of the Company to appear as Parties, and which ought 
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ptoperly to have been referred to the Nabob or his Miniſters, have been taken up directly by the 
Repreſentatives of the Company as Principals : The Company of courſe, without Neceſſity, and con- 
trary to their own political Syſtem, are made reſponſible to the Nation for all the Conſequences which 
may attend any Acts of Force or Hoſtility exerciſed by their Servants in checking the Encroach. 
ments of the foreign Factories on the Rights. and Authority of the Country Government. In this 
View alone, the Expediency of ſupporting an oſtenſible Authority in the Nabob, is too obvious to 
be diſputed : At the ſame Time his poſitive Rights are faunded on a ſpecific Treaty, and cannot, 
in our Opinion, be invaded by the Company's Servants, without a Violation of every Principle of 
Juſtice and good Faith, ; 

The Conſequence of reducing the juſt and conſtitutional Powers of the Nizamut to their preſent 
feeble State, have not been confined to the political Intereſts of the Company. 

Every Member of this Board muſt know, and we believe that no Man feels it more ſenſibly than 
the Governor General himſelf, that ſince the Transfer of the Lands from the original Owners to the 
preſent Farmers, and ſince the Abolition of the local Juriſdictions exerciſed bythe Zemindars in their 
reſpective Zemindaries, which followed that Transfer, the internal Government of the Country has 
fallen into a moſt alarming State of Confuſion, | 

By the Conſtitution of Bengal, the Zemindar preſided in the Criminal Court of his Diſtricts, pro- 
nounced and executed Sentences on all Offences leſs than capital, and was anſwerable to the Nizam 


for the Peace and good Order of the Country, as far as his Juriſdiction extended. An Inſtitution of 


this Nature might undoubtedly be liable to Abuſes; but it was conformable to the Manners and 
Prejudices of the People, who looked up to their Chiefs alone for Juſtice and Protection. It made 
an eſſential Part of the Conſtitution of the Country, and could not be aboliſhed without breaking 
that regular Chain of Subordination and Dependance, by which the Government and the People were 
united in One political Body. Mr. Haſtings himſelf admits theſe Conſequences, and declares, © That 
* by the Removal of the Zemindary Juriſdictions, the Confidence of the Decoits was increaſed ; 
and that no Method had been ſubſtituted for giving Intelligence to Government of ſuch Events 
* as related to the Peace of the Country.” Abuſes will find their Way into the Practice of the viſeſt 
Inſtitutions; but they ought to be corrected by a ſteady and vigorous Adminiſtration, not by raſhly 
forcing the accumulated Wiſdom and Experience of Ages to yield to the crude Ideas” of a few Fo- 
reigners (for ſuch the Engliſh are in Bengal) on a Subject, which they can hardly be ſuppoſed to have 
underſtood, even if they had had the Welfare of the Country ever ſo ſincerely at Heart. 

The Annihilation of the judicial Powers formerly exerciſed by the Zemindars, was however a ne- 
ceſſary Conſequence of diſpoſſeſſing them of their Lands. The Revenues could not eaſily be col- 
lected by the Farmers, if a Power had been reſerved to the Zemindars, to which the Ryots might 
have Recourſe againſt the Oppreſſion of their new Maſters, 

It became neceſſary therefore to form a new Plan for the Adminiſtration of Criminal Juſtice: A Court 
of Fouzdarry Adawlut was accordingly eſtabliſhed in each Diſtrict, for the Trial of all Crimes and 
Miſdemeanors ; a Supreme Court of Fouzdarry Adawlut was eftabliſhed at Calcutta, under the eſpe- 
cial Care of the Preſident, with Power to confirm all Sentences from the Subordinate Courts, except 
Capital, which were referred to the Nizam, 

It was ſoon found by Experience, that the Inſtitution of theſe Courts had not “ produced the Bene- 
« fits expected from them, and that the Public Tranquillity could not be ſecured without the Exer- 
tion of other and extraordinary Means.” 

What Benefit indeed could be derived from the new Courts of Juſtice, when even the Regularity 
and Preciſion, introduced into their Proceedings, are aſſigned by Mr. Haſtings, © as One Cauſe of the 
« Encreaſe of Robbers,” | 

No ſtronger Proof can be produced, that they were not founded on Principles reconcileable to the 
Genius and Temper of the People. Fog 

As a Remedy for this and many other Evils which the Eſtabliſhment of the Phouzdarry Courts had 
either created or not removed, particularly the Want of Miniſterial Officers for the Apprehenſion 
of Offenders, which the new Syſtem had not provided for, the late Preſident, in his Minute of 19th 
April 1774, propoſes the farther Inſtitution of ſeveral Fouzdars, or Officers of Police, to be ſtationed 
in the Diſtricts, with Power to apprehend Decoits and other Offenders, and bring them to Juſtice. 
Even this Expedient has failed of its propoſed Effect. We have too much Reaſon to believe, that the 
Fouzdars themſelves, with their numerous Followers, have, in many Inſtances, either ſcreened the 
Decoits, or joined with them, and that upon all Occaſions they have made Uſe of their Power to 
plunder and oppreſs the People whom they were ſent to protect. The Governor General has re- 
peatedly repreſented to this Board the deplorable State of the Provinces with reſpect to the Admini- 
itration of Juſtice ; he has defired to be relieved of the Superintendance of the Fouzdarry Court, 
ond Controul of the Fouzdars, as of a Burthen to which he is unequal ; and has requeſted us to take 
the Subject generally into our Conſideration, 

It ſeemed neceſſary to enter thus far into the internal State of the Country and Government, not 
only that the Meaſures which we mean to recommend to the Board might be regularly introduced, 
but that the Governor General and Mr. Barwell might be able to determine at one View, whether 
thoſe Meaſures are conformable to the Spirit of our Inſtructions, and adapted to our actual Situa- 
tion, 
It is now the clear unqueſtionable Determination of the Court of Directors to ſupport an oſtenſible 


and active Power in the Country Government. The Nabob himſelf, from Youth, Inexperience, _

We offer it therefore as our Opinion, that the Board ſhould recommend him to the Nabob to be 
Miniſter of the Government, and Guardian of his Highneſs's Minority, with Authority to tranſact 
the political Affairs of the Sircar. He ſhould be inſtructed to ſuperintend the Nabob's Education, 
to chuſe proper Servants and Companions for him, and to endeavour to recover him from the diſ- 
honourable State of Ignorance and Diſſipation in which we fear he is ſtill immerſed. He ſhould be 
particularly impowered and directed to reduce and regulate the Expences of the Nabob's Houſhold 
in ſuch a Manner as to enable him to extricate his Highneſs from his Debts and Incumbrances, with- 
out calling upon the Company for an Iacreaſe of his preſent Income. | 

After the Appointment of a Miniſter at the Durbar, it will be equally unneceſſary and inexpedient 
for this Board, whether as Principals or Parties, to enter into any Diſcuſſions with the Foreign Fac- 
tories oa Queſtions touching the Rights and Authority of the Country Government, in which, as 
Repreſentatives of the Eaſt India Company, we have ſtrictly no Concern. Every Queſtion of that 
Nature may be immediately referred to the Nabob and his Miniſters, who underſtanding the 
Conſtitution of the Country, and the Extent of the Privileges originally enjoyed by the Foreign Fac- 
tories, will probably be better able than we are to anſwer any Arguments produced by thoſe Fac- 
tories in ſupport of their Pretenſions. If ultimately ic ſhould be found neceſſary to maintain the 
Authority of the Country Government by Force, the Nabob will call upon us for that Aſſiſtance which 
we are bound by Treaty to afford him, and which may be effectually employed in his Name, In the 
mean Time we ſhall be relieved from the Burthen and Odium of many Diſcuſſions with the Foreign 
Factories, in which, though not ſtrictly Parties, they affect to conſider us as Principals, Another, 
and moſt important Branch of the Miniſter's Duty, ſhould be, to examine into the actual State of the 
Fouzdarry Courts and Conduct of the Fouzdars, and to take a general Revicw of the Adminiſtration of 
Criminal Juſtice throughout the Country; he ſhould have full Authority given him either to enforce 
the Operation of theſe Courts upon the preſent Eſtabliſhment, or to new-model and correct them. If 
neither of theſe Meaſures ſhould be found practicable, it will be his Duty to form and propoſe ſome 
other Plan better accommodated to the State of the Country and the Manners of the People, and 
which at the ſame Time may not be incompatible with the Syſtem on which the Lands are actually 
farmed. In ſhort, as Miniſters of the Nizam, the Criminal Juſtice of the Country, with all the 
Courts and Officers belonging to that Branch of Government, is properly under his Care, and he 
ſhould be made reſponſible for the due Adminiſtration of it. The Office eſtabliſhed under the Con- 
troul and Authority of the late Preſident, for receiving and regiſtering all Reports from the Fouzdars, 
and iſſuing Orders to them, ſhould be transferred to Muxadabad, and placed under his Direc- 
tion. | | 

It is our Opinion that he ſhould be allowed a Salary of Two Lacks Forty thouſand Rupees, which; 
though inadequate to the Dignity of his Station, and to the Services expected from him, is, we ap- 
prehend, the utmoſt the Board can allow him out of Three Lacks appropriated for this Office by the 
Court of Directors, the Remainder being reſerved for the Roy Royan. | 


We are now to conſider in what Manner it may be proper to carry the Company's Inſtructions in 
Favour of Raja Gourdaſs into Execution. The Court of Directors ſay, that “ in Conſideration of 


the favourable Character they have received of him, they have no Objection to his being appointed 

* to any Office of leſs Importance (than that which they ſuppoſed him to be in Poſſeſſion of) if we 

« ſhould be of Opinion that his Behaviour has entitled him to ſuch a Mark of their Indulgence.” 
We cannot refuſe Raja Gourdaſs our Teſtimony in his Favour; and we know of no Employ- 


ment, in any Degree proportioned to his Rank and Station, of leſs Importance than that of 


Roy Royan : The Office is merely miniſterial, and the Salary annexed to it leſs by Two Fifths than 
that he at preſent enjoys. We mult in this Place declare ourſelves totally unacquainted with the Me- 
rit or Services of Raja Bullub : His original Appointment was unauthorized ; and, ſuppoſing ſuch 
an Office to have been ever ſo neceſſary, we think it ſhould not have been entruſted to a very young 
Man, who certainly had no Experience, and could not be ſuppoſed to poſſeſs any Knowledge of the 
Buſineſs of the Revenues. BER, 
We therefore feel no Scruple or Reluctance whatever in adviſing the Diſmiſſion of Raja Bullub, 
and the Appointment of Raja Gourdaſs to ſucceed him.

Mr. Barwell — The Orders of the Company are, in my Opinion, clear and explicit; they direct 


that the Station to which Raja Gourdaſs was advanced, during the Inveſtigation ordered into Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn's Conduct, ſhall be vacated ; they direct that Mahomed Reza Cawn ſhall be 
placed in his room; they declare the Conduct of Nundcomar appears to them inconſiſtent and un- 
worthy, and that they" feel a Repugnance to the Continuance of his Son in the high Office of 

Set. Com. Rev. V. X Roy 
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Roy. Royan of the Province (this can mean nothing more than the high Office he at preſent holds) ot 
any other that may ſpeak their Approbation of the Conduct of Nundcomar, in the Honours conferreg, 
or to be conferred, by this Government on his Son. They direct, conceiving the Office of Roy Royan 
to be blended with the Truſt that Gourdaſs has hitherto diſcharged, that he ſhall no longer act in that 
Office; but, in Conſideration of the favourable Character they have received of him, they have no 
Objection to his being employed in Offices of leſs Importance, if this Government ſhall be of Opinion 
he is entitled to ſuch a Mark of the Company's Indulgence. The Word * Objection” ſtrongly marks 
the Sentiments of the Court of Directors reſpecting the Son of Nundcomar, that they were unwilling, 
by any public Honours to be granted to him, to convey to the Minds of the Natives their Approba- 
tion of any Services rendered by the Father ; bur if any particular Merits of the Son might, indepen. 
dently, entitle him to Favour, their Governor and Council are merely permitted to conſider them. The 
Words of the Company cannot be too often wart they ſay © they have no Objections.“ If they 
meant in any Reſpęct to recommend the Son of a Perſon whom they have declared to be notoriouſly 
obnoxious in their Eye, it would certainly have been done in expreſs Words; in the Manner in which 
his Name is now noticed, the Company have pointedly declared, that under no Conlideration whatever 
do they allow the Government to employ Gourdaſs, the Son of Nundcomar, unleſs ſome. particular 
Services rendered to the Company, and the Merits of the Man, give him Claim to Fa- 
vour; and then they only ſay, fſuppoſing ſome ſpecific Services and Merits, we have no Ob- 
jeftions to his being employed.” The Company have repeatedly confirmed Rajah Raje Bullub, 
both on account of his ſuppoſed perſonal Knowledge in the Revenue, having been from his 
Infancy employed in the Khalſa Department under his Father Rajah Dolubram, the Dewan 
of theſe Provinces, and likewiſe on the Score of his Father's Services rendered to the Com- 
pany, to fill the Station of Roy Royan. It will be both partial and contradiftory to the 
hone of the Company, to place Gourdaſs in Competiton with this Man, who never had an 
Employment in the State, from which it was poſſible for him to acquire the moſt trifling Knowledge 
of the Intereſts of theſe Provinces in the Adjuſtment of their Rents and Revenues. It is plain that 
the Company did not deſign to leave it in the Option of this Board, to purlue any particular Aim 
in favour of Gourdaſs to the Detriment of an Officer fixed in his Station by themſelves. The 
moſt that can be underſtood, from the Company's obviouſly miſtaking the Roy Royan's Office to be 
blended with Raja Gourdaſs's, is, to interpret this Miſtake in favour of Mahomed Reza Cawn, as he 
is expreſsly pointed out by their Orders to fill the Station in which Raja Gourdaſs has been no more 
than a Pageant ; I ſay a Pageant, becauſe it is notoriouſly known that he has neither Acuteneſs of 
Parts, Knowledge, or Talents ; that he has been the mere Inſtrument in the Hands of his Father, 
and muſt ever remain an Inſtrument in the Hands of ſome one; and though he may appear oſten- 
ſibly to act, I make no Doubt in the Courſe of Time it will appear, that European or Native In- 
fluence has been the Spring of every Tranſaction of Importance he ſhould ſeem to engage in. In 
theſe Sentiments I diſſent to the Opinion delivered by the Majority on the Senſe of the Company's 
Letter from Paragraph 39 to Paragraph 47, fully perſuaded the Conſtruction is equally forced and 
unnatural ; that the ſame Biaſs which our Public Proceedings in various Sheets ſhew to the Father, 
has interpreted the Orders of the Company in favour of the Son. 

The Company have ordered Mahomed Reza Cawn, in my Opinion, to be placed in the Station 
now occupied by Raja Gourdaſs : They have ordered Raja Gourdaſs to be removed to make room for 
him : They have not ordered (as the Majority premiſe) the employing Raja Gourdaſs in any other 
Station; they have only ſaid, they have no Objefion, provided he has Merit and ſpecific Services to plead, 
I beg Leave to explain the Grounds upon which | have now ſaid the Company enjoin, that unleſs 
Raja Gourdaſs has particular Merit and ſpecific Services to plead to their Indulgence, that he ſhall 
not be employed; their own Words are, If you ſhall be of Opinion that his Behaviour has entitled 
* him to ſuch a Mark of our Indulgence, we have no Objection to his being appointed to any Of- 
« fice of leſs Importance.” | 

Mr. Francis — I think Mr, Barwell allows himſelf a very conſiderable Latitude, when he inter- 
prets the Word Behaviour, into Raja Gourdaſs's having Merit and ſpecific Services to plead. 

The Governor General. — I diflent from every Reſolution of the Majority, as contradictory to the 
Orders of the Company, and inconſiſtent even from thoſe which they are profeſſed to carry into Exe- 
ecution ; and I hereby enter my Proteſt againſt them, and all the Conſequences which may enſue from 
them. I have too much to ſay upon the Subject to be dictated in a verbal Minute at this Board; I 
will deliver in my Reaſons in Writing at another Time. I meant to have contented myſelf with this 
ſhort Diſſent to the Reſolutions already formed, conceiving my Opinion to be unneceſſary, and pre- 
cluded from any poſſible Effect by thoſe Reſolutions ; underſtanding, of courſe, the Recommendations 
of the Majority delivered in ſo formal and decided a Manner as the Reſolutions of the Board: But as 
I perceive that it. is expected of me to give an Opinion in the Terms of my own Queſtion,” I will com- 
ply with the Form required of me in a few Words. It is my Opinion, then, that the Company's Or- 
ders require that Raja Gourdaſs ſhould be removed from the Appointment which was granted to 
him under the Sanction of the laſt Adminiſtration, and, a fortiori, from every Addition ſince made to 
it; and that Mahomed Reza Cawn be appointed Dewan to the Nabob's Houſchold in his Stead.

On the 23d Shabana (19th October) I received a Letter from Mr. Auriol, the Secretary to the 
Council, to the following Purport (here he quotes the Secretary's Letter, agreeable to the Board's 
Reſolution of the 18th Inſtant.) 
I beg Leave to repreſent to you, Gentlemen, that from the Time when I was firſt honoured with 
an Employment in the Company's Affairs, I never took any Step but for the Intereſt of the Com- 
pany ; to promote which 1 exerted myſelf with ſo much Aſſiduity, in Conjunction with the Com- 
pany's Adminiſtration, that in various Inſtances I gained great Applauſe. It therefore afforded 
me the higheſt Pleaſure to hear that the Company approved of the Decree declaring my Innocence, 
and that they were ſatisfied of the Injuſtice of the Accuſations falſely laid to my Charge. And as 
my being again received into Employment will make known the Approbation, and will tend to 
raiſe my Character and Reputation, I ſhall therefore accept,” with the greateſt Pleaſure, an Appoint- 
ment, which the Governor General and Council having been ſo kind as to fix on for me, have re- 
commended to the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla to beſtow on me: By the Bleſling of God, when 
5 is approved, I ſhall exert my utmoſt Abilities in the ſame Manner as I have ever done in the 

xecution-of the Truſt. But I beg of you, Gentlemen, to reflect, that conſidering of my former

The Nabob's Attendants being ordered to withdraw, the Honourable the Governor General ac- 
quaints him of the Orders and Opinions of the Court of Directors upon the late Enquiry into his 
Conduct; alſo, the particular Inſtructions upon the different Offices aſſigned him, as follows: 


To Mahomed Reza Cawn, 


You have already been informed, in a Letter from the Secretary, of the Approbation expreſſed 
by the Honourable the Court of Directors, of the Proceedings of the late Preſident and Council in 
their Examination of your Conduct, and of the Terms upon which that Honourable Court have ad- 
judged you acquitted of the ſeveral Charges upon which you were tried. 

This Board is now happy to be the Inſtrument of the more favourable Orders and Intentions of 
the Company, and of publicly manifeſting their Regard and Confidence in you, in the Appointment 
which has been lately beſtowed upon you.

The plain and evident Meaning of theſe Orders is, that they diſapprove of the Continuance of 
Rajah Gourdafs in the Office which had been aſſigned him, as an Incitement and Gratification of 
his Father's Services, whoſe Conduct they condemn ; that they therefore direct him to be diſpoſ- 
ſeſſed of it, and Mahomed Reza Cawn to be appointed in his ſtead, They add, in Explanation of 
their Intentions reſpecting both, that the Diſmiſſion of Gourdaſs for his Father's Demerits, was 
not to diſqualify him for any Office of leſs Importance to which he might be entitled by his own 
Behaviour, ror Mahomed Reza Cawn reſtored to any improper Degree of Power, but employed 
in ſuch a Manner only, as might ſerve to publith his Reſtoration to their Favour, 

Unfortunately, in ſpecifying the Office held by Rajah Gourdaſs, they have miſtaken it for that 
of Roy Royan, which he never poſſeſſed, but which had been given to Mahraja Rajebullub; and 
this they direct to be transferred from Gourdaſs to Mahomed Reza Cawn. 

It would have been conſiſtent with the Reſpe&t which is due from the Servants of the Company 
to their Superiors, to have drawn a Veil over any Errors which, in the Variety and Intricacy of their 
Affairs, are ſometimes unavoidable; and to have adopted the Spirit of their Commands where the Let- 
ter differed from the Facts upon which they were formed. Inſtead of this Rule, the Majority have 
given an Eclat to a Miſtake, which was in itſelf of no Conſequence, by making it the Foundation 
of Meaſures diametrically oppoſite, both in Spirit and Letter, to thoſe which had been enjoined, 
They have conferred on Mahomed Reza Cawn, the Dignity of Naib Soubah, with all the Appen- 
dages of that high Office which had been abrogated by the late Preſident and Council, with the 
ſubſequent Approbation of the Court of Directors; by which, all the Powers of the Magiſtracy, 
and of the Courts of Criminal Juſtice, throughout the Provinces, center in the Perſon of Mahomed 


+ Reza Cawa alone, without a Check or Controul. This, certainly, was not ſuch an Appointment as 


the Honourable Court of Directors alluded to, when they faid they meant “ not by it to reſtore 
© Mahomed Reza Cawn to any improper Degree of Power, but merely to teſtify their Satisfac- 
* tion on finding his former Conduct had been ſo much better than they expected.“ 

As a Preparative to this Meaſure, Rajah Gourdaſs was diveſted of the Offices which he unworthily 
filled in the Nizamut; and becauſe the Court of Directors had been pleaſed to declare, that “ they 
« had no Objection to his being appointed to any Office of leſs Importance than that of Roy Royan,” 
he was appointed to that of Roy Royan, from which they had expreſsly enjoined his Removal, 

Mahraja Rajebullub, who lay under no Difqualification, who had held the Office of Roy Royan by 
an Appointment long ſince confirmed by the general Approbation of the Court of Directors, whoſe 
Father had an equal Share with the Nabob Jaffier Ally Cawn in the Negociations which laid the 
Foundation of the Britiſh Empire in India, was abruptly and ignominiouſly diſmiſſed, to make room 
for Rajah Gourdaſs, and to expiate, in his ſtead, the Inconſiſtency and Unworthineſs of his Father, 
Maha Rajah Nundcomar. | * 

One Cauſe indeed they have aſſigned for the Diſmiſſion of Mahrajah Rajebullub, which is implied 
in their Objection to his original Appointment, viz. his extreme Youth and Inexperience. If theſe 
are Diſqualifications, the Gentlemen of the Majority have been very unfortunate in the Choice which 
they have made of Rajah Gourdaſs to ſupply his Place. Mahraja Rajebullub is at this Time 
Thirty-one Years of Age, and had acted in the Character of Roy Royan before his Appointment by 
the late Preſident and Council: Rajah Gourdaſs is at this Time but Twenty-four Years of Age, was 
never employed in the Buſineſs of the Revenues, and, I will venture to fay, is incapable, by any 
Practice, of acquiring a competent Knowledge of ir.

J have Reaſon to believe, that the Court of Directors, in the Orders which have been above quoted, 
conſidered them as ſtrictlyTonformable to the Sentiments which I had myſelf entertained, and even 
expreſſed to them, upon the Subjects to which they refer; and will hear perhaps with Surprize, that 
theſe have been made uſe of to caſt a Reproach on my Conduct, and to ground on them the Repeal 
of the Meaſures of the paſt Adminiſtration, which have already had their repeated Applauſe and 


I hope therefore I ſhall ſtand ſufficiently excuſed to them, if I decline to enter azain into a Field of 
ſuperfluous Argument to prove the Propriety of thoſe Arrangements, or to convince thoſe from 
whom I have received the moſt honourable Teſtimonies of their Satisfaction with my Conduct, that it 
was not, as the Gentlemen of the Majority are pleaſed to affirm, „ a dire Diſobedience of their Or- 
« ders;“ yet, as the Minute of the Majority contains many Miſrepreſentations, Miſquotations, and 
Concluſions which, according to my Conceptions, do not juſtly follow from their Premiſes, I ſhall beg 
Leave to extract ſuch Paſſages of it as appear liable to thoſe Objections, and inſert my Replies in the 


The miſchievous Conſequences intended by the 
Paragraph, ought to be pointed out. I know of 
none which were produced by the Abolition of 
the Office of Naib Soubah, or the Appointment of 
Munny Begum to be the Miniſter of the Nabob's 
Government. It is of little Conſequence whether 
Rajah Gourdaſs, or Mahomed Reza Cawn; whe- 
ther with the Title of Guardian or Dewan, or of 
Naib Soubah, be made uſe of as the Inſtrument 
of authenticating the Acts of Government, which 
affect the foreign European Nations. All the 
Arts of Policy cannot conceal the Power by which 
theſe Provinces are ruled, nor can all the Arts of 
Sophiſtry avail to transfer the Reſponſibility of 
them to the Nabob, when it is as viſible as the 
Light of the Sun, that they originate from our 
own Government; that the Nabob is a mere Pa- 
geant, without the Shadow of Authority, and 
even his moſt conſequential Agents receive their 
Appointment from the Recommendation of the 
Company, and the expreſs Nomination of their 
Servants, Even the Orders of the Court of Di- 
rectors of the 28th Auguſt 1771, which direct 
the Appointment of an oſtenſible Miniſter to the 
Nabob, and under which the late Arrangements 
are profeſſedly formed, appear in the printed 
Proceedings of the Houſe of Commons ; and are 
open to the View of every Nation in Europe. 

If more ſhall be thought neceſſary for the Elu- 
cidation of a Subject cf ſuch ſelf-evident Con- 
viction, I beg Leave to refer to the Minutes of 
the Committee of Circuit, entered on their Pro- 
ceedings of the 11th and 28th of July 1772, and 
to my Minute of the 3iſt of July laſt, which 
went a Number in the Northumberland's Packet; 
in which the Mode of Conduct to be obſerved 
with the Foreign European Sertlements, and the 
Conſequences of the Pretences which have been 
held out to them by this Government, are very 
fully diſcuſſed, 

I cannot ſubſcribe to the Opinion which is 
quoted as mine in this Paragraph. In the Plan 
which I delivered in to the late Board of Re- 
venue, on the xgth of April 1774, and to which 
I ſuppoſe it alludes, I mentioned, as one Cauſe of 
the Encreaſe of Robbers, „the Removal of that 
« Claim which the Public, by immemorial 
« Uſage, before poſſeſſed, to the Reſtitution of 
« all Damages and Loſſes ſuſtained by Robbers 
on the Zemindars of the Country.” It was 
not * the Abolition of the local Juriſdiction ex-

preſided in the Criminal Court of his Diſtrict, 


pronounced and executed Sentences on all Of- 
fences leſs than Capital, and was anſwerable to

An Inſtitution of this Nature might undoubtedly 
be liable to Abuſes, but it was conformable to 
the Manners and Prejudices of the People, who 
looked up to their Chiefs alone for Juſtice and 
Protection. It made an eſſential Part of the 
Conſtitution of the Country, and could not be 
aboliſhed without breaking that regular Chain of 
Subordination and Dependence, by which the 
Government and the People were united in one 


Political Body, 
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who were often, and thoſe o 


& erciſed by the Zemindars,” but of the Diſuſe ot 
the Penalty to which I, in Part, attributed thoſe 
Diſorders. The Farmers poſſeſſed the ſame 
Powers which the Zemindars had exerciſed he. 
fore, but the Penalty was not exacted from 
them, becauſe, as I have ſtated it in the ſame 
Minute, it would have ultimately fallen on the 
Government itſelf z and ſo it would, if the Ze. 
mindars had been left in Poſſeſſion, and the 
Penalty exacted from them, unleſs ſuch a Share 
of the Rents had been allowed them as was re. 
rained by the Zemindars when they held their 
Lands, in a leſs Degree of Dependance on the 
Government; which has not been the Caſe for 
many Years before I returned to this Country, or 
even before the Acquiſition of the Dewanny. 

The Nature of the Juriſdiction which the Con. 
ſtitution of Bengal allowed to the Zemindars, 
as it is explained in the oppoſite Paragraph, dif. 
fers very widely from the Idea which I have al. 
ways entertained of it. I venture to pronounce, 
with Confidence, that, „by the Conſtitution of 
„ Bengal the Zemindar neither preſided in the 
« Criminal Court of his Diſtrict, nor pro. 
* nounced nor executed Sentence on all Of. 
« fences leſs than Capital;” nor on any Offences 
whatever except the Non-payment of the Rents, 
„ He was anſwerable” (it is true) © for the 
« Peace and good Order of the Country, as far as 
* his Juriſdiction extended,” but only as the ſub. 
ordinate Inſtrument of a larger Syſtem. The 
Land Servants, or the ancient Militia of the 
Country, were under his immediate Charge, and 
being diſtributed throughout the Zemindarry, 
enables the Zemindar both to watch over its in- 
ternal Quiet and to obtain Information of what- 
ever paſſed in any Part of it; and ſo far the Fou- 
jedarry Juriſdiction is inherent in the Zemindar, 
In the Exerciſe of it he was ſubject to a Fovjdar, 
who had the Superintendance of a Diſtrict com- 
prehending many Zemindarries; and had the 
Tannahs or inferior Stations under the Change of 
Affairs, and armed Men dependant on him, be- 
ſides a Part of the Land Servants of each Ze- 
mindarry, the reſt being employed to guard the 
Villages and enforce the Collections. 

It was the Zemindar's Duty to give con- 
ſtant Intelligence to the Nabob, through the Roy 
Royan, and to aſſiſt the Fouzdar in the Appre- 
henſion of Robbers, and in executing the Mea- 
ſures which were required of him for preſerving 
the Peace of the Country; but this Duty firll 
and immediately belonged to the Fouzdar, who 
was the Repitſentative of the Nizam, and “ to 
him the People looked up for Juſtice and Pro- 
« tection even againſt their Chiefs.” The Phouz- 
dar was the Check even upon the Zemindars, 

f the Dacca Diſtrict 
always, the Patrons and Abettors of Decoyts, 
whoſe Haunts and Practices it was their eſpecial 
Duty to detect. In effect, the Law or Cuſtom 
which made the Zemindar reſponſible for all 
Robberies committed in his Diſtrict, whatever 
might have been the Purpoſe of its original Inſti- 
tution, operated, and was regarded under the Ma- 
homedan Government, rather as a Puniſhment 
for Connivance than a Fine for Neglect. Many 


Inſtances may be quoted of Zemindars who ex- 
3 erciled 
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Mr. Haſtings himſelf admits theſe Conſe, 
quences, and declares, that by the Removal of 
the Zemindarry Juriſdictions the Confidence of 
the Decoyts was encreaſed, &c. 


of the wiſeſt Inſtitutions; but they ought to be 
corrected by a ſteady and vigorous Adminiſtra- 
tion, not by raſhly forcing the accumulated Wil- 
dom and Experience of Ages to yield to the 
crude Ideas of a few Foreigners (tor ſuch the 
Engliſh are in Bengal) on a Subject which they 
can hardly be ſuppoſed to have underſtood, even 
if they had had the Welfare of the Country 
ever ſo ſeriouſly at Heart.

erciſed other Powers, and particularly in the op- 
preſſive Cuſtom which they had aſſumed of levy- 
ing unlimited Fines from their Ryots on Accu— 
ſations of Fornication, and a Variety of other 
Pretences, Such is the Caſe in all deſpotic Go— 
vernments, eſpecially in thoſe which have under- 
gone frequent Revolutions; but I believe, and 1 
have Authority for believing, that the conſtitu- 
tional Powers, of which the general Police of 
Bengal was compoſed, will be found to have 
been exactly as I have deſcribed them. The 
Abuſes which were exerciſed by the Zemindars, 
and others in Authority, are enumerated amongſt 
other Evils by the Committee of Circuit, in a Let- 
ter to the Board, dated the 15th Auguſt 1772, in 
theſe Words: * The Zemindars, Farmers, Shu- 
% dars, and other Officers of the Revenue aſ- 
«* ſuming that Power, for which no Proviſion is 
* made by the Law of the Land,” &c, &c. 
This 1s a clear Demonſtration that the Zemindars 
were at that Time regarded by myſelf, and by 
the Committee of Circuit, as poſieding no Right 
to exerciſe a judicial Authority; and being writ- 
ten on an Occaſion on which we could not be 
ſuſpected of any Bias, will be admitted by every 
candid Judge as a Proof that the Zemindars 
really did not poſſeſs that Right. The Zemin- 
dar of Burdwan was allowed the Fxerciſe of a 
Fouzdarry Juriſdiction by a ſpecial Sunnud 
from the Nizam. I believe there is not another 
Inſtance; and this is rather a Proof of the Exiſt- 
ence of the Syſtem which I have deſcribed, than 
an Exception to it, otherwiſe an eſpecial Sunnud 
would have been unneceflary. P «| 

This is a Miſ-quotarion, which, by ſubſtituting 
one Word for another entirely changes the origi- 
nal Senſe, It was not by the Kemoval of the 
Zemindarry Juriſdictions, “ but of the Fouz- 
% darry,” that I declared that the Confidence of 
the Decoyts was increaſed, &c. and it was for that 
Reaſon I recommended the Reſtoration of the 
Fouzdarries.

back than the Period of the late Ad miniſtration 


in which I prelided in it, I conclude that it 18 
meant to charge me and my former Colleagues 
with having aboliſhed the anvient Conſtitution 
of Bengal, and introduced Innovations formed 
on our own crude, Ideas in its ſtead, 

To obviate any Impreſſion which might be 
made by ſuch an Imputation, I am glad of this 
Occaſion to declare, that all the Meaſures of the 
late Adminiſtration, to which the Minute now 
before me has any Reference, were no more than 
the Forms of Government which belonged to the 
ancient Conſtitution of Bengal, revived with 
ſuch Modifications, and ſuch only, as were abſv- 
lutely neceſſary to accommodate it to the Genius 
and Principles of our own. The Fouzdarry Ju- 
riſdiction was aboliſhed long before the Com- 

Aa mencement 
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The Revenues could not eaſily be collected by 
the Farmers, if a Power had been reſerved to the 
Zemindars, to which the Ryots might have Re- 
courſè againſt the Oppreſſion of their new 
Maſters, 

It became neceſſary therefore to form a new 
Plan for the Adminiſtration of Criminal Juſtice ; 
a Court of Fouzdarry Adawlut was accordingly 
eſtabliſhed in each Diſtrit, for the Trial of all 
Crimes and Miſdemeanors. 


What Benefit indeed could be derived from the 
new Courts of Juſtice, when even the Regularity 
and Preciſion introduced into their Proceedings are 
aſſigned by Mr. Haſtings “ as one Cauſe of the 
Increaſe of Robbers, No ſtronger Proof can be 
produced, that they were not founded on Princi- 
ples reconcileable to the Genius and Temper of 
the People.

mencement of my Government; the Cuſtom 
by which the Zemindars were compellable to 
make Reſtitution for Stolen Goods, was become 
obſolete; and the Courts of Juſtice had fallen 
into Diſorder many Years, even before the Com. 
pany acquired the Dewanny. Theſe Changes 
and Corruptions were the natural Effects of , 
diſordered Syſtem, and the uſurped Power gf 
Individuals, under the frequent Revolutions to 
which the Country had been ſubject, during the 
Courſe of the laſt Twenty Years ; and it was the 
Labour of the late Adminiſtration to eradicate . 
and correct them, not by inventing new Expe. 
dients, but by endeavouring to adopt thoſe 
which the accumulated Wiſdom of Ages had al. 
ready prepared. Conformably to this Rule, the 
Courts of Juſtice were re-eſtabliſhed with little 
other Variation beſides the entire Separation of 
the Criminal from the Civil Judicature, and the 
Admiſſion of the authorized Juriſprudence of 
the Hindoo's, which the Bigotry of the Ma. 
hometan Rulers permitted, but without an 
acknowledged Right, to the Exerciſe of it. On 
the ſame Principles an Attempt was made to 
reſtore the Fouzdarry Eſtabliſhment, but not uni. 
verſally, becauſe we were fearful of hazarding 
their Effects at once over the whole Face of the 
Country, till ſome Experience had convinced 
us of their Utility. 

This is a very ſtrange Reaſon aſſigned for the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Fouzdarry Adawluts, and 
is ſo peculiarly inapplicable to their Inſtitution, 
that the Oppreſſions which the Farmers exerciſe 
over the Ryots are not even cognizable in the 
Fouzdarry Courts, Thoſe who candidly read 
the Plan which was formed by the Committee of 
Circuit for the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, will 
conceive very different and more liberal Senti. 
ments of the Motives and Deſign of the Courts, 
both of Civil and Criminal Judicature ; which, 
unleſs I am deceived by my Advices, have ob- 
rained univerſal Applauſe in England, and have 
been productive of the moſt beneficial Effects in 
Bengal. | 

Ic is difficult to reply to a Reaſoning of this 
Kind, which conſiſts only in a ſuperficial State 
of the Argument which jt is intended to refute, 
without a direct Concluſion from it. 

In the Plan which was propoſed for the In- 
ſtitution of Fouzdarries, Four principal Rea- 
ſons were aſſigned for the Increaſe of Robbers, 
one of which was, the Regularity and, Preciſion 
into the new 
„ Courts of Juſtice ;”” becauſe the Mahometan 
Law required the politive Teſtimony of Two Wit- 
neſſes for the Conviction of capital Offenders, and 
the Decoyts carrying on their Deſigns in the Night 
and under Diſguiſe, could only be convicted by 
preſumptive Proofs, by the Notoricty of their 
Characters, or by their own Confeſſion, I know 
not by what Connection this is ſaid to be a Proof 
that the Fouzdarry Courts were not founded on 
Principles reconcileable to the Genius and Lem— 
per of the People. The Law was introduced 
into Bengal with the Firſt Mahometan Conquelt, 
and is as old as the Roman Civil Law, from 
which it is probably derived, It has never been 
found to be repugnant to the Genius and 1em- 
per of the People; and its Effects have been 

9 | ſuch 
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As a Remedy for this and many other Evils, 
which the Eſtabliſhment of the Foujdarry Courts 
had either created or not removed, particularly 
the Want of Miniſterial Officers for the Appre- 
henſion of Offenders, which the new Syſtem had 
not provided for, the late Preſident, in his Minute 
of the 19th April 1774, propoſes the farther Lnſti- 
tution of ſeveral Foujdars or Officers of Police, to 
de ſtationed in the Diſtricts, with Power to ap- 
prehend Decoyts and other Offenders, and bring 
them to Juſtice, 


We have too much Reaſon to believe, that 
the Phouſdars themſelves, with their numerous 
Followers, have, in many Inſtances, either 
ſereened the Decoyts or joined with them; and 
that upon all Occaſions they have made Ule of 
their Power to plunder and oppreſs the People 
whom they were ſent to protect. 


TheGovernor General has repeatedly repreſented 
to this Board, the deplorable State of the Pro- 
vinces with reſpect to the Adminiſtration of Jul- 
tice. He has deſired to be relieved of the Su- 
perintendance of the Phouſdarry Courts, and Con- 
troul of the Phouſdars, as of a Burden to which 


he is unequal; and has requeſted vs to take the 


SubjeCt generally into our Conſideration, 


Courts, and the Controul of the Foujdars. 


FÞ 
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ſuch as every Nation, however civilized, muſt 
have experienced, where Juſtice was adminiſtered 
with a ſcrupulous Exactneſs. To this Defect, 
which is the Defect only of the beſt Inſtitutions, 
the Mahometan Law has provided one effectual 
Remedy, by allowing a Power in the Magiſtrate to 
interpoſe an extraordinary Authority for the 
Puniſhment of ſuch Offences as the Law in its 
ordinary Courſe could not reach. In ſuch Caſes, 
if the Guilt was enormous, and the Proofs 
amounted to an internal Conviction, it was ulual, 
and the Law enjoined it, to puniſh the Offender 
with Death, for an Example and Terror to 
others; and this Practice I ventured to recom- 
mend, becauſe it was the Law of the .Country, 
becauſe it was reconcileable to the Genius 
and Temper of the People, and becauſe I knew 
that the Peace of the Country could not be pre- 
ſerved without it, More I preſume need not 
be ſaid, to prove that the Defects of the Foujdarry 
Courts, it ſuch can be called Defe&s, were not 
owing to any Form given them by the late Go- 
vernment, but were inherent in their original 
Conſtitution, and inſeparable from it. 

The Gentlemen of the Majority very unfairly 
paſs over the real Cauſes which were aſſigned for 
the Inſtitution of the Foujdar or Officer of the 
Police, and confine it ſolely to one which had no 
original Share in it, 

The Foujdars were recommended to be ap- 
pointed for the Guard of the Country, becaule, 
fince their former Abolition no other, or at leaſt 
no effectual Means, had been provided for ſe- 
curing the Peace of the Country; becauſe 
many of the Land Servants, who were the con- 
ſtitutional Guards of the Country, had been diſ- 
miſled; and becauſe the Farmers and Zemin- 
dars being no longer anſwerable for Robberies, 
either neglected or encouraged them. The En- 
couragement afforded to public Robbers by the 
ſcrupulous Exactneſs of the Foujdarry Courts of 
Juſtice, is mentioned for the Purpole of recom- 
mending another Remedy as above explained, 
with which the Office of the Foujdars has no Kind 
of Relation, | 

Affirmations are no Proofs. I have Reaſon to 
believe, that the Foujdars, inſtead of ſcreening 
the Decoyts, as the Gentlemen of the Majority 
ſuppole, did very effectually contribute to ſup- 
preſs them; and produce, as a Proof of this, the 
Petition of the Ryots of Buzergomedpoor, which 


is entered in the Revenue Proceedings of the 7th 


of April laſt, for the Appointment of a fimilar 
Juriſdiction in that Diſtrict, expreſsly grounding 
their Requelt on the Effects which had been pro- 
duced in the r.eighbouring Diſtricts from that of 
Mirzanagur. 

This has no immediate Connection with the 
preceding Subject, nor do I know why it is in- 
troduced in this Progreſſion. I ſhall reply to it 
as it ſtands, without Regard to any other Con- 
cluſion to which it may point, except the ever- 
laſting Theme of the Impropriety of every Mea- 
ſure which was formed by the laſt Adminiſtration. 
It is true, that I have frequently repreſented the 
deplorable State of the Provinces with reſpect to 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and deſited to be re- 
lieved from the Superintendance of the Pry 

t 
I beg 
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I beg Leave to aſſign in this Place my Reaſons 
for the one, and my Motive for the other: The 


Courts of Juſtice were regularly conducted till 
the Acceſſion of the preſent Council; from that 


Date the Dewanny Courts have been neglected; 
the Sudder Dewanny, to which all Appeals were 
made from the inferior Courts, has been diſuſed, 
and ſince totally aboliſhed. From the ſame Period 


may be dated the diſordered State of the Foyj. 
' darry Courts. To thele I uſed formerly to give 
a large Portion of my Time: But neither in the 


'* Superintendance of theſe Courts, nor in the Con- 


troul of the Foujdars, could I venture any longer 


to act, when I law myſelf deprived of the Con- 


© fidence and Support which had formerly enabled 


He ſhould be inſtructed to ſuperintend the 
Nabob's Education, to chuſe proper Servants and 
Companions for him, and to endeavour to reco- 


ver him from the diſhonourable State of Igno- 
rance and Diſſipation in which we fear he is ſtill 


immerſed. 


Another and moſt important Branch of the 
Miniſter's Duty, ſhould be to examine into the 
actual State of the Foujdarry Courts and Con- 
duct of the Foujdars; and to take a general Re- 
view of the Adminiſtration of Criminal Juſtice 
throughout the Country, He ſhould have full 
Authority given him, either ro enforce the Ope- 
ration of theſe Courts upon the preſent Eſtabliſh- 
ment, or to new-model and corre& them, 


me to execute ſo delicate a Truſt, and when every 
Occaſion was ſeized by my Aſſociates in the Go- 
vernment, to weaken my Authority and to blacken 
my Conduct. 

The implied Senſe of this Sentence is, that the 
Nabob's Education has been greatly neglected by 
Munny Begum. I believe the Charge is without 
Foundation, When I met him at Plaſſey in June 
1772, I found him in a State of extreme Mean. 


neſs, and deficient in Language, Sentiment, and 


even of the moſt ordinary Forms of Civility, I 
met him at the ſame Place the next Year, with a 
Retinue ſuitable to his Dignity, and his Manners: 


and Language totally changed. He was about 


14 Years of Age when he was placed under the 
Tuition of Munny Begum; and I believe it is gene- 
rally allowed, that the Bent of Genius and Habits 
of Inclination, which have taken Poſſeſſion of the 
Mind at that Period, are ſeldom to be eradicated 
by any ſubſequent Precept or Example, but de- 
cide the future Character of a Man through 
Life. 

From this Sentence, and from other Paſſages 
in the Minute of the Gentlemen of the Majority, 
in which they ſeem to confound the Foujdarry 
Courts and Foujdars, I am afraid, from the Simi- 
litude of the Name, which was perhaps too ſcru- 
pulouſly retained in the Inſtitution of the latter, 
others, who have leſs Means of being informed 
of the Nature of thoſe Eſtabliſhments, may be 
miſled to underſtand them as being connected, or 
as bearing ſome mutual Relation. It may be 
proper therefore to obviate the Miſconſtruction, 
by a brief Explanation of the Nature of both, 

The Foujdarry Courts are Courts inſtituted for 
the Trial of all Crimes and Miſdemeanours. The 
Forjdars are Officers appointed to guard the 
Peace of the Country, and to ſeize all Offenders 
againſt it, They have no Power to judge or to 
puniſh ; but are to conſign ſuch Perſons as they 
have apprehended, to the Foujdarry Courts, where 
they are to undergo their Trial, This Transfer 
is the only Connection which one Office has with 
the other; their Proceedings and their Authority 
being totally diſtinct and independent. Both 
will, I hope, be continued, and the Foujdarry, 
or the Eſtabliſhment of the Police, extended to 
every Part of the Country, according to the De- 
ſign of its firſt Inſtitution. I am ſtill of Opinion, 
that better Plans cannot be deviſed for the Satis- 
faction of the People, and their Protection from 
the worſt of Oppreſſion.

8th. The Motives on which we have reſtored Mahomed Reza Cawn to the Office of Naib Soubah, 
have been clearly explained. To recover the Country Government from the State of Feebleneſs 
and Inſignificance to which it was Mr. Haſtings's avowed Policy to reduce it, was no ealy Taſk. 
According to the Governor General's Plan, we ſhould have confined the only Man perhaps of 
real Abilities and extenſive Knowledge in the Country, to the unimportant Office of Steward of 
the Nabob's Houſehold, at a Time when a Miniſter of the Government was wanted, and when 
the Adminiſtration of.

In recommending Mahomed Reza Cawn to 
his preſent Poſt, we preſume to think that we have rendered an eſſential Service to the Company.

Extract of General Letter to Bengal, dated 24th December 1776. 


Par. 35. The eaſy Prey which the Nabob has been made to his menial Servants, and their utter 
Want of Ability, Integrity, and Attention, to render him in any Degtee reſpectable, even in the 
Eyes of the Natives, are Circumſtances that had led us to reconſider our Inſtructions to our late 

Preſident and Council reſpecting Mahomed Reza Cawn, We were always of Opinion, that an able 
oſtenſible Miniſter, during the Minority of the Nabob, would be neceſſary; and late Events have but 
too ſtrongly confirmed us in ſuch Opinion : And as the Abilities of Mahomed Reza Cawn have been 
ſufficiently manifeſted ; as official Experience qualifies him for ſo high a Station in a more eminent 
Degree than any other Native with whom the Company has been connected ; and as no Proofs of 
Mal adminiſtration have been eſtabliſhed againſt him, either during the ſtrict Inveſtigation of his 
Conduct, or ſince his Retirement; we cannot, under all Circumſtances, but approve your Re- 
commendation of him to the Nabob, to conſtitute him his Naib : We are well pleaſed that he has 
received that Appointment, and authorize you to aſſure him of our Favour, ſo long as a firm At- 
tachment to the Intereſt of the . i and a proper Diſcharge of the Duties of his Station, ſhall 
render him worthy of our Protection. 

36. We are by no Means prepared to decide upon that Part of your Inſtructions which commits

From the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla : Received 12th February. 


I have already addreſſed repeated Letters to your Excellency, ſtating. very fully the Trouble 
and Uneaſineſs I ſuffer from the Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn's being inveſted with the Office of 


the Naibſhip of the Nizamut, with the Management of the Affairs of the Country, and of the 


ſeveral Offices of my Houſhold, the Adminiſtration of the Buſineſs of the Adawlut and Phouſ. 
darry within the Soubahs, and of all the Affairs of the Nizamut, as well as of my domeſtic 
Concerns, and the Superintendance of myſelf and Family; becauſe the ſaid Nabob, regarding only 
his own Benefit, and the Increaſe of his Greatnels in future, pays no Regard or Attention to my In- 
tereſt or Advantage. | | 

The Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn is neither connected with me by the Ties of near Relation- 
ſhip, nor of ſincere Attachment; that he ſhould be inveſted with ſuch a Degree of Power, is 
highly oppreſſive and diſhonourable to my Family. I am now, by the Favour of God, come to 
Years of Maturity, and to that Age when, by the Precept of our holy Law, and the Uſage of 
Mahomedaniſm, I ought to take Charge and Management of my own Affairs; and by the hleſſ- 
ing of the Almighty, I am not ſo devoid of Underſtanding as to be incapable of conducting them. 
I am therefore hopeful, from your Favour and Regard to Juſtice, that you will deliver me from 
the Authority of the aforeſaid Nabob, and give your Permiſſion that I take on myſelf the Manage- 
ment of the Adawlut and Phouſdarry of the Soubahs, as well as of my own Houſhold, and of 
the Buſineſs of the Nizamut, which is my Right. 

The Company who have acquired ſo great Authority in this Country, and raiſed themſelves to 
their preſent Degree of Greatneſs and Dominion, are indebted for the Advantages ſolely to the 
warm Support of my Anceſtors; and you know what Degree of Authority I am at preſent pol. 
ſeſſed of. I therefore aſk nothing more than my Right; and ſhould the Company, diſregarding 
the Situation and Rights of this Family, refuſe their Approbation to my Requeſt, which is per- 


fectly juſt and right, it will be highly inequitable. 


I am hopeful that, maturely weighing this Matter, your Excellency will give me the Manage- 
ment of the Affairs of the Nizamut, of my own Houſhold, and the Offices attached thereto, to- 
gether with the Adminiſtration of the Adawlut and Phouſdarry within the Soubahs, which are 
my Right. This will be an Act of the higheſt Juſtice in the Gentlemen, and will engage my Gra- 


titude, and that of all the helpleſs Dependents of this Family. |

Re-conſidered the Letter from the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla, received the 12th, and recorded 


the 23d ultimo. 
Mr. Wheler delivers in the following Minute: | 
Mr. Wheler After having very maturely conſidered the 40th Paragraph of the General Letter 


from this Preſidency to the Court of Directors, dated the 2oth November 1775» particularly 1 
Part of it which mentions the Appointment of Mahomed Reza Cawn to the Naibſhip of 8 bs 
zamut, for the Support of that oſtenſible and active Power in the Nizamut which the Nabob, gr 
Youth and Neglect of Education, was judged incapable to exercile ; and having likewiſe pon 
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the 35th Paragraph of the General Letter from the Court of Directors, dated 24th December 1776, 
wherein they highly approve, for the Realons above quoted, of the Appointment of Mahomed 
Reza Cawn; I am o oe that the Requeſt now preſented to this Board by his Highneſs, 
conſiſtently with thoſe Orders, cannot be complied with here; but that it will be proper to ſub- 
mit the ſame to the Determination of the Court of Directors, together with ſuch Remarks as may 
ſerve to apprize them of the Conſequence, whether beneficial or otherwiſe, that may probably 
reſult from complying with his Highneſs's Requeſt. And I am further inclined to this Mode, 
from a Belief that, although his Highneſs was under Age when placed under the Guardianſhip of 
Mahomed Reza Cawn, it was well known to the Court of Directors that, previous to the Date of 
their Letter approving Mahomed Reza Cawn's Appointment, or to its Arrival in India, his High- 
neſs either had or would ſhortly attain the Years of Maturity.

Mr. Francis delivers in a Minute containing his Opinion, as follows : 

Mr. Francis could have wiſhed, that before I had been called upon to deliver my Opinion 
on the preſent Queſtion, the Merits of it had been ſtated to us by the Governor General, and re- 
gularly debated at the Board. The Inſtitution of a Council ſuppoſes a reciprocal Communication 
of Opinions, and that no Reſolutions ſhall be formed without a previous Debate. Referving, 
therefore, to myſelf the Right of altering or qualifying the Anſwer I now deliver in, according to 
the Lights and Information I may receive from the other Members of the Board, I muſt declare, 
that I think we have bat one Courſe to purſue. 

The Letter received from the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla ſhould be referred to the Court of 
Directors. I do not myſelf ſee any one Motive that ſhould preſs this Government to take upon 
themſelves the hazardous Reſolution of complying with the Requiſitions contained in it; eſpecially 
at a Time when Meaſures of the greateſt Importance to the Welfare of India already divide our 
Councils, and ought to engroſs our Attention. The Subject is delicate in its Nature, and I wiſh 
to ſpeak of it with Caution and Reſerve, The Board will conſider maturely what Conſequences 
the Compliance required of us may lead to; with what Demands upon the Company it may be 
followed; in what Manner it may affect the internal Government of theſe Provinces, and how far 
it may coincide with or embarraſs Arrangements at this Moment probably under the Conſidera- 
tion of the Legiſlature for the permanent Settlement of Bengal. 

With reſpect to the Removal of Mahomed Reza Cawn, I ſhall only obſerve at preſent, that the 
Court of Directors have approved of our Recommendation of him to the Nabob, to conſtitute him his 
Naib; that they are well-pleaſed that he has received that Appointment, and that they have authorized us 
to aſſure him of their Favour. I truſt that no Member of this Board would recommend or approve 
of the Diſmiſſion of a Man whom the Court of Directors themſelves conſider as qualified for the 
high Station be holds, in a more eminent Degree than any other Native with whom the Company has been 
connected, without their expreſs Authority, or unleſs ſome Crime had been proved againſt him. 

Mr. Wheler and I having delivered our Opinions on the Queſtion brought before the Board 
hy the Governor General, I muſt requeſt that the Governor will be pleaſed to favour the Board 

with his Opinion upon it. 

Governor General—l did not expect that my Opinion would be required until thoſe of the 
other Members had been regularly taken in Succeſſion ; nor was this Day appointed for col- 
lecting the Opiaions upon the Subject. Mr. Barwell's has not been received; he is abſent , I 
ſhall therefore decline to give my Opinion at this Day's Conlultation, unleſs the Majority of the 
Board now aſſembled ſhall require it. 

Mr, Francis—On this Day Sevennight the Governor General moved, that the Opinions of 

the Members of the Board might be taken on the Subject of the Nabob's Letter. The Mo- 
ton ſtates, that their Opinions may be taken at the next Meeting of the Council; and the 
Queſtion was brought forward again this Day, I preſume, with the Governor's Approbation, 
at leaſt, it was not called for by any other Member of the Board; I believe therefore I am 
perfectly regular in Point of Form, in requeſting his Opinion may follow thoſe of the Members 
preſent : I therefore beg Leave to repeat my Requeſt in the Form of a Motion; but am ready, 
i the Governor General approves of it, to put off the Conſideration of this Queſtion until this 
Day Fortnight, 
The Governor General—I deſire the Secretary to declare, whether he had any Directions from 
me to bring this Mat:er before the Board ?—This is properly the Conſultation following that in 
which the Queſtion was firſt brought before the Board z as the Meetings on Thurſdays, though 
held in this Chamber, belong only to the Department of Inſpection, and are held by a Sum- 
mons iſſued by the Secretary to that Department. It was probably my [ntention to have brought 
wy the Queſtion for Deciſion this Morning, but I apprehend it cannot be done with Regu- 
larity, as one of the Members of the Board, whoſe Opinion I preſume will be eſſentially neceſſary, 
IS at this Time abſeat, It will rett with the Majority of the Board allembled, to let the Queſtion 
take its due Courſe, or to force it to an immediate Deciſion, ſubject to a regular Confirmation 
or Repeal at the next Meeting. I cannot conſent to the Compromile propoſed by Mr, Francis; 
ite inconſiſtent with the Demand for an inſtant Deciſion.

Mr. Francis In propoſing to defer the Queſtion to this Day Fortnight, I have explained myſelf to 
mean, that we ſhould wait for the Receipt of the Company's Letter now on board one of the Shi 
at Madras, and which we may probably receive in that Time; (ince that is not approved by the Go. 
vernor General, I adhere to my Firſt Motion, being perfectly ſure that T proceed not only with 
the ſtrifteſt Obſervance of the Forms of the Board, but with the utmoſt, Candour and Con. 
ſideration. | f wh 

The Governor General—From the Whole which has paſſed in this Debate, which hitherto has 
been confined ro Mr. Francis and myſelf, it is very cvident that Mr. Francis perſiſts in his Motion 
on the Preſumption of a ſuperior Influence, occaſionally over-ruling me at this, Day's Meeting, 
otherwiſe it is impoſſible to conceive any Reaſon why he ſhould inſiſt on an inſtant Deciſion of the 
general Queſtion propoſed by me on laſt Monday, when he at the ſame Time proffers the Suſpenſion 
of it for a Fortnight, and the Time in which I would propoſe to ſuſpend it will neceſſarily form 
a Part of that Interval, and of Courſe come nearer to his own Propoſition than an immediate De- 
termination, I forbear to ſay more upon the Subject: It will reſt with Mr. Wheler to determine 
whether the original Queſtion ſhall be determined immediately, or wait until the Aſſembly of the 
Board is compleat. b 

Mr. Francis —If the Board will not unanimouſly agree to. wait for the Receipt of the Company's 
Inſtructions, now upon their Way probably to this Place, it is not in my Power to aſſign a Reaſon 
why the Board ſhould not decide the Queſtion now. The Motive imputed to me for urging ſuch 
Deciſion at preſent, though in fact I have not done fo, will, I believe, in the Mind of every impartial 
Judge, be full as applicable ro the Deſire intimated by the Governor, that Mr. Barwell's Preſence 
ſhould be waited for. Conſiderations of that Kind are irregular, and, as I think, not fit to be

The Governor General- I believe I know Mr. Barwells Sentiments upon the general Queſtion, 
as I know Mr. Wheler's; but the Queſtion now before the Board is of a different Nature, and 
is moſt undoubtedly an Advantage taken of the preſent Compoſition of the Board; it may, 
however, prove an inſtructive Experiment, and I ſhall not be very ſorry that it is made. If Mr. 
Francis knows that the Company's Inſtructions, which he ſays are probably now on their Way to 
this Place, relate to the general Subje& now under Conſideration, I will readily agree to poſtpone 
it; but if he has no ſuch Knowledge, and there is the ſtrongeſt Reaſon to believe that they con- 
tain nothing which bears the moſt diſtant Alluſion to it, I know not why I ſhould be required to 
ſupport the Credit of ſuch a Suggeſtion. 

Mr. Francis -I am not acquainted with the Contents of the Company's expected Letter; but I do 

believe, on the Authority of the Court of Directors themſelves, expreſſed in their Letter to the late 
Sir ſohn Clavering, that it contains ſome general Arrangements concerning the Affairs of this Coun- 
try and the Government. They poſitively promiſed him to ſend out ſuch Inſtructions by their next 
Diſpatches. | 
| The Governor General - I believe the Court of Directors will regret their ever having given 
fuch a Promiſe, when they know that it has been circulated to every Part of the Provinces, and even 
beyond the Dominions of our Ally the Nabob of Oude, for the Purpoſe of weakening the Influence 
of the preſent Adminiſtration, and defeating its Meaſures : It therefore becomes me, whilſt { hold 
the Place I poſſeſs in this Government, to uſe every Means that may be requiſite for obviating 
the Effects of ſo dangerous a Policy. This alone would be a ſufficient Reaſon for me to refuſe to 
protract the preſent or any other Queſtion, until the Arrival of the Company's Orders, on the 
Suppoſition that they will contain the Confirmation of a Belief ſo induſtriouſiy propagated. 

The Queſtion propoſed by Mr. Francis being put, 

Mr. Wheler—Of the Two Propoſitions made by Mr. Francis, I prefer the poſtponing the further 
Conſideration of this Queſtion for Fourteen Days; but as that is diſapproved by the Governor Ge- 
neral, I think it highly neceſſary that we ſhould come to an immediate Deciſion, and I only regret that 
that Deciſion will probably not be final..

Mr. Wheler—As the Governor General has aſſigned no other Reaſon for bringing this Queſtion 
again before the Board, except the Abſence of one of the Members, which might have been urged 
and accepted as a Motive for deferring the Queſtion to the Time propoſed by Mr. Francis, I amv 
avainſt reſcinding the former Reſolution, and reconſidering the Queſtion now. nt 

Mr. Francis—It is not affirmed or ſuggeſted that the Reſolution taken at the laſt Conſultation 
was not regular in Point of Form, or valid in Point of Law ; neither has it been affirmed that 
ſufficient Time was not given to the Members of the Board, to form their Opinions upon the original 
Queſtion, or that the Conſideration of it was brought forward by either of thoſe Gentlemen whoſe 
Votes conſtituted the Reſolution. We had a Week to conſider it. The Day was fixed by the Go- 
vernor's own Motion, and the Debate was introduced by the Secretary's reading the Nabob's Letter, 
with the Governor's Conſent and Approbation, and without any Motion trom Mr. Wheler or me. 
After Mr, Wheler's Opinion and mine were read, we proceeded to other Buſineſs, and waited above 
Two Hours in Expectation of Mr. Barwell's Arrival. From theſe Facts I preſume it follows that 
the Objection now made to the Reſolution on the Score of Mr, Barwell's Abſence, is not in any Senſe 
valid; and the Governor General ſuggeſts no other for repealing that Reſolution: I am left therefore 
without any Arguments propoſed to counterbalance thoſe on which my Opinion was founded. Bur if 
Arguments are even now offered againſt the Propriety of the Reſolution itlelf, I ſhall be ready to 
enter into the Conſideration of them. When no Arguments whatſoever are offered to juſtify the 
reſcinding of a folemn Act of Government, I ſhould think myſelf not only highly criminal, but, as 
a Man acting blindly and without Reaſon, if I conſented to repeal it. | | 
Mr. Barwell — Could I regard the Refolution of the 2d Inſtant as a folemn regular Act of 
Government, I ſhould decline including my Opinion at this late Period; bur when a Queftion has 
been propoſed to be decided upon, the Sentiments that may be delivered by every Member of the 
Council, and the Right of every Member to deliver his Opinion, is not only acknowledged by the 
unanimous Admiſſion of the Mode in which the Queſtion was propoſed, but by ſuch Admiſſion each 
Member is bound to deliver his Opinion, and each to allow the Weight carried by a Majority of 
ſuch Opinions. I have no Option, nor can I ſubmit to be excluded from a Right which the unani- 
mous Reception of the Queſtion in che Form it appears the 23d February, gives me. No ſubſequent 
Reſolution could deprive me of the Privilege of a Vote on the preſent Subject, nor no Reſolution 
independent of that Vote, I apprehend, can be an Act of Government, while Two Members only, 
without the Concurrence of one or both of the other Members, under ſuch Circumſtances, are pleaſed 
to call their Votes an Act of Government. The Manner in which the Queſtion was propoſed, and 
left for Deciſion, I muſt again obſerve in this Place, precluded a Deciſion, it any Difference of Opi- 
nion prevailed among the other Members, without mine being alſo delivered.

Par. 15. On the Receipt of a Letter from the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla, addreſſed to the Go- 
vernor General, in which he remonſtrates againſt the ſole Management and Adminiſtration of the 
Affairs of the Nizamut, the Fouſdarry, and the domeſtic Concerns of his own Houſhold, being 
continued in the Perſon of Mahomed Reza Cawn, as Naib Soubah, after he was of Age to conduct 
them himſelf; aſſerting alſo his Right to execute theſe Branches of his own Authority, ſince he had 
attained the Age of Maturity both by the Mahomedan and Chriſtian Laws; and deſiring that Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn might be removed from the Truſt with which he was inveſted ; a Propoſition 
was made for the Conſideration of the Board, and delivered to each of the Members, ſignify- 
ing, that their ſeparate Opinions might be delivered on the next Council Day. 

16. When we aſſembled again, the Letter from the Nabob was read, with the Propoſition upon it; 


and it was determined, by a Reſolution of a Majority of the Members then preſent, to refer the 


Application to your Deciſion.

The Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn, having been formerly appointed to the Office of Naib Nizam, 
tranſacted all the Buſineſs of the Nizamut, &c. by his own Authority, in ſuch Manner as he pleaſed, 
without conſulting or adviling with me; and although you have lately given the Adminiſtration of 
the Affairs of the Nizamut Adawlut and Foujdarry to me, yet he has not to this Time relinquiſhed 
the Buſineſs, but ſtill continues to act in the Nizamut, &c. as formerly. This is diſcreditable to me, 
and of the greateſt Diſadvantage : I therefore wiſh to remove the ſaid Nabob from this Buſineſs, 
and to tranſact the Affairs of the Nizamur, &c. myſelf; and have made Choice of Sudder ul Hoc 
Khan, who has been long attached to me, and is a Man of great Integrity and Worth; to fill the 
Station of the Naib of my Adawlut and Foujdarry, and of Rajah Gourdaſs, who is a Man of 
Abilities, and likewiſe an ancient and zealous Servant, for the Office of the Dewanny of the Niza- 
mut. As I know you to be heartily attached to my Intereſt, I communicate my Sentiments and 
Wiſhes to you, and hope, if you approve them, you will be kindly plezſed to diſpatch the _ 
ſaid Khin and Rajah to me immediately, that they may receive Khelauts, and be inveſted wit 
the Offices aforeſaid ; and I will, with their Advice, make an Adjuſtment of the Affairs of 5 
Nizamut Foujdarry and Adawlut, and tranſmit it to you for your Information.

The 2,40,000 Rupees allowed to Mahomed Reza Khin, and which the Nabob has thus diſpoſed 
of, is Part of Three Lacks of Rupees per Annum, ordered by the Company for the Support of a 
political Miniſter of the Circar ; whom they direct ſhall be recommended by us to the Nabob : And 
this having already been done in the. Perſon of Mahomed Reza Khan, his Appointment confirmed by 


the Nabob, and ſince reported to and approved by the Company, I ſee no reafonable Ground at pre- 
ſent for removing him to ſubſtityte other Perſons. 


Munny Begum and Baboo Begum have already ample Allowances from the Nabob's Stipend, as 
Part of his Family; and I ſee no Cauſe, either from their Circumſtances or Situation, that requires 
our diſpoſing of the Company's Property to them. On the above Grounds, I diſſent to the Motion 
made by the Governor General; viz. * That the Board do agree to comply with the Requilitions con-

The propoſed Allotment of the Salary itſelf, without any Addition to it, is liable to a very weighty 
Objection. By the Company's General Letter of the 28th Auguſt 1771, the Annual Sum bf Three 
Lacks, of which the above Salary makes a Part, was expreſsly appropriated to the Support of a Mi- 
niſter, who ſhould be appointed to tranſact the Political Affairs at the Sircar. It is the Salary which 
the Company intended for the Miniſter of the Country Government: It is the Company's Property, 
and the Nabob has nothing to do with it. When they heat it is no longer applied to the Uſe for 
which it was granted, they will naturally conclude that it has been made a Saving in their Treaſury, 
They will never think it poſſible, until Advice of the Reſolution of this Day ſhall reach them, that 
the Salary which they granted and appropriated to the Support of a Miniſter of the Government, 
ſhould be taken from a Man whoſe Appointment to that Station they had expreſsly approved of, and

The Governor General moves, That the Opinions of the Members of the Board be taken, whe- 
ther the above Reſolution ſhall be approved ? 3 

Mr. Wheler—I ſhould be glad to aſk the Governor General, Whether he makes this Motion 
upon the Principles of confirming the Minutes of the former Council, or on Account of the Ab- 
ſence of Mr. Barwell at the Time this Queſtion was debated. | 

Governor General—I have put the Queſtion conformably to the Conſtitutional and actually 
exiſting Rule of this Government, that all Acts and Orders paſſed at any Meeting of the Board, 
ſhall be approved in the ſucceeding Council to give them their Sanction; and I avail myſelf of this 
Right on Account of the Advantage which was Yeſterday taken of Mr. Barwell's Abſence. 

Mr. Wheler—l1 am very ſorry to be under the Neceſſity of obſerving, that although I have had 
the Honour of fitting at this Board near Two Years, it is, to the beſt of my Recollection, the very 
firſt Inſtance that the Order neceſſary to give a Sanction to our Proceedings, as deſcribed by the 
Governor General, has been complied with; and in the Senſe I believe it 1s now meant, 1 ſee no Oc- 
caſion for the preſent Queſtion, and therefore am againſt it. | 

Governor General—lt is not neceſſary that this Form ſhould be obſerved in every Inſtance. It is 
always ſuppoſed, when the Members of the Board tacitly agree to the Omiſſion of it, the formular 
Preface of every Conſultation being ſufficient to imply it. | | | 

Mr. Wheler—The Minutes of every Board or Public Aſſembly that J have had the Honour to 
attend, are conſtantly read at a ſubſequent Meeting of ſuch Board or Aſſembly, in order that each 
Member may be fully ſatisfied that what he has ſaid, or entered upon the Records of the former 
Meeting, is faithfully repreſented and tranſcribed ; but I know not a ſingle Inſtance when the Mi- 
nutes of any Board or Aſſembly have been read at a ſubſequent Meeting, with a View to overſet 
the Reſolution of a former Meeting: If that was admitted in numerous Aſſemblies, no Queſtion 
could ever be finally decided. The Objection, in my Opinion of it, is ſo meant, holds equally 
ſtrong, and I am convinced will be treated with equal Diſguſt by our Superiors, as they have already 
treated an Act not very diſſimilar to this. | 

Mr. Francis—The Reſolution taken Yeſterday was legal and compleat : It wants no Confirma- 
tion, though it may be reverſed. The official Form obſerved in the Proceedings of the former 
Government, and continued under ours, is merely a Form and fo little is it ever regarded, that the 
Orders of one Council are conſtantly executed, if the Time permits, before the Meeting of the 
next, Mr. Wheler has aſſigned the true and only Reaſon for the Obſervance of ſuch a Form. What- 
ever Uſe or Convenience there may be in continuing to obſerve it againſt a poſitive Proviſion of an 
Act of Parliament, made ſince the Form in queſtion was firſt inſtituted, and which of courſe ſuper- 
ſedes it, if in Reality it had ever had the Effect and Operation which the Governor General now 
attributes to it, the Law ſays, * That in all Caſes whatſoever wherein any Difference of Opinion 
« ſhall ariſe upon any Queſtion propoſed in any Conſultation, the ſaid Governor General and Council 
&« ſhall be bound and concluded by the Opinion and Deciſion of the major Part of thoſe preſent.” The 
Concluſion by which the Council is bound, is inſtant and abſolute ; there is no Reference to the 
Confirmation of a ſubſequent Meeting, I am ſorry the Governor General ſhould repeat an Objection 
already, as I think, completely anſwered : I am not to blame if Mr. Barwell, notwithſtanding a 
urgent Requeſt to the contrary, left the Board Yeſterday at an early Hour: I ſhould have been muc 
better pleaſed that he had ſtaid; becauſe I ſhould then have the Labour of One Debate only, inſtead 
of Two. On this Part of the Subject I need ſay nothing more, ſince the Court of Directors them- 
ſelves have taken it up in a ſimilar Inſtance, and given their Opinion decidedly upon it, in the 1 5th 
Paragraph of the Letter now before us. I am againſt the Queſtion, 

Mr. Barwell—Had the Reſolution ſimply gone to the Execution of the Company's Order, from 
the Sentiments delivered by the Governor General at the laſt Meeting, the preſent Queſtion would not 
have been agitated z his Objections to Mr. Francis's Motion ſtrike me as confined to the Mode that 
Motion preſcribes for carrying theſe Orders into Execution, Mr. Francis's Motion, in my Opinion, 


conveys ſuch Sentiments as are not authorized by the Company's Letter, In the Body of the = 
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tion I find theſe Words; « With the Requiſition of the Governor General and Council to the Nabob 
« to conform to the Injunctions of the Court of Directors.“ I know of no Injunctions that the Com- 
zy have laid on the Nabob ; and I imagine the Uſe of any offenſive Terms, or Improper Manage- 
ment, ON A Subject of ſo delicate a Nature, would be highly reprehenſible; I therefore vote for re- 
ſeinding the Reſolution of the laſt Council, ſo far as regards the Mode of executing the Orders of 
the Company, but no farther; 1 agree to the Motion, that the Order be executed, but am for leay- 
ing the Manner of doing it to the Diſcretion of the Governor General. From nothing that the Go- 
vernor General has urged in the Courſe of the Debate of Yeſterday, do I perceive the leaſt Diſpoſi- 
tion in him to decline the Inſtructions which the Company have been pleaſed to give, relative to the 
ib Souba. 
General—With all the Reſpect and Submiſſion which I owe and feel for the Authority 
of the Court of Directors, I muſt declare, that I ſhall not yield even to that Authority in any Iaſtance 
in which it ſhall require my Conceſſion of the Rights which I hold under an Act of Parliament, 
Thoſe Rights are formal Obligations, with which I am not permitted to diſpenſe; neither can I op- 
tionally relinquiſh my own Claim to a Practice which was followed by Mr. Francis himſelf, when he 
formed one of a Majority of the Council, and which received the Approbation of the Court of Di- 
rectors themſelves. I acknowledge the Obligation which I owe to Mr. Francis, for the Trouble he 
has taken in helping me to One Inſtance, in Conſultation 14th September 1775, in which a Reſolu- 
tion paſſed at the preceding Conſultation, which was contrary to the Senſe and general Tenor of the 
Mealures propoſed by the ruling Members of the Board, was reſcinded by a Motion introduced by 
the following Motion, formally made by myſelf; viz. The Governor General moves, that the Sub- 
« ject be re- conſidered; and that the Opinion of the Board be taken, whether the Orders written to 
« the Commanding Officer of the 2d Brigade, ſhall be confirmed or repealed.” 

If this Mode is illegal or irregular, ic was equally ſo at that Time; but Mr. Francis then made no 
Objection to it; but in the Opinion delivered upon my Motion, ſimply ſaid, he thought the Order 
ſhould be repealed. I recollect that ſimilar Motions were made, either by Mr. Francis or by the 
other Members of the Majority in concert with him, for reading and confirming the Proceedings held 
by them during the Abſence of Mr, Barwell and myſelf, both in this and in the Revenue Depart- 
ment; I will not take up the Time of the Board in looking out for the Inſtances, but ſhall deſire 
the Secretary to annex them to this Minute, The evident Intent of theſe Motions was to authenti- 
care all. the Acts which were confidered by the Members of the Majority as the legal Acts of the 
Board, but diſputed and diſavowed by Mr. Barwell and myſelf, and by obtaining ſuch a formal 
Approbation of them, to remove the Objections which had been made, or which might be, againſt 
their Validity. Reſpecting the Queſtion now before the Board, I diſapprove of the Reſolution as 
not being warranted by the Orders of the Court of Directors, and I think it would be diſin- 
genuous and unjuſt in this Board, to exceed the poſitive Orders of the Company, in annulling 
a Conceſſion made by them to the Nabob and acknowledged as his Due.

Mr. Francis—The Governor General has very fully proved a Propoſition, which has never been 
diſputed, That a Reſolution taken at one Board may be reverſed at the next: I muſt have loſt my 
Memory and my Senſes if I had denied it. I do not make Profeſſion of ſuch extraordinary Candour 
as to furniſh an Opponent with Arguments againſt myſelf, In pointing out to the Governor General 
the Conſultation the 14th September 1775, I meant to give him an Inſtance in Point, which I thought 
eſtabliſhed a Concluſion directly the Reverſe of that which he has drawn from it. The Court of 
Directors will find, in the Proceedings of that Day, that I entered a Diſſent and Proteſt againſt a 
Reſolution taken at the preceding Council, but that I neither diſputed its Validity, nor propoſed to 
reverſe, or even to re- conſider it: The Propoſition for that Purpoſe came from the Governor General 
himſelf, and was ſtrictly regular and legal. It would have been in Point to prove, that in the Caſe 
in queſtion I inſiſted that the Reſolution of the preceding Day wanted the Confirmation of the next, 
and that on that Ground I had propoſed to re-conſider it: With reſpect to the preſent Queſtion, the 
nſtance proves nothing. In the other Examples quoted by the Governor General, and which I per- 
fectly remember, the Fact was this: The Legality of the ſeparate Meetings held by General Cla- 
veriny, Colonel Monſon, and myſelf, was itſelf expreſsly and formally denied; that Reaſon alone, 
prelume, induced General Clavering to propoſe to Colonel Monſon and myſelt, ro agree, that the 
Reſolutions taken in ſuch ſeparate Meetings ſhould be confirmed at the next full Meeting of the 
Board; whether ſuch Confirmation was neceſſary or not, the Example does not ſupport the Gover- 
nor General's Argument, The Queſtion now is, Whether Acts done at a Meeting of the Board, 
confeſſedly regular and legal, require any ſubſequent Confirmation? not, whether ſuch Meeting itſelf 
was or was not legal? But ſeiting aſide this Sort of Argument, no Precedents prove any thing 
againſt a poſitive Right, eſpecially when that Right itſelf is not in Iſſue: We may go on for any 
ength of Time, by Negligence or Argument, in following Forms which nobody regards. The 
Queltion is not fairly in Iſfue, until they are formally inſiſted upon and denied, and ſome important 
le attempted to be made of them. If the Motion I made Yeſterday did not correſpond with the 
Governor General's Idea of the Senſe of the Company's Orders, 1 ſhould have held myſelf indebted 
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to him for any Amendment he might have thought fit to propoſe, and aſſuredly I ſhould have given 
it the moſt reſpectful Attention. The profound Silence he obſerved made it impoſſible for one to 
judge whether his Objections went to the Whole of the Motion, to any Part of it, or merely to the 
Form propoſed of carrying the Company's Orders into Execution. | 

Governor General- Whatever Doubts were entertained of the Legality of the Acts done by a 
Part of the Board after my Declaration of the Diſſolution of the actual Meeting, theſe Doubts were 
not entertained by Mr, Francis, who declared the Acts to be legal; therefore, with reſpect to them, 
the ſubſequent Motion and Order, to read and approve theſe Proceedings, could not be conſtrued as in. 
tended to give them that Legality which they wanted, though they might be covertly ſo intended, by 
the Application of an ancient conſtitutional Form to that Effect. But I will here cloſe my Part of the 
Argument, ſince I perceive that we diſpute only on Words. Mr. Francis admitting that a Reſolution 
taken at one Board may be revoked at the next, I offer to his Option the Motion which I have al. 
ready made, or the Motion which I now make, That the former Reſolution be reverſed ; and here declare 
my Opinion for reviſing the former Reſolution : Mr, Barwell has already done it in Terms. I con. 
feſs that in this Propoſal I am irregular, but I had rather incur that Imputation than ſuffer the Time 
of the Board to be any longer waſted by a fruitleſs and a verbal Debate. 

In this Place I ſhall beg Leave to contraſt my own Conduct with Mr. Francis's; that ſince I have 
been a Member of this, or any other Government, I have never, in One ſingle Inſtance, if I may truſt 
to my own Memory and the fulleſt Conviction of what I aſſert, deſcended to a Practice which I 
ſhould have held unworthy of my own Principles, of which I have had too frequent Occaſion to 
complain in Mr. Francis, by taking the Advantage of an occaſional and accidental Majority, to carry 
any Meaſure contrary to the Senſe of the ruling Members: Even in the Firſt Inſtance which 1 have 
quoted, introduced a Queſtion for the Sake of giving Conſiſtency to the Orders of the Board, al. 
though it was productive and intended of the Repeal of a Reſolution of the Board, which had re- 
ceived my Concurrence at the former Meeting of it. | 

Mr. Francis—l object to both the Motions, though for different Reaſons : I object to reverſing 
the Reſolution, becauſe I deem it a moſt unwarrantable Exereiſe of a Power, the Exiſtence of which 
I am obliged to admit; no ſpecific Reaſon is yet aſſigned for it. To the latter Part of the Go- 
vernor General's laſt Minute, I ſhall only ſay, that I hope I ſhall not always ſuffer in a Compariſon 
between his Principles of Action and mine, if he has had too frequent Reaſon to complain of my 
taking Advantage of accidental Majorities. The Word © frequent“ muſt refer to more [nſtances 
than Two. It will reſt with him to produce more Inſtances, if there are any; I myſelf know of none 
in which he has loſt any Queſtion by Mr. Barwell's Abſence, but that at preſent before us, and 
the former one of the 2d March 1778, on the ſame Subject. 

Ihe Reſolution which the Governor General propoſed to have re-conſidered on the 14th Sep- 
tember 1775, interrupted a Series of Meaſures formed upon a different Principle. I think he did 
right in propoſing to re-conlider it. This is a ſingle Act, which has no Connection with any thing 
elle. 

Reſolved, That the Reſolution of Yeſterday, viz. That the Company's Orders for the 
* immediate Re-inſtatement of Mahomed Reza Cawn in the Offices he held in January 1778, be 
“ carried into Execution; and that a Copy of the laſt Paragraph of the Company's Letter of the 
„ 4th February 1779, together with an exact Perſian Tranſlation thereof, be tranſmitted to the 
* Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla and to Mahomed Reza Cawn, with a Requiſition, on the Part of the 
% Governor General and Council to the Nabob, to conform to the Injunctions of the Court of Direc- 
tors, expreſſed in that Paragraph,” be reverſed. 

The Governor General moves, That the Pleaſure of the Court of Directors, ſignified in the 20th 
Paragraph of the General Letter of the 4th February laſt, and the Aſſurance therein directed to be 
given to Mahomed Reza Cawn, be communicated to the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla and to Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn, in the Words of the General Letter. | | 

Mr. Francis—l have no Objection to the Motion, as far as it goes; but if the Communication of 
the Company's Intentions be not accompanied by a formal Requiſition from this Government, it 1s 
not impoſſible that they may be defeated, I therefore move the following Addition to the Motion, 
That the Governor General be requeſted to ſignify to the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla, in the uſual 
Form, the Requiſition of the Governor General and Council for his immediate Compliance with the 
Pleaſure of the Court of Director s. 

Mr. Wheler—1 agree to the Motion, and likewiſe to the Amendment. 

Mr. Barwell—l agree to the Motion, I cannot be a Judge of the Terms that Mr. Francis would 
have uſed in the Letter propoſed to be written by the Governor General to the Nabob, from the 
general Terms in which his Amendment is expreſſed. The Governor General can have no Objec- 
tion to ſubmit the Terms in which he makes the Communication of the Company's Sentiments to 
the Nabob and Mahomed Reza Cawn to the Board, before the Letters ſhall be ſent. If thoſe are at 
all defective, ſuch Additions may be propoſed to them as in the Judgments of any of the Mem- 
bers may appear neceſſary. I think Mr, Francis is premature in following the Governor General's 
Motion with another : It ſeems to ſpeak ſome Pre-knowledge of the Difficulties to which our Go- 
vernment is ſubjected, and that no fall Degree cf Coercion muſt neceſſarily ſupport the Recom- 
mendation of the Company. I give my Vote ſimply for the Governor General's Motion; reſerving 
my Opinion for any Amendments that may be offered to the Letters propoſed to be written, er 
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ſuch are offered in preciſe Terms, as eſſential to anſwer the Intentions. of the Company, and conſiſtent 
with thoſe Intentions. | 


Governor General—I agree to the Motion: I obje& to the Amendment. My Reaſons have been 
aſſigned in the preceding Minutes; I will not therefore repeat them. | 

Mr. Francis—The Motion is confined to a bare Communication of the Company's Orders: How 
ir may operate I do not know ; but as this Government is the Medium through which the Com- 
pany's Orders are carried into Execution, it ſeems to me unuſual at leaſt to leave them in this ſingle 
Inſtance to execute themſelves. As for the reſt, I have no Diſtruſt of the Nabob, and hope he will 
comply. | bs;

From the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla, incloſed in a Letter from the Reſident at the Durbar; dated 
| the 10th, and received the 12th of December. 


I have been favoured with your friendly Letter, under Date the 21ſt of Jehadar. 

You write, that a Letter has lately been received from the Court of Directors, expreſſing their 
Pleaſure that the Nabob Mahomed Reza Khan be reſtored to the Office of Naib Soubah. My 
Patron ! When the aforeſaid Nabob was juſt appointed to the Naib Soubahſhip, it was entirely on 
this Account; that, by Reaſon of my tender Age, I could not tranſact my own Affairs in Perſon, 
but requeſted the Aſſiſtance of a Naib. When I became of Age, there was no further Occaſion for 
a Naib; and I accotdingly wrote to you on the Subject, and informed you that I would take on my- 
ſelf the Management of my own Affairs, and had no further Uſe for a Naib. And as this was per- 
fectly reaſonable, you in Council gave your Sanction thereto, and favoured me with a Letter, 
authorizing me to take the Adminiſtration on myſelf, and to diſmiſs the ſaid Nabob; which was accord- 


ingly done; and, from that Time to the preſent, the Affairs of the Nizamut, Fouzdarry, and Adaw-_ 


iut depending on the Nizamut, have been conducted on that Plan by my AuthHority.— The Letter 
received from the Court of Directors, ſignifying their Pleaſure that the ſaid Nabob be reſtored to the 
Naib Soubahſhip, fills me with the greateſt Aſtoniſnment; nor can I penetrate the Motive of it. 
Perhaps the Circumſtance of my being arrived at Years of Maturity have not yet reached the Ears 
of the Court of Directors in Europe; and, notwithſtanding the Number of Children and Depend- 
_ ants which I have, they ſtill reckon me an Infant; otherwiſe, would they have determined to place my 

Family under the Authority of another, and written you. for that Purpoſe ? In a Word, it was ne- 
ceſſary that I ſhould inform you of my Situation, which I formerly did; and it depended on you to 
tranſmit ſuch Information to the Court of Directors, 

It is notorious, that the meaneſt of the People will not admit of the Authority of a Stranger in 
their Families; how can it then be expected of me? In a Word, I adminiſter the Affairs of the 
Nizamut, which are in fact the Affairs of my own Family, by my own Authority, and ſhall do 
ſo; and I can never, on any Account, agree to the Appointment of the ſaid Nabob to the Naib 
Soubaſhip, which would bring the greateſt Diſhonour, Diſgrace, and Contempt on me. I will 
never, of my own Conſent, admit the ſaid Nabob to any Authority in the Affairs of the Nizamur, 

Fouzdarry, and Adawlut dependent on the Nizamut; and from Motives of Juſtice I expect, re- 
garding the Rights which my late Father is allowed to have had on the Company, you will never 


conſent that any Compulſion be put in queſtion ; and that you will uſe every Means for the Preſerva- 
tion of my Credit, Honour, and Dignity, 


From Mahomed Reza Cawn, addreſſed to the Governor General 14th November, 


Tour gracious Letter, informing me that you had received a Letter from the Court of Directors, 
ſigniſying their Pleaſure that I ſhall be reſtored to the Office of Naib Soubah, and to be aſſured, that as 
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long as I ſhall merit their Favour, by my Attachment to the Company and a faithful Diſcharge of 
the Duties of that Office, their Protection will be continued to me; honoured me by its Arrival on 
the 24th Jehauder (3d December.) My Tongue has been ever ſince employed in expreſſing my 
"Thankfulnels to the Company for their great Kindneſs to me, and my Heart is deeply impreſſed with 
Gratitude for your Favours; and from the Abundance of your Bounty and Regard to me, I am 
hopeful that, taking Compaſſion, upon my unfortunate Situation, you will reſtore me to the Station 
which I held before, and make me ever grateful to you for ſuch mighty Obligations. 

I was always, from the Bottom of my Heart, attached to the Company, and kept their Intereſt 
in View; and ſhall now continue to ſhew my Attachment to them, and to execute the Buſineſs be. 
longing to that Station with all my Abilities. Meir Seid Aly is at your Preſence ; I hope he will 
_ 82 your Favour ; whatever you are pleaſed, at any Time, to direct him to do, ſhall be per.

& will give him compleat Satisfaction.“ | | 

In the next Letter, received 12th February 1778, he deſires that Mahomed Reza Cawn may be 
removed, and expreſſes his Hope that, “ as he himſelf is now come to Years of Maturity, and by 
« the Bleſſing of God is not ſo devoid of Underſtanding as to be incapable of conducting his own 
« Affairs,“ the Governor will give him the conducting of the Affairs of the Nizamut, and of his 
own Houſhold, together with the Adminiſtration of the Adawlut and Fouzdarry, 

As the Court of Directors themſelves have fully diſcuſſed the Claims and Pretenſions ſtated in 
this Letter, I ſhall not attempt to add any Thing to their Obſervations thereupon. 

On the 7th of March 1778, a Letter from the Governor informs the Nabob, that it had been 
agreed, ** that his Excellency being now arrived at Years of Maturity, the Controul of his own 
„ Houſhold, and of the Courts dependent on the Nizamut and Phouſdarry, ſhould be placed in his 
< Hands ;” and Mahomed Reza Cawn was directed at the ſame Time to reſign his Authority to the 

abob. 

In a Letter received from the Nabob the 4th May 1778, he ſays, he has made Choice of Sudder 
ul Hoc Khan to fill the Station of Naib of his Adawlut and Phouſdarry, and of Rajah Gourdaſs for 
the Office of the Nizamut;“ and deſires that Mahomed Reza Cawn's Salary may be divided between 
theſe IO Perſons and the Two Begums.” On the Requeſts contained in the kay and immedi- 
ately complied with, I have nothing to add to the Remarks ſtated in my Minute of 7th May 
1778, except, that there could not be a groſſer Contradiction than, firſt to remove Mahomed Reza 
Cawn on Pretence of the Nabob's executing the ſeveral Offices himſelf, and immediately afterwards 
to appoint other Perſons to execute thoſe Offices, and at the ſame Time to give a conſiderable Por- 
tion of the Salary annexed to them to the Two Begums. ' 

Sudder ul Hoc Khan, in a Letter received 1ſt September 1778, ſays, His Highneſs himſelf is 
& not deficient in Regard for me, but certain bad Men have gained an Aſcendancy over his 
« Temper, by whoſe laſtigation he acts.“ After complaining of the Slights he receives from the 
Nabob, he adds: Thus they cauſe the Nabob to treat me, ſometimes with Indignity, at others 
e with Kindnefs, juſt as they think proper to adviſe him; their View is, that by compelling me 
« to Diſpleaſure at ſuch unworthy Treatment, they may force me either to relinquiſh my Station, or 
« to join with them and act by their Advice, and appoint Creatures of their Recommendation to 
« the different Offices, from which they might draw Profit to themſelves.” ug 

In a ſubſequent Letter to the Governor, Sudder ul Hoc Khan ſays, The Begum's Miniſters, be- 
© fore my Arrival, with the Advice of their Counſcllors, cauſed the Nabob to ſign a Receipt ; in con- 
« ſequence of which they received, at Two different Times, near 50,000 Rupees, in the Name of the 
« Otficers of the Adawlut, Fouzdarry, &c. from the Company's Circar; and having drawn up an 
% Account current in the Manner they wiſhed, they got the Nabob to ſign it, and then ſent it to 
me.“ In the ſame Letter he aſſerts, * that theſe People have the Nabob entirely in their Power.” 

On the iſt of September 1778, the Government informs the Nabob, that © it is highly expedient 


* that Sudder ul Hoc Khan ſhould have full Controul in all Matters relative to his Office, and 9 
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a ſole Appointment and Diſmiſſion of the Sudder and Moffuſil Officers; and that his Seal and Sig- 
« nature Foul be authentic to all Papers having Relation to the Buſineis entruſted to him; —I there- 
« fore intimate to you, that he ſhould appoint and diſmiſs all the Officers under him, and that your 
« Excellency ſhould not interfere in any one,” | 

The Nabob, in a Letter to the Governor, received 3d September 1778, ſays, © Agreeably to yout 
« Pleaſure, I have relinquiſhed all Concern with the Affairs of the Phouldarry and Adawlut, leaving 
« the entire Management in Sudder ul Hoc Khan's Hands.” 

Sudder ul Hoc Khan, in a Letter received zoth September, ſays, ** Yatibar Ally Cawn (Munny 
« Begum's chief Eunuch) from the Amount Salaries of the Officers of the Adawlut and Phouſdarry, 
« which before my Arrival he had received for Two Months from the Sircar, made Diſburſements 
« according to his own Pleaſure; he had therefore cauſed the Sum of 7, 400 Rupees, on Account of 
« the Price of mine and my Paiſhcar's Kellauts, to be carried to Account, and now continually ſends 
« a Man to demand from me Four thouſand Three hundred and odd Rupees, as the Balance of the 
« Price of Kellauts, and conſtantly preſſes me to take it from the Amount of the Salaries of the 
« Officers of the Adawlut and Fouzdarry, and ſend it to him; and I ſhall be under the Neceſſity of 
« complying : I mention this for your Information.” | 

The Governor General's Letter to the Nabob, dated the ioth of October 1778, contains a Repre- 
ſentation ſo pointed, and fo very juſt, of the fatal Effects which had attended the Nabob's interfering 
in the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, that I ſhall inſert it entire, but without any Comment; in fact, it 
ſpeaks too plainly to require one. 1 | | 

At your Excellency's Requeſt, I ſent Sudder ul Hoc Khan to take on him the Adminiſtration of 
« the Affairs of the Adawlut and Fouzdarry, and hoped by that Means not only to have given Satis- 
« faction to your Excellency, but that through his Abilities and Experience, theſe Affairs would have 
« been conducted in ſuch Manner as to have ſecured the Peace of the Country and the Happineſs of 
« the People; and it is with the greateſt Concern I learn that this Meaſure is ſo far from being attended 
« with the expected Advantages, that the Affairs both of the Fouzdarry and Adawlutare in the greateſt 
« Cuniuſion imaginable, and daily Robberies and Murders are perpetrated throughout the Country. 

« This is evidently owing to the Want of a proper Authority in the Perſon appointed to ſuperintend 
« them I therefore addreſſed your Excellency on the Importance and Delicacy of the Affairs in queſ- 
tion, and of the Neceſſity of lodging full Power in the Hands of the Perſon choſen to adminiſter 
them; in Reply to which, your Excellency exprefled Sentiments coincident with mine: Notwithſtand- 
« ing which, your Dependents and People, actuated by ſelfiſh and avaricious Views, have by their In- 
« cerference ſo impeded the Buſineſs as to throw the whole Country into a State of Confuſion, from 
« which nothing can retrieve it but an unlimited Power lodged in the Hands of the Superintendant. 
« [ therefore requeſt that your Excellency will give the ſtricteſt Injunctions to all your Dependents, 
not to interfere in any Manner with any Matter relative to the Affairs of the Adawlut and Phouz- 
« darry z and that you will yourſelf relinquiſh all Interference therein, and leave them entirely to the 
„% Management of Sudder ul Hoc Khan. This is abſolutely neceſſary to reſtore the Country to a 
State of Tranquillity; and if your Excellency has any Plan to propoſe for the Management of the 
Affairs in future, be pleaſed to communicate it to me, and every Attention ſhall be paid to give your 
« Excellency Satisfaction; in the mean Time l have given Directions to Sudder ul Hoc Khan to take the 
ſole Management of them into his own Hands, and to apply aſſiduouſly to the Reſtoration of Tran- 
* quillity and good Order in the Country; and I muſt requeſt that your Excellency will confirm them 
by ſimilar Orders to him; otherwiſe a Meaſure which I adopted at your Excellency's Requeſt, and 
« with a View to your Satisfaction, and the Benefit of the Country, will be attended with quite con- 
* trary Effects, and bring Diſcredit on me.” a 

From the preceding Correſpondence I think it appears beyond Diſpute, that the Nabob himſelf 
has hitherto been a mere Cypher through the whole Tranſaction, or rather an Inſtrument in the 
Hands of Munny Begum, and others employed by them, and for their Purpoſes only, to accompliſh 
the Removal of Mahomed Reza Cawn. That theie People have made a moſt dangerous and 
iniquitous Uſe of the Nabob's Name and Authority, while they had both at their Diſpoſal, and 
that the Governor General himſelf was convinced that the Interference of the Nabob, or of thoſe 
who acted for him, in the Affairs of the Nizamut, had been attended with the moſt ruinous Conſe- 
quences, which he accordingly endeavoured to obviate, by directing him not to concern himſelf in 
any Shape in the Conduct of the Buſineſs entruſted to the Naib Soubadar. 

With reſpect to the Nabob, I ſhall only obſerve that his Letters involve him in a very diſgraceful 
Dilemma; if 1 could believe it poſſible, that freely, and of his own mere Motion, he could recom- 
mend © That Munny Begum ſhould take on berſelf the Management of the Afﬀairs of the Nizamut, with- 
* out the Interference of any other Perſon; that he ſhould in one Letter deſire to conduct the Affairs 
af the Nizamut himſelt, and in the next that a Naib ſhould be appointed to conduct them for him; 
| ſhould give little Credit to the Aſſertion with which theſe Requeſts are accompanied, viz. That be 
is not devoid of Underſtanding, He may arrive at Years of Maturity; but if at the Age of Twenty- 
one he does not perceive the Folly and Abſurdity of ſuch Propoſitions and ſuch Contradictions, I 
ſhould deſpair of his ever arriving at Years of Diſcretion. On the other Hand, if theſe Letters 
ae written for him, which I am thoroughly ſatisfied is the Caſe; if he has no Will of his own; and 
if the Rights and Authorities demanded in his Name are in Reality to devolve to Munry Begum, 
to her chief Eunuch, and to the other Perſons of whoſe Miſconduct the late Naib Soubadar made ſo 
many Complaints to the Governor, what Opinion are we to entertain of his Excellency's Under- 
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ſtanding and Veracity ? or on what Ground can we commit the Management of ſuch important Af. 
fairs to a young Man ſo dependent on Munny Begum, and evidently ſo incapable of judging or act. 
ing for himſelf, | * 1 

I now proceed to the laſt Orders of the Court of Directors. They conſider the whole Subject in the 
ſame Light that I do; they acknowledge no Rights of Inheritance in the Nabob; they underſtand 
every oſtenſible Acceſſion to his Power as a real one to that of Munny Begum ; they deem it for the 
Welfare of the Country, that the Office of Naib Soubadar ſhould be continued, and they politively di. 
rect us forthwith to ſignify to the Nabob their Pleaſure, that Mahomed Reza Cawn be immediately 
reſtored to it, ; 
But notwithſtanding they had a thorough Knowledge of the Facts, and were perfectly acquainted 


with all the Characters, they certainly were not aware of the Poſſibility of ſuch a Caſe as now exiſts, 


or they would have provided againſt it : They did not foreſee that their poſitive Orders would not be 
enforced by this Government, or that ſuch Orders would be diſobeyed. When they read the Nabob's 
late Letters, the falſe and frivolous Pretences on which he endeavours to counteract and defeat an Ar- 
rangement which the Company have deemed neceſſary for the Welfare of the Country, will aſtoniſh 
them no leſs than our Acquieſcence in ſuch Pretences. 

Firſt he ſays, that he had formerly written to the Governor, that he had no further Occaſion for a 
Naib, and would himſelf conduct his own Affairs; and he aſſerts, that ſince the Diſmiſſion of Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn to the preſent Time, the Buſineſs had been conducted -under his own immediate 
Direction. Is it poſſible that he ſhould forget, that in conſequence of Sudder ul Hoc-Khan's Ap- 
pointment, the Governor had expreſsly required him not to interfere; and that the Nabob had there. 
upon relinquiſhed all Concern with the Affairs of the Fouzdarry and Adawlut, and left the entire 
Management of them to the Hands of the Naib ?—In his next Letter he talks of the Rights of his de- 
cealed Father as well as his own, as if the Office of Nazim was hereditary. He talks of his Claims on 
the Company as if he held by ſome other Title than their Friendſhip and Protection, or as if either 
he or his Father had any Right in the Soubahdary beyond what they derived from the voluntary Acts 
of the Company, or of their Repreſentatives, He ſays, he never will admit Mahomed Reza Cawn 
to poſſels any Degree of Authority in his Family; and that as Sudder ul Hoc Cawn is dead, he ſhall 
take upon himſelt the Management of the Buſineſs, In his laſt Letter, he obſerves that Mahomed Reza 
Cawn was at firſt appointed on account of his the Nabob's tender Age, which required the Aſſiſt- 


ance of a Naib; forgetting, that not only a Naib Soubadar was appointed, and the Office executed 


without Objection, during the Government of his Predeceſſors, but that he himſelf had ſubmitted about 
a Year ago to the Appointment of Sudder ul Hoc Cawn, and that the latter continued to execute his 
ſeveral Offices till his Death, with Powers totally and unavowedly independant on the Nabob. He 
forgets, or perhaps he does not know, that the Treaty of March 1770, by which alone his Rights, 
whatever they may be, were created, provides for the Appointment of a Naib of the Provinces, to be 
inveſted with the Management of Affairs; and that this Natb was appointed at the Inſtance of the 
Governor and the Gentlemen of the Council. In the ſame Letter the Nabob declares, that he ad- 
miniſters the Affairs of the Nizamut by his 6wn Authority, and ſhall do ſo; and that he never can, on 
any Account, agree to the Appointment of Mahomed Reza Cawn to the Naib Soubahſhip. 

The Governor General's Letter of the 1oth October 1778, will ſhew the Company, not only in 
what Manner this important Buſineſs is likely to be conducted, and what Opinion the Governor Ge- 
neral himſelf entertains of the Nabob's Capacity, but, that neither were his ſuppoſed Rights nor the 
Maturity of his Age attended to at that Time, nor his perſonal Inclination conſulted ; notwithſtand- 
ing all his Claims to the Fouſdarry and Adawlut, the Governor's Pleaſure diveſted him of both, and 
left him without an Option. Theſe however are not the firſt and immediate Objects of Conſidera- 
tion; a new and unexpected Queſtion is now before us. The Company's Orders are diſobeyed on 
pretended Principles, which ſuppoſe the Exiſtence of an Authority in theſe Provinces, independent of 
the Authority of Great Britain over them. That of the Court of Directors is the only Medium by 
which the Subjection of Bengal to Great Britain is held and ſecured: In Oppoſition to it, the Nabob 
declares, that he adts by. his own Authority, and ſhall continue to do ſo. I do not know what Name the 
Law will give to the Diſobedience of the Company's lawful Orders by this Board, or whether ſuch 
Diſobedience, directly avowed by ourſelves; would not be leſs criminal, and in its Conſequences lets 
dangerous, than under the Form which it now aſſumes ; but every Man muſt fee which Way the pre- 
ſent Example leads, and what Uſe may be made of it. If ſome vigorous Meaſures be not immedi- 
ately taken by the Company to diſarm the Nabob of all Means of Reſiſtance, or at leaſt to deter him 
from attempting it again, their Dominion over Bengal is not ſecure. +I am ſorry this unexperienced 
young Man ſhould have been ſo unhappily adviſed : He does not know on what dangerous Ground he 
treads: He forgets himſelf too groſsly when he diſobeys the Company's poſitive Orders, and in the 
ſame Breath tells the Governor General, You are the Maſter and my Patron, and I can take no 
« Meaſure without firſt communicating it to you.” 

The Company will conſider whether this avowed Diſtinction between them and their local Repre- 
ſentative, be not ſomething- more than diſreſpectful; or whether their Injunctions would have been 
ſlighted, if they had been accompanied by the uſual and proper Requiſition on the Part of the Go- 
vernor General and Council, which I repeatedly recommended without Succeſs. Other and more 
alarming Reflections will naturally ſucceed. The oſtenſible Shadow of the Nabob's Authority may 
in Time find a Subſtance to ſupport it. If the Spirit of Party and Faction, which prevails through 
every Department of Government, and through every other Rank of Life, ſhould reach to the Sepoys, 
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it would be M painful, but not a difficult Tafk, to count the few remaining Steps which lead inevita- 

bly from that State of Things to final Diſſolution. At whatever Diſtance that Danger may appeat to 
be; yet, if rhe Courſe we are in, point directly to it, I cruſt that the Wiſdom of the Company will not 
deem it unworthy of their inſtant Conſideration. The ſame Meafures by which a great and eminent 
Miſchief might have been prevented, will not be ſufficient to correct or retrieve it. . 

I now move, that it may be reſolved, that the preceding Letter from the Nabob is highly diſſatiſ. 
factory to the Board; and that the Governor General be requeſted to ſignify the fame to him, and to 
demand, in our Name, his immediate Compliance with the Orders of the Company.

In anſwer to your Letter of the 15th Inſtant, requiring a State of the Fund from which the 
Salary allotted by the Company for the Support of the Office of the Naib Soubah, or ſo much of it 
as was divided between Munny Begum, Baboo Begum, and Sudder ul huc Cawn, is paid, and what 
the preſent Situation of it is; I take the Liberty to inform you, that there is no Fund from whence 
thoſe Salaries are defrayed; they are paid from the Treaſury of the Reſident at the Durbar, in the 
lame Manner as the other Expences of Government under his Department. ; 
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Jam, &c. 
(Signed) Charles Crofts, 
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Conſidered the Motion made by Mr. Francis in the laſt Confultation, viz. * That the Salary 
* allotted by the Company out of their Revenues for the Support of the Office of Naib Squba, 
* amounting to Three Lacks of Sicca Rupees per Annum, or ſo much of it as was divided between 
* Munny Begum, Baboo Begum, Rajah Gourdaſs, and Sudder ul hoc Cawn, may ceaſe, and be made

Mr. Barwell-—By the Letter received from Mr. Crofts, the Charge of the Nizamut Allowance 
appears to be defrayed by the Company; there was, I find, a certain Fund, under the Name of The 
Sinking Fund, eſtabliſhed upon the Orders of the Company, limiting the perſonal Charges of the 
Nabob to the Sum of 16 Lacks, and reſerving Sicca Rupees 15,81,860 per Annum; and to this 
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Fond were charged certain Demands againſt the Mogul Government, which have fine been totally 
liquidated, as wall ”_ more particularly by a State of the Fund which I have juſt nom received 
I 


from Mr. Crofts. it was incumbent on the Nabob to diſcharge gut of the Allowances; made to 
him by our Government, the different Claims -which. appear to be ſtated in this Account, I do not 
ſee any Reaſon why the Company ſhould: continue burthened with certain Expences which ariſe 
ſolely on the Score of his Government, while thoſe Means which he has of providing for the Whole 
from his eſtabliſhed Allowances, remain unapplied. By the preſent, Method, it appears to me, 
the Savings ſtated in the Sinking Fund are made totally at the Expence of the Company; becauſe 
the Charges of the Nizamut, or Country Government dependent on the Souba, inſtead of being 
diſburſed from the Sum allotted for the Souba's Government, are diſburſed from the Company's 
Means, and the Claim on the Score of the Allowances fixed for the Charges of the Souba's Govern. 
ment, ſuffered” to accumulate to the exorbitant Sum of 90, o4, 188. 7. 4. as a Debt due from the 
Company; this being the Caſe, there appears to me to be an abſolute Neceſſity to correct an Error, 
which has led Mr, Francis into the Idea that the Diſburſement which is made by the Company, is 
made by them out of their Revenues, for the Support of the Office of Naib Souba, amounting to 
Three Lacks of Rupees per Annum. While the Company hold this Fund of 13,8 f, 860 Rupees per 
Annum, of the Sum of 31, 81, 860, which by Treaty they expreſsly ſtipulate to pay for the Support of 
the Souba's Government, it is not juſt that they ſnould be charged with any Expence to be dif. 
burſed on that Account. I therefore move, that all Expences that have been incurred, or ſhall in 

future be incurred, on account of the Nizamut, or Country Government dependent on the Souba, be ſet 
off againſt the Claims of the Souba, for ſuch Part of the Stipend or Salary allotted for the Support of 
his Government as has been retained by Government, for this and other expreſs Purpoſes directed by 
the Company. I underſtand the Motion made hy Mr. Francis to have for its Object, the com ling 
the Nabob to accept of Mahomed Reza Cawn for his Miniſter, or to reſerve the Sum which is 
allotted as the Due of Mahomed. Reza Cawn, to be diſpoſed of by the Orders of the Company. This 
Motion being made on the Preſumption that the Nizamut Officers ate the Officers of the Company, 
and in the Pay of the Company, can only be ſupported upon that Principle. I am therefore againſt

paid out of the Collections of the Diviſion of, Moorſhedabad, as the Company will ſee, by reterring 
to our Letter to Mr. Martin, of the 11th May 1778. Am I to underſtand; that Mr. Barwell 
means to make the Company Debtor to the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla, for the Amount bf the 
above * ? If he does, I wiſh it to be declared fo in plain Terms. They would by this Time 
amount, as I believe, to 112 Lacks of Sicca Rupees, If he does not, I cannot poſſibly diſcover 
the Meaning or Application of his Motion. As for myſelf, I deny the Fact, and all Conſequences 
pretended to be derived from it. On the Remainder of Mr, Barwell's Minute, there is but little 
to be ſaid, Suppoſing it true, that a real effective Country Government now exiſted, and that the 
Affairs of the Nizamut did of Right fall under the immediate Adminiſtration of Mobaretk ul 
Dowla (all which is ſo manifeſtly conttary to the Fact, that it will not bear an Argument) ill 
it would not follow, that my laſt Motion _ to be rejected.

Neither do I admit, that my laſt Motion Bad for its Object 
the compelling the Nabe to accept of Mahomed Reza Cawn for his Miniſter: It could not poſſibly 
have x 618 Effect: The Point was already decided by a preceding Reſolution, And if, as I con- 
clude, the ſole Object of the Nabob be to keep the Amount of Mahotned Reza Cawn's Salary, and 
to diſtribute it among his Family and Dependents, our taking the Money from him will not tend to 
compel him to re-inſtate Mahomed Reza Cawn, by which he would equally loſe it, If that were 
the only Alternative propoſed to him, he would certainly prefer the Meaſure which freed him from 
the Check of Mahomed Reza Cawn's Authority, and Jeft every Thing in his own Hands. 

I have ſaid, the Mode of ſtating the Account propoſed by Mr. Barwell, is a Matter of Indiffer- 
ence in itſelf 3 but as it implies a Concluſion in which I do not concur, I am againſt the Motion.

The following Letter from the Deputy Military Paymaſter General, with the Accounts prepared by 
him of the Allowances and contingent Charges drawn by the different Commanders in Chief, from 
the Year 1763 to the Commencement of Brigadier General Stibbert's Command, having been ſent 
in Circulation to the Members of the Board, with the Opinion recorded by the Governor General 
on the 20th of laſt Month, the Minutes delivered thereon are accordingly entered.

In Obedience to the Orders of the Board, ſignified to me by your Secretary's Letter of the 2oth, 
and received by me the 22d Inſtant, I have the Pleaſure to incloſe herewith a general Abſtract 
of the Allowances drawn, and Expences incurred, by the ſeveral Commanders in Chief, from the 
iſt May 1763 to the 1ſt September 1777, when the Command devolved to Brigadier General .tib-

I muſt remark, that from the vague Manner in which the Diſburſements of the Army were 
entered in the Military Books previous to the Year 1766, many Charges mult have undoubtedly 
eſcaped my Obſervation, from not having the particular Service for which they were incurred ſpe- 
ciied by the Paymaſters in their Entries; and as the Commiſſaries of Boats who preceeded Mr. 
Cobham, have nor diſtinguiſhed thoſe employed by the Commander in Chief, it 1s impoſlible to 
aſcertain the Expence of that Article before the Month of February 1771; nor has the Contractor 
for Elephants, Camels, and Bullocks, throughout the whole Time for which the Account is com- 
piled, ever made a particular Charge for thoſe attendant upon the Commander in Chief, though it 
is well known that a large Complement was always allotted for his Service. : 

Ihe Honourable Board will obſerve, that in the Abſtracts Ne 1, 3, 4, and 6, though I have 
made Eſtimates of the Pay and Batra to Majors Adams, Carnac, and Munro, and to Brigadier Ge- 
neral Carnac (which does not appear to have been received by them ſeparately, but which I ſup-

poſe they have drawn in the Rolls of their reſpective Corps) yet I have not included the Amount 
thereof, being Current Rupees 52,768. 12. 8. in the General Abſtract.— The Sums of Current Ru- 
pecs $6.032. 12, 3. and Current Rupees 3, 46, 104. 10. 6. diſtinguiſhed in the Abſtract of General 
Smith's Expences by an Aſteriſm, beſides other Charges, contain many Arcicles preſented to different 
Princes as Nazirs: Whether they ought or ought not to be conſidered as foreign to this Account, 
the Honourable Board will judge. The Bill of Exchange for Current Rupees 1,00,000, drawn 

by Sir Robert Barker in favour of Soujah Dowla, was placed by the Military Paymaſter General 
to the Debit of the Commander in Chief in September 1771. he Books of that Year not being 
found, I am at a Loſs to know in what Manner it was balanced, and have therefore inſerted it 
without Particulars. | 

The. Board will take Notice, that from the 15th September 1765 to 27th January 1767, no 
Charge appears for the Commander in Chief; Lord Clive being Governor as well as Commander 
in Chief, moſt probably drew his Allowances from the Buxey. 

Before I conclude, it may be proper to obſerve, that previous to Brigadier General Stibbert's 
coming to the Command of the Army by the Death of General Clavering, he drew conſiderable 
Allowances as Commander in Chief in the Field, which might with Propriety be united to thoſe 
drawn by General Clavering during the ſame Time; however, as the Secretary's Letter only ſpe- 
cilies the Allowance of the Commander in Chief, not thoſe of the Commander in Chief in the 
Field, they are not inſerted in the accompanying Account. 

Other Articles might be added to this Abſtract, ſuch as the Sums charged in the Revenue Ac- 
counts for Bearers for them and the Staff, &c. &c. but as thoſe Charges are not mentioned in 
the Secretary's Letter, they are not included.

I have no Reference to General Clavering's Account, but by the Sum carried to his Debit in the 
General Abſtract, the Charge of Houſe Rent icems to be omitted. 

Mr. Francis—1 have not looked into the Particulars of theſe Accounts, nor do I think them at all 
material to the clearing-up of any Queſtion that may occur at preient reſpecting the Commander in 
Chief's Allowances. But as the Account drawn up by the Deputy Pay maſter amounts to more than 
double that of the Account delivered in by the Paymaſter General, I think the latter ſhould be called 
upon to defend and explain his Account. 

Mr. Barwell - I have not the leaſt Objection to Mr. Francis's Propoſition. The fulleſt Informa- 
tion that can be given on the Subject, will render it better underſtood by the Company, and place 
the Rights of the different Commanders in Chief in their juſt Point of View.

' Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 
was honoured with your Commands, tranſmitted me by your Secretary in a Letter I received from 
him, dated the 17th June, calling upon me to defend and explain the Account of the Allowances

have given to Sir Eyre Coote, againſt their poſitive Orders, and againſt Law. The Vizier has not in. 
vited Sir Eyre Coote into his Country, nor do I know of any Service which his Preſence there can 
produce to the Vizier, which alone could furniſh a Pretence for demanding any additional Subſidy 
from him. I am therefore againſt the Motion. 4 
Governor General—This is ſtrange Language, and what, though not unprecedented at this Board, 
I did not expect on the preſent Occaſion, and with ſo little Provocation. When a Member of this 
Board ſhall take upon him to reprobate a Motion, either from the Head of this Department, who iz 
compelled to propoſe what he thinks the Neceſſities of the Service require, and has not an Option to 
withhold it, or from any of the other Members of it, with Terms of Reproach and Obloquy, and to 
charge him with Extortion and Artifice, he ought at leaſt to be certain of the Facts on which he 
grounds ſuch ſevere Charges. The Ground aſſigned for thoſe in the preceding Minute, is, that © the 
« ſpecific Amount of the Vizier's Subſidy is fixed by the Treaty.” I will not deſcend to copy Mr, 
Francis's Language or Manners in my Reply to this Aſſertion; but I will deſire the Board to recol. 
le&, that the Subſidy, the ſpecific Amount of which is fixed by the Treaty, appertains only to the 
Brigade ſtationed in the Province of Owde, and that an additional Force has ſince been joined to this, 
for the Defence of the Nabob's other Dominions; the Whole of which has been, and continues to be, 
borne by the Nabob with his Agreement. I know not how to diſtinguiſh between that Portion of 
the Expence attending the Command of theſe Forces, and that of the regular Brigade, ſince they are 
now blended in One Command by the Regulations lately formed ; and as this whole Force is ſtationed 
there ſolely for the Service of the Nabob of Owde, the Expence ought, in my Opinion, to be 
ſolely his. e 
Mr. Francis — When the Weight of an Argument is feit, there is ſome Relief in cavilling about 
Terms. As to Language and Manners, I allow that the Governor General is perfect Maſter of both, 
whenever he is Maſter of himſelf. I leave the Style of the Two preceding Minutes to be compared and 
judged of by others. In Reply to the laſt, I ſhall only ſay, that I think my Objection is not an- 
ſwered. The Subſidy for the Brigade in the Field is fixed by Treaty; that, I preſume, we are agreed, 
cannot be increaſed at our Diſcretion ; but if we can increaſe the Vizier's Expence on Account of the 
other Troops commanded by Britiſh Officers in his Service, according to our Judgment, I imagine it 
amounts to the ſame Thing. We create new Eſtabliſhments, of which he is not apprized ; we ſend 
Officers into his Country whom he has not invited thither ; and we tell him, that all this is done for 
his Service, and that he muſt pay for it.

Mr. Barwell—I am for the Queſtion, I have impartially conſidered the Arguments for and 
againſt it, and I am convinced that it will both have the Approbation of the Company, and be vindi- 
cated by the obvious Neceſſity that requires the Preſence of the Commander in Chief in the Vizier's 
Dominions. Some Regulations and Orders that the Board have iſſued, have indeed, in their Opera- 
tion, checked a few material Defects in the Firſt Plan ſuggeſted, for giving the Nabob's Troops to 
Britiſh Officers uncontrouled in their Charges. Theſe Orders have reduced them to our preſent 
Eſtabliſhment, have totally annihilated thoſe Contracts for Horſes, for Bullocks, and the Liberty of 
charging Batta upon the Receipts of Money and our Tuncaws, as licenſed by the Miniſter of our 
Government, at that Period. The great Relaxation which has been, proceeded from that Irregularity 
and Want of Command which the Firſt Syſtem could not fail to produce, can never be effectually 
remedied by any Superintendance and Controul, at the Diſtance of goo Miles; but I flatter myſelf 
that a local and ſpirited Diſcharge of that Duty which the Commander in Chief ſeems determined to 
execute, will effect the ſalutary Reform ſo much needed.

I cou 
therefore wiſh the Claim made upon me by the Court of Directors, in their Letter of the 4th Marci 
1778, brought as ſpeedily to Iſſue as the Forms of a Court of Juſtice will admit; and in cone 
quence move, That it be immediately ſubmitted to the Company's Lawyers, and that they be pro- 
perly inſtructed to proſecute upon it.

Mr. Francis—The fame Motive which appears to have had Weight with Mr. Barwell, has 3 
reſtrained me from moving to carry the Company's Orders into Execution; I mean the * 
of the Company's Advocate General, whoſe Advice and A ſſiſtance we are expreſsly referted to. ry 
have no Objection to the Motion; hoping ſtill that Sir John Day will arrive Time enough to ta 
Charge of the Proceedings.

I do not ima- 
gine he thinks there is any urgent Neceſſity to induce him to inſiſt upon it. 

Governor General—l agree to Mr. Barwell's Motion. That introduced by Mr. Francis, I con- 
ſider as a new Queſtion, totally foreign from the original one; and I object to it for the tollowing 
Reaſons: The Profecation cannot be conducted, either ſo ably or effectually, under the preſent 
Conſtitution of our Law Department, as by the Advocate General appointed by the Company; 
Should any material Defe& or 'Omiſſion be found in the Firſt Proceſs, I much fear, from the Pre- 
judices with which the Acts of Part of this Adminiſtration have been examined at Home, that 
they will be imputed to Deſign. Beſides, I cannot agree to involve Mr. Barwell's Proſecution with 
that of others, and to make him the oſtenſible Inſtrument of them, by ordering them, in conſequence 
of a Fropolal made by him. Many Suits commenced at the ſame Time, under our preſent Want of 
Knowledge in legal Forms, would only ſerve to embarraſs, and give Occaſion for the Defects of 
which I have expreſſed an Apprehenſion. I do not think that it is fo likely to prove the ' Caſe if 
the Suit againſt Mr. Barwell be fingly undertaken; and before much Progreſs can have been made 
in it, it is very likely that the Board will be furniſhed with the Relief and Aids expected from Sit 
John Day's Arrival. His Paſſage has not yet been unuſually long for the Seaſon of the Year in which 
he embarked, Whenever he arrives, I will promile to be the firſt, if I am permitted, to renew the 
Motion now made by Mr, Francis.

The Commander in Chief has repeatedly declared, That the Detachment now at Ghode, under 
the Command of Captain Popham, is unequal to the Services in which it has been employed, and 
of courſe much more unequal to that in which the Rana is deſirous of engaging itz ſuch has alſo 
been the declared Opinion of the Board. It is in its preſent Form, as it has already been ob- 
ſerved, irreconcilable with the Treaty concluded with the Rana of Ghode; which apportions the 
Rate of the Subſidy which he is to pay for ſuch Military Aid as is afforded him by this Govern- 
ment to Battalions of Sepoys on their preſent Eſtabliſhment, 

It will be recollected, that Captain Popham's Detachment was formed for a very different Ser- 
vice from that in which it is now employed, conſiſting of 2,000 Drafts, 40 European Artillery, a 
imall Party of Horſe, with Four light 6 Pounders, and a Howitzer. This Force was extremely 
well calculated for the Service originally intended to have been performed by it, and as ill calcu- 
lated for the preſent. Inſtead of Four regular Battalions of 800 Rank and File, each with 8 Guns, 
the Rana has been furniſhed with 4 weak Corps of 600 Men each, 4 Guns, and a Howitzer, and a 
Body of Horſe, which he neither wanted nor applied for, and which he will probably object to ad- 
mit into the Account * his Subſidy, 

On a Requilition from the Four Captains who commanded the Drafts in Ghode, to be permitted 
to encreaſe their preſent Corps to Battalions, the General obſerves to us, that thoſe Sepoy Drafts 
* are ſupernumerary to the Eſtabliſhment ; and preſumes Government has no Idea of augmenting 


their Number by completing them to the Strength of Four regular Battalions.” From thoſe

With reſpe&t to Major Camac, I ſhall briefly obſerye, that I have recommended him for the 
Command of the Detachment which is to be employed in Ghode, becauſe he belongs to the Brigade 
which is to furniſh the principal Force of which it is to conſiſt ; becauſe I know him to be pecu- 
liarly qualified for a Service of this Nature, to which ſuch Requiſites are eſſential, and becauſe I be. 
lieve the other Members of the Board entertain a ſimilar Opinion of him. ;

Fourth. That the Battalion of Light Infantry commanded by Captain James Brown, be ordered

And we deſire that you will be pleaſed to give the neceſſary Inſtructions for carrying theſe our 
Reſolutions into immediate Effect ; but as a conſiderable Time would be loſt, were the Orders to 
Major Camac and to Captain Brown commanding the Battalion of Light Infantry, to paſs through 
you, we have directed our Seciętary to communicate them immediately to thoſe Officers.

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Extract of Minute of the Governor General, entered in Conſultation of 12th June 1780. 


Governor General — The Members of the Board have been furniſhed with Copies of the Letters 
which have been written by Moodajee Booſla and his Dewan, to Beneram Pundit, their Vackeel or 
Miniſter at this Government; containing, in a very long Detail, the Motives and Views of the Go- 
vernment of Berar. Theſe I think improper to be entered on our Records, but I recommend them 
to the Attention of the Board, in their Conſideration of the Conduct which we are to obſerve to- 
wards that Government, 

From the Declarations made in theſe Letters, and from other Advices, it appears, that, urged by 
the Demands of the Adminiſtration at Poona, and the Menaces of the Nabob Nizam ul Mullock, 
the Rajah hath levied a conſiderable Force, ſaid to conſiſt of 50,000 Horſe, oſtenſibly deſtined to 
co-operate with the Peiſhwa, by invading Bengal and the Dominions of our Ally the Nabob of 
Oude. That One Diviſion of 30,000 Horſe, commanded by Chimnajee Booſla, the Rajah's fecond 
Son, has been accordingly diſpatched to our Frontier by the Road of Cuttack, and has been ſome 
Time ſince arrived in the Neighbourhood of that City, where it is propoſed that it ſhall canton during 
the Rainy Seaſon. 

The Rajah and his Dewan both profeſs the moſt Ready Attachment to the Company, and a Reſo- 
lution to preſerve the Peace and good Underſtanding which have ſubſiſted between that Government 
and the Engliſh, fince the Period in which the latter firſt obtained a Share in the Political Concerns 
of theſe Province. | 

Theſe Profeſſions have been repeated in all their Letters, and ſanctified by the moſt ſolemn At- 
teſtations. However ſuſpicious ſuch voluntary Proteſtations may generally appear, there can be 
no valid Reaſon for refuling a certain Degree of Credit to them on the preſent Occaſion, as they are 
perfectly conſiſtent with what we know to be the Intereſt of the Booſla Family, and with the Conduct 
which it has invariably-obſerved towards the Government of Bengal, from the Acceſſion of Jannoojee 
to the preſent Time, Its natural Enemies are the Chiefs whoſe Dominions border immediately upon 
the Diſtricts of Berar, and lie in many Places intermixed with them; that is to ſay, the Peſhwa, 
Nizam Ally Cawn, and Mahadajee Scindia, The Company cannot be regarded in the fame Light, 
becauſe the Line of Country which joins their Poſſeſſions to Berar, is ſo wild and uncultivated, that 
no Cauſe-of Competition can ariſe reſpecting it; and the Territories of each in thoſe Parts, yield 
little Advantage to the Proprietors, The Claim of the Berar Government to the Chout of theſe 
Provinces is fo antiquated, that though it might be revived as a Pretext, it could never operate as 
an Inducement to invade them, on any other Principles than thoſe which are the Grounds of original 
Conqueſts; nor could ſuch an Enterprize be formed without great and certain Hazards, a Length 
of Hoſtilities, and a proportionate Expence, to which the Reſources of Berar are inadequate, and 
the Expoſure of its own internal Poſſeſſions to the Ambition and Rapacity of its Neighbours. 

The Habits of a long Intercourſe of Friendſhip, and the Benefits which are mutually and equally 
derived by both Governments, from a Continuance of the ſame Degree of Union, may likewiſe be 
aſſumed as Arguments of the favourable Diſpoſition of that Government towards this, even under 
the preſent Appearances; yet the contrary, notwithſtanding the ſtrong Grounds which appear for 
this Concluſion, may be the Caſe; and even with the beſt Intentions, the Steps through which the 
Berar Government, in the Accommodation of an oſtenſible Plan to its own ſecret Wiſhes, may be 
inſenſibly led, may terminate in Hoſtilities againſt us. ä 
From the Whole of this Review, it appears to be the proper Policy of this Government, to con- 
ider and treat that of Berar in the Character which it profeſſes, but to guard againſt the Poſſibility 
of its becoming hoſtile to us. | | 

This Policy, at the ſame Time fortunately coincides with the preſent Views of that Government, 
and may be made to promote them. The Rajah and his Miniſter have, from the Beginning, expreſſed 
the ſtrongeſt Defire to become the Mediators of Peace between us and the Marattas ; and this Deſire 
is more ſtrenuouſly urged in their laſt than in any of their former Letters; which may be accounted 
for on good Grounds; for it is certainly their Intereſt to be the Inſtruments of bringing the War to 
a Termination, by Means which muſt enhance their Conſequence, and relieve them from certain 
Difficulties and Expence, The Rajah informs us, that he has written to the Paiſhwa, and offered 
his Interceſſion to accommodate Matters with us, confiding in the Aſſurances given him by this 
Government of its Willingneſs to agree to Peace through his Mediation, and to his Guarantee for 
the Maintenance of it ; and has propoſed that his Dewan ſhall come to Balaſore or Benares, with 
Credentials and full Powers from the Paiſhwa, to negociate and conclude a Treaty of Peace. Let 
us avail ourſelves of this favourable Diſpoſicion; let his Mediation be accepted, and his Dewan in- 
vited to come for that Purpoſe to Calcutta. 1 am firmly of Opinion, that Peace can only be accom- 
pliſhed by this, or ſome other Mode that ſhall put the Negociations for it within the Reach and im- 
mediate Controul of this Government: The Seat of War is not the Soil adapted by Nature for the 
Growth of Peace, Yet while every Means are employed to promote this End, we mult not ſlacken 
in thoſe which may give us an Advantage in the War, if our Hopes of a ſpeedy Termination of 
it ſhould be fruſtrated, On the contrary, this Scaſon, and theſe Hopes, require a redoubled Exer- 
tion on our Part in the Prolecution of the War, as a neceſſary Concurrence with the Meaſures which 
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we may take for the Concluſion of it. For this Reaſon I recommend, that the Order lately paſſed 
for the Reduction of Captain Popham's Detachment, be ſuſpended ; that the Sepoys of the Detach. 
ment be immediately formed into Three regular Battalions, and added to the Detachment allotted to 
Major Camac. Let it be given in Inſtructions to Major Camac, if he ſhall find it practicable, to 
march his Detachment, in Conjunction with the Forces which the Rana by his Treaty will be 
obliged in ſuch a Caſe to furniſh, directly ro Ugein, the Capital of the Territory dependant on Mag. 
gee Scindia, This cannot fail to divert him from the War in Guzerat, and by bringing it home to 
his own Intereſts, which have hitherto been wholly exempt from it, induce him to be an equal Solicitor 
for Peace, to which at this Time he appears to be the only Impediment. In effect, all Advices confirm 
the Information contained in the Berar Letters, of the Oppoſition of Scindia's Wiſhes to thoſe of the 
Miniſter in this particular Inſtance. The only Obſtacle to this Deſign, is the Force which the Maratta 
Government actually poſſeſſes in Calpee and Bundelcund. A diſcretionary Power ſhould be given to 
Major Camac, to remove this by any Means, either by Negociation or Force, which he ſhall judge neceſ- 
ſary, and which ſhall not be likely to detain him from his main Object. From all the Intelligence which 
has been lately received from that Quarter, this appears to be no difficult Work, as the Maratta 
Power in that Country is not in itſelf very conſiderable, and thoſe who poſſeſs it are diſaffected to the 
Government on which they depend. The Purpoſe of undertaking this Expedition, and its Mo- 
tives, may be communicated to Moodajee Booſla. He cannot diſapprove it, nor is it likely to 
give ſuch Offence to the Miniſter of Poona, whole Jealouſy of Mhadajee Scindia is well known, 
as to excite in his Mind any new Objection to a Pacification, 

By the propoſed Plan of Operations, the Subſidy which we have hitherto received from the Rana 
of Ghode will ceaſe; all that we can require of him will be, to join our Forces with the Quota of 
his Troops ſtipulated by the Treaty.

This View of our Situation undoubtedly leads to other important Conctufions. That to which 
we mean to confine it at preſent, is, that we are in no Condition to undertake new Expences ; nor, 
if our Treaſury were better ſupplied than it is, ſhould we think it prudent to expoſe ourſelves to the 
Demands of another Expedition, in the Plan of which we ſee no eſſential Difference from that which 
ſtill exiſts under General Goddard. | 

sth. Becauſe, admitting that all the preceding Objections on the Head of Expence could be 
anſwered or removed, we are not ſatisfied that the Plan itſelf would either end where it profeſſes to 
be directed, or that this is the Seaſon in which it ought to be attempted on its own avowed Princi- 
ples. The declared Purpoſe of the Expedition is, to invade Madajee Scindia's Country, and to 
attack his Capital, Ugein, in order to divert him from the War in Guzerat, to the Defence of his 
own Territories, We underſtand and admit the Force of this Argument, though in our Judgment 
overbalanced by other Confiderations ; independant of which, we ſhould only object to the Time 
choſen for the Expedition, and to the unneceſſary Charge of keeping up Captain Popham's Detach- 
ment. If it be meant to withdraw Madajee Scindia from the War in Guzerat, and to diſtract his 
Force and Attention from that Country to his own, it ſeems to us that the Attempt ſhould be made 
as ſoon as poſſible after October, when General Goddard might be at Liberty to co-operate with it, 
and to favour its Succeſs by a ſimilar Diverſion on his Side ;—not in the Midſt of the Rains, when 
General Goddard's Army is in Cantonments, and unable to take the Field. The manifeſt Advantage 
of having the Two Armies acting in concert, and dividing the Attention of the Enemy between 
them, would be loſt, if they were not both in the Field at the ſame Time. But this, and every other 
Objection to the Meaſure, is in fact removed by the Inſtruftions which immediately follow it, and 
which in our Opinion are wholly inconſiſtent with the firſt propoſed Object. Major Camac is to be 
truſted with a diſcretionary Power to remove the Force which the Maratta Government poſſeſſes in 
Calpee or Bundlecund (and which is ſaid to be the only Obſtacle to the main Defign) by any Means, 
either by Negociation or Force, If it be true, as we are ſure it is, “that the Maratta Power in that 
« Country is not very conſiderable, and that they who poſſeſs it are diſaffected to the Government on 
* which they depend,” ſuch a Power can form no Obſtacle to the Execution of the main Deſign; nor 
can we ever admit of the Validity of ſuch a Pretence for invading Bundlecund, which we conclude 
would be the fitſt, if not the only Effect of the Expedition. At all Events, the Latitude given to 
Major Camac leaves him at Liberty to purſue whatever Plan he thinks proper. But if, inſtead 
of proceeding towards Madajee Scindia, the March of this Detachment ſhould once be directed, by 
the oppoſite Route, to the Capital of Bundlecund, he will naturally conclude that the Poſſeſſion of

Having appointed you to the Command of a Detachment ordered to be formed of Four Batta- 
lions of Sepoys, Three of which are to be furniſhed from the Army ſtationed at Cawnpoor, and 
the Fourth, the Battalion of Light Infantry commanded by Captain James Brown, we direct you 
to proceed to Cawnpoor, or to the Station of that Detachment wherever it may be, and to conduct 
it without Loſs of Time into the Dominions of the Ranna of Ghohid, there to relieve the Corps 
now under the Command of Captain Popham in that — — 


The Ranna of Ghohid having, in virtue of a Treaty lately concluded between him and this Go- 


of his. Country againſt the Marattas, who had invaded it, Captain Popham was appointed to this 
Service; and to this you now ſucceed, We therefore direct, that you comply with ſuch Requiſt- 
tions as ſhall be made to you by the Ranna for this, and for ſuch other Conditions as he is entitled 
to demand by the Treaty, and ſhall be practicable with the Force under your Command. 

Whenever the Ranna ſhall have no further Service for the Detachment, and ſhall diſmiſs it in the

But as the firſt Deſign of this Government in the Alliance lately formed with the Ranna of 
Ghohid, was to diſtreſs the Maratta State, by a Diminution of their Power, Revenue, and In- 
fluence, and, by uniting with other Powers in Enmity with them, to divert and weaken their Ope- 
rations; and as the Maratta Dominions which lie contiguous to Ghohid, appertain to Mahajee 
Sindea and Tuccooje Hoolkar, the Two principal Rulers of that State, and the Leaders of the 
Army employed to oppoſe General Goddard, we authorize and inſtruct you, in caſe you ſhall judge 
it practicable and expedient, to carry the War immediately into that Quarter, gar ing from the

If any Caſe ſhall occur, for which we have not provided by theſe Inſtructions, and which ſhall 


not be contrary to them, we empower you to act therein according to your own Judgment; in all 
others, theſe Inſtructions are poſitive, and muſt be implicitly obeyed.

The Firſt, Second, and Third Paragraphs of the propoſed Inſtructions to Major Camac, being 
conformable to the Treaty concluded with the Rana of Ghode, we acquieſce therein. But we think 
it ſhould be added, that, before our Troops depart from the Rana's Country, the full Amount of 
the Subſidy due for their Pay, ſhould be demanded and received. But we cannot con:ent to veſt 
Major Camac with the Powers mentioned in the th Paragraph; viz. «+ To carry the War imme: 
« diately into the Dominions of Tuccajee and Scindia, if he ſhall judge it practicable and expe. 
% dient; and to accept of ſuch other Aid from the Rana of Ghode, as he ſhall judge equivalent to 
« the Body of Ten thouſand Horſe, which the Rana is obliged by Treaty to furniſn.“ The Lati- 
tude given in the Firſt Article, leaves it in Effet to Major Camac to carry the Company's Arms 
wherever he thinks proper. The Second impowers him to annul the moſt important and apparently 
the moſt uſeful Article of the Treaty. In both Inſtances the Government relinquiſhes its Controul 

over a Meaſure, which may lead us much farther than we are aware of, and be attended with the 
moſt ſerious Conſequences, We have already obſerved, that an Attempt to invade Scindia's Coun. 
try, if adviſable, ſhould be made at a Time when General Goddard can co-operate with it, and 
ſupport it. This cannot be done till towards the Concluſion of the Rains; conſequently there is 
Time ſufficient to concert a Plan of Operations with the Rana of Ghode, and to aſcertain what 
Aſſiſtance may be depended on from him, The Board will then have proper Materials before them- 
ſelves, to judge how far it may be ſafe or expedient to embark in the Meaſure, ſuppoſing that a 
Peace, which is our firſt Object, ſhould not be effected in the Interim. For theſe Reaſons we can- 
not aſſent to the Propoſitions contained in the 4th Paragraph,

Our Secretary has already notified to you, your Appointment to the Command of a Detachment 
ordered on Service with the Rana of Ghode. This Detachment is to be formed of Three Battalions 
of Sepoys from the 2d Brigade, ſtationed at Cawnpore, the Battalion of light Infantry commanded 
by Captain Brown, and a Party of Artillery, to conliſt of Half a Company of Europeans and Half 
a Battalion of Laſcars. 

In Addition to the Guns attached to the above Battalions by the Regulations of the Army, we have 
ordered that your Detachment ſhould be ſupplied with Two 12 Pounders, a Howitzer, TWO Cohorns, 
and a proper Quantity of Ammunition and Stores. 

We direct that you immediately proceed to Cawnpore, or to the Station of your Detachment where- 
ever it may be, and forthwith conduct it into the Dominions of the Rana of Ghode, there to relieve 
the Corps now under the Command of Captain Popham in that Quarter. : 

The Rana of Ghohud having, in virtue of a Treaty lately concluded between him and this Go. 
vernment, required the Aid of a Military Force on our Part for the Defence of his Country againſt 
the Marattas, who had invaded it, Captain Popham was appointed to this Service and to this you 
now ſucceed. We therefore direct, that you comply with ſuch Requiſitions as ſhall be made to you 
by the Rana for this, and for ſuch other Conditions as he is entitled to demand by the Treaty, 2 
you ſhall deem practicable with the Force under your Command. 

Whenever the Rana ſhall notify to you that he has no further Service for the Detachment under 
your Command, and ſhall diſmiſs it in the Manner preſcribed by Treaty, and no Occaſion ſhall preſent 
itſelf for the Employment of it, in promoting the general Succeſs of the War in which we are engage! 
with the Maratta State, you are to ſignify to him in Writing, your Intention to depart from his 
Country, demanding the full Amount of the Subſidy that may be due; which baving received, you will 
immediately return with your Detachment into the Territories of the Nabob of Oude, and there wall 

for further Orders; but in caſe of 4 Refuſal on his Part to diſcharge the Subſidy agreeable to the Terms 
f the Treaty, we defire that you will immediately ſignify the ſame to us, and not depart until you receive 
our Anſwer. | If 
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If before your march into Ghohud you ſhall receive any Information from the Rana, that he ſhall 
hot require the Aſſiſtance of your Detachment, you will in like Manner ſuſpend your March, and wait 
our further Inſtructions, | |

Governor General Two Minutes have been lately delivered by Meſſrs. Francis and Wheler, bear- 
ing their joint Signatures, in anſwer to Propoſitions made by me to the Board. os 

It is not my Intention to follow theſe Minutes through every Aſſertion of Facts, and every De- 
duction of Argument. I ſhall only reply to ſuch Points as have a Relation to my preſent Purpoſe, 
which is, {till to inſiſt on the Neceſſity of carrying on the War into the Diſtricts appertaining to Mah- 
dagee Sindia; and to this I-entreat the Board to give me their Attention. | 

Except the Article of Expence, I can ſcarcely collect the Objections which are made to it. 

It never was my Intention to employ Major Camac in an Invaſion of Boondelcund, nor ſuffer, if it 
were attempted on the Grounds of his Inſtructions, ſuch a Waſte of the Time required for the ſirſt 
and eſſential Object of his Operations. | | 

The Ends propoſed by this Expedition are Two immediate: Firſt, to divide the Maratta Strength, 
and divert it from General Goddard ; Second, to make the principal Agent of the War the principal 
Sufferer by it; and One ultimately, Peace. To this it is objected, that “the manifeſt Advantage of 
« having Two Armies acting in concert, and diyiding the Attention of the Enemy between — 
« would be loſt, if they were not both in the Field at the ſame Time.” This is by no Means a fair 
Concluſion ; becauſe it ſuppoſes the Enemy to keep the Field, and our principal Army to be inactive. 
The Reverſe is the moſt probable, and my Purpoſe will be equally anſwered, whether both remain in 
Quarters, and Major Camac be ſuffered to proſecute the Plan aſſigned him without Oppoſition ; or 
whether the whole Force of the Enemy be directed againſt him, and General Goddard left at Liberty 
to act in the Proſecution of his. The Rainy Seaſon is no Impediment to our Troops, but a great 
one to the Maratta, which conſiſt only of Cavalry; and if the Meaſure which I have propoſed be 
even now agreed to, I ſhould hope to bound it with that Seaſon, or to effect every material Purpoſe 


of it within the Rains. | 


The Deſign of the propoſed Inſtructions to Major Camac has been miſunderſtood, and the intended 
Senſe of it inverted. It is not meant * ro give Major Camac a Latitude to carry the Company's 
« Arms wherever he thinks proper ;,”” but to order him to carry the Company's Arms to a preſcribed 
Scene of Action unleſs he thinks it improper. 

The Objection made to the Expence is a material one; but a vigorous Exertion cannot be made 
without Expence; nor can the War be either concluded honourably, or proſecuted ſucceſsfully, wich- 
out ſuch an Exertion, Feeble Meaſures, and Advances for Peace, will but add to the Strength and 
Preſumption of our Adverfaries, diſcourage our Friends, and perhaps induce them to become Parties 
againſt us. The Reſources of this Government, exhauſted as they are, and withheld from it by its 
internal Imbecillity, are yet equal to every probable Contingency of the preſent War, if it is con- 
ducted on a confiſtent Plan, and that not varied by deſultory Votes of Council on every Mealure re- 
quired for its Proſecution, ; 

I muſt here take Notice, that the Expence of Captain Popham's Detachment has been greatly 
over- rated. It is aſſerted, that the Expence of a Derachment of only 2,000 Drafts, under Captain 


Popham, has been ſwelled to more than 91,000 Rupees per Month; and in another Place this Sum 


is {tated as a fixed Amount. 


The Truth is, that the Expence of this Detachment has exceeded its due Bounds; yet 
not in the Degree imputed to it, which would be indeed enormous : The Detachment, be- 


lides the Two thouſand Drafts (they are in Fact 2,400) conſiſts of Artillery and Cavalry. 
The Monthly Expence of the Whole was on a Medium about 82,0co Rupees; of this Sum the 
Cavalry alone produce — += — 12,811 and the 
Artillery — — = $8,200 


making both together 21,111; and this Sum deduced from the 

Total, leaves 61,000 Rupees for the Drafts, including the Staff and Contingencies of Four Battalions 
Into which they were formed, though the Number was equal only to Three, 

The Part which this Government has hitherto borne in the War is mine, and has been made ex- 

eluſively mine; the other Members having repeatedly diſclaimed their Share in the Reſponſibility

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attending it. It is hard, that while they load me with the Weight of ſuch a Charge, they ſhould 
bind my Hands, and deny me the Means of ſupporting it. 

If Mr, Francis (I am compelled to ſpeak thus plainly thinks that he can better and more effectu 
ally conduct the War to the Termination, which we both profeſs to aim at, and that he can in Ho. 
nour deprive me of the Right which I claim, to dictate the Means of accompliſhing it, let him 
avowedly take the Lead; but if I am to be charged with the Conſequences of it, or if the Right 
which I claim be juſtly mine, let him allow me to poſſeſs and exerciſe it. It is impoſſible to combine 

the Principles of Enterprize and Inaction in the ſame general Meaſure, and as impoſſible for his 
Sentiments and mine to be brought into Agreement on the Subject of the Maratta War. I have 
in vain laboured to accommodate them, by a ſtudied Attention to his Opinions, in every Meaſure 
which I have ventured to propoſe in the Courſe of the laſt Fifteen Months, and have reſtrained my. 
ſelf from urging others, which, however proper and neceſſary for the Occaſion, excluſively conſidere/ 
were inconſiſtent with the actual State and Temper of this Government. b 
I now revert to my Propoſition, and requeſt the Board to reconſider their Objections to the Ia. 
ſtructions which I have propoſed to be given to Major Camac: I have not the Preſumption to expect 
that they will be influenced by any Reaſonings which I have uſed, having had too much Experience 
of the Inſufficiency of official Argument to overcome a decided, and much leſs a confederate Op. 

ſition : But, as the Expence which will attend the Meaſure which I have recommended, is the 
only formal Objection made to it, I hope 1 may be allowed to remove it, by offering to exonerate 
the Company from it, and to take it upon myſelf. That this Propoſition may not be miſunderſtood 
and that I may not bind myſelf by Engagements which may exceed my Power to fulfil them, J will 
explain myſelf , | | 

The regular Pay and Batta of the Troops which are to form Major Camac's Detachment, conſti. 
tute no Part of the Expence of it, ſince theſe would be the ſame in their Amount, although the 
Battalions remained in their original Quarters ; neither ought the Suſpenſion of the Subſidy to be 
charged to the Expedition, ſince it is probable, and I regard it as certain, that the Rana having 
no further Call for our Aid within his Country for the ſole Defence of it, will be glad to be relieve, 
from the Expence attending it, and becauſe it is propoſed in the laſt of the Minutes of Meſſrs. Francis 
and Wheler to withdraw it : The Contingencies of the Detachment are therefore the only Expence 
that can be reaſonably charged to the Expedition, Theſe I rate far below Two Lacks of Rupees, 
that Sum I offer to contribute to this Diſburſement : I have already depoſited ir, within a ſmall 
Amount, in the Hands of the Sub-treafurer, and I beg that the Board will permit it to be accepted 


for that Service.

Minute from Mr. Francis and Mr. Wheler, entered in Conſultation 25th June 1780. 


After an attentive Conſideration of the Governor General's Minute, delivered in to the Board Yeſter- 
day, we adhere to the Reaſons which have induced us to withhold our Conſent to the propoſed Ex- 
pedition into Malva. To this, for the preſent, we ſhall only add the following ſnort Remarks, in 
Reply to ſome Aſſertions in the Governor General's Minute, which appear to us to be gratuitous. 

1. The actual Expence of Captain Popham's Detachment for the Months of November, De- 
cember, and January laſt, is ſtated by the Commiſſary General at Cur. R' 2, 73,996 (vide his Let- 
ter recorded on the iſt of May; ) and we have no Reaſon to think that the Expence has decreaſed 
fince the Detachment has been on Service. 

2. We know not to what Paſſage in either of our Minutes the Governor General alludes, 
when he ſays, That it is propoſed in the laſt of the Minutes of Meſlrs. Francis and Wheler to 
« withdraw the Aid granted to the Rana of Gohid.” Notwithſtanding our original Diſapprobation of 
the Treaty, and though none of the good Effects which were promiſed from it, appear to us to have 
been accompliſhed, we have not propoſed to depart from the Conditions by which this Government 
has been bound to the Rana: All we inſiſt on is, that the Subſidy ſhould be paid. The Governor 
General has not informed us, whether any Part of it has been diſcharged. 

. Ir is ſaid that the Rainy Seaſon is no Impediment to our Troops, though a great one to the 
Marattas. The ſame Opinion was inſiſted on at the Time when Colonel Leflie marched, and when 
the Governor's Confidence in him was not inferior to that which he now repoſes in Major Camac, and 
which we do not mean to ſay is ill-founded : But Colonel Leſlie's Letters contain repeated Declara- 
tions of the Impoſſibility of marching amidſt the Torrents of Rain with which the Country was de- 
Juged : On this Point our Conviction remains unaltered, They who have not ſeen the Rains of 
India, can have no Idea of their Violence, nor how entirely the whole Surface of the Country 1s 
changed by them. In a few Days we mean to record our Sentiments more at large on the Remainder of 
the Governor's Minute, and on the general Situation of this Government. We could have wiſhed, 
indeed, that the Governor's Plan had been more compleatly before us than it is, that we might have 
been able to compare the Whole of the Object with the Whole of the Means. Peace, he declares, 


1s 
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is his ultimate Object; but he has not given us even a general Idea of the Terms on which he would 
make it: He has not intimated to us what would be the final Extent of his Demands on the Ma- 
rattas, or what Conceſſions he would make to them. Before this Point is fixed, we have no ſolid 
Baſis eicher for Action or Deliberation : The Firſt may be indefinite and unconnected, as it hitherto 
has been; the Second mult be guided from Day to Day by Events. In this Uncertainty we cannot 
preſume to decide, whether his Object be or be not attainable ; but we promiſe to enter into the Con- 
ſideration of it with the utmoſt Candour, and with all the Attention which ſuch a Subject deſerves, 
when it is laid before us.

Minute from Mr. Francis and Mr. Wheler, entered in Conſultation of 29th June 1780. 


In our Minute of the 27th we meant only to give an immediate Anſwer to the Propoſitions before 
us: We ſhall now enter more particularly into the Reaſonings and Aſſertions with which it was in- 
troduced. The Terms and Tendency of the Governor General's Minute make this Taſk, however 
painful it may be, eſjentially neceſſary for the Information of thoſe who ate to judge of our Conduct, 
and of courſe to our own Reputation and Safety. 

The Governor General ſays, that ** except the Article of Expence, he can ſcarcely collect the 
« Obje&ions made to the Meaſure; and again, that the Expence is the only formal Objection 
« made to it:“ Yet ſome Pains are taken to anſwer another, which attacks the Meaſure on its own 
Principles, and which undoubtedly muſt have been felt by the Governor General, or he would not 
have attempted to remove it, by ſuppoſing a Fact ſo material to the Queſtion, as that our principal 
Army is not in Cantonments and inactive, and that it muſt not continue fo till the End of the Rains. 
The Truth is, that General Goddard's Army, or the major Part of it, is actually in Cantonments at 
Surat, and we hear that he himſelf is at Bombay. Laſt Year he did not take the Field until De- 
cember : Perhaps he might now move a Month ſooner; but we are ſatisfied, as well by his own 
Letters as by every Information we have been able to obtain, that it is impoſſible for him to act 
before November. That the Rains would be no Impediment to our Infantry, incumbered with 
Baggage, Tents, Stores, Ammunition, and a Train of Artillery, but that it would be a great one 
to a Body of Maratta Cavalry, ſeems to us a moſt extraordinary Propoſition : Hitherto it has been 
contradicted by Experience, and we find no Arguments advanced to ſupport it. If one of the Objects 
of the Expedition be to divide the Maratta Strength, and to divert it from General Goddard's Army, 
it is eſſential to that Object, that General Goddard's Army ſhould be at the fame Time in the Field, 
_ Otherwiſe the Maratta Force is not divided, nor can there be a Diverſion on one Side, unleſs ſome 
Operations exiſt on the other, in Favour of which the Diverſion is to be made. But we ſay that 
General Goddard's Army is in Cantonments, and mult remain inactive till November; conſequently 
the undivided Force and Strength of the Marattas, if they think it neceſſary, may be turned entirely 
to Major Camac. | | 

The Second Object is ſaid to be, to make Madajee Scindia, “ the principal Agent of the War, the 
« principal Sufferer by it.” Hitherto we have been told, that Nana Furneſe was the Chief moſt at- 
tached to the French Intereſt, and moſt hoſtile to ours, and that Scindia was diſpoſed to cultivate our 
Friendſhip ; and it muſt be confeſſed he gave us a Proof of it, which ought not to be forgotten, 
when he ſuffered the Bombay Army to retire from Wargaum. Admitting nevertheleſs that we ought 
now to conſider Scindia as our principal Opponent, it does not follow that this Expedition, in the 
Way it is planned, will be the Cauſe of much Diſtreſs to him, if any: In our Opinion, we are 
much more likely to ſuffer by it than he is. If every material Purpoſe of it is to be effected within the 
Rains, what can they be, bur to make a haſty Incurfion into his Country, to plunder it, and to leave 
it? If General Goddard were in Motion at the ſame Time, we ſee a Poſſibility, in Speculation at 
leaſt, that Scindia might be diſtracted between them, and prevented from turning his whole Force, 
or the principal Part of it, to the Defence of his Dominions: As this is not the Cafe, Major Camac 
muſt act without the Support of a Diverſion on the other Side, againſt whatever Force Scindia ma 
think fit to bring againſt him. They who are unacquainted with the Geography of India, can 
know nothing even of the Diſtance from our Frontier to Eugene, the Capital of Malva, much leſs 
of the Difficulties that are likely to attend ſuch a March; the Diſtance, however, is evidently ſo 
great, that in caſe of a Check, we ſee no Likelihood of ſecuring a Retreat: But if, whether with or 
without an immediate Repulſe, the Retreat of the Detachment ſhould be cut off, we know what the 
Conſequences muſt be; another Body of Troops will be called for, and the Neceſſity of ſending 
them inſiſted on to ſupport the Firſt Meaſure, or to diſengage us from the Effects of it. No Man 
can ſay to what Diſtreſs and Difficulties a Series of ſuch Steps may finally lead us: It may happen, 
that while we are ſtripping Bengal of the Force which ought to be reſerved for its Deferice, while 
we are ſending our beſt Troops and our beſt Officers on theſe diſtant Expeditions, theſe Provinces 


may | 
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may be invaded from different Quarters, and our Eſtabliſhment hazarded, where it ought to be our 
principal Care to render it ſecure, In our Opinion, nothing effential to the Intereſts of the Company 
and of the Nation in India can be Joſt as long as Bengal is ſafe; but if this Country ſhould! once be 
in Danger, or if by the Loſs or Waſte of its Reſources it ſhould no longer be able to ſupport itſelf, 
and to return a regular Tribute to Great Britain, no Conquelts or Acquiſitions in any other Part of 
India will ever compenſate in the ſmalleſt Degree for the Diſtreſs to which Bengal may be reduced. 
and for the Conſequences that muſt attend it at Home. The Suppoſition of ſuch a Caſe will hot 
appear wild or unwarrantable to thoſe who have a perfect View of our Situation: We are much 
afraid that it is little known, and leſs underſtood, in England. | 

The War with the Marattas, at more than Two Years after its Commencement, and after every 
Rupee we had reſerved in our Treaſury, or have ſince been able to collect, has been ſpent in the 
Support of it, is at this Day as far from a Concluſion as ever: New Expeditions are propoled, to 
anſwer the ſame Effects which were promiſed from former Meaſures of the ſame Nature, and, as it 
appears to us, with no better Proſpect of Succeſs; of ſuch Succeſs at leaſt as would be likely to 
make any further Efforts unneceſſary. | | 

The Governor General talks of Friends who may be diſcouraged, and who perhaps may be induced 10 
become Parties againſt us: We wiſh that the Names of theſe Friends had been mentioned. We do 
not know that this Government has a ſingle Friend or Ally in India, in the true Senſe of Friendſhip 
and Alliance; which ſuppoſes the Power of giving Aſſiſtance, and a Diſpoſition to give it. | 

The Condition to which we have reduced the Vizier's Country makes that Connection rather a 
Burthen than Advantage to this State, We have now to defend the extended Frontier of a ruined 
Country, which at preſent barely pays the Troops that defend it, and which, according to all Ap. 
2 will not do even that much longer. As for the Vizier himſelf, he is a Cypher, and has 
no Choice. 6 

The Rana of Gohid is too inconſiderable to be mentioned; and if he were more powerful than 
he is, it is plain enough, that either his original Purpoſe is anſwered, or that he has other Reaſons 
for being weary of the Preſence of our Army. Though the Board have not heard from Captain 
Popham, we conjecture, from what the Governor General has let fall, that the Rana intends to 
diſmiſs Captain Popham, and that he will not require Major Camac to come into his Country. 

On the other Hand, we ſee the principal Powers of India either armed or ready to arm againſt us. 
The Marattas have united, as we foreſaw they would do, in the common Defence of their Country: 
Hyder Ally, their natural Enemy, has concluded an Alliance with them, the Effects of which, though 
hitherto ſuſpended, are not averted, We know, by many Proofs, what his Diſpoſition is towards 
us; and we ought to conclude, fince it is a Caſe againſt which we ought to be provided, that he 
means to act againſt us at the firſt favourable Moment; that is, when our Arms may have ſuffered 
another Check, or when our Strength and Reſources may be exhauſted by a Continuance of the 
preſent War, penn | | . 

It is true, our Endeavours have hitkerto ſucceeded in preventing the Nizam from taking an open 
Part with our Enemies: It depends on the Gentlemen at Madras, whether the Conceſſion we have 
thought proper to make him ſhall take Effect or not. If it ſhould, we have ſtill no poſitive Security 
that he will be contented with it, or that his other Claims upon the Company will not furniſh him 
with a Pretence for joining our Enemies, whenever he ſees an Opportunity of doing it to Advantage. 
This Diſpoſition towards us, and the Confidence he repoſes in his own Strength, may be plainly col- 
lected from his Declarations to Mr, Hollond. 

The Rajah of Berar ſeems lately, if not originally, to have adopted that fort of Policy, which leaves it 
open to him to be guided by Events, and to purſue any Courſe he thinks proper: We have no Security 
that it will be favourable to. this Government. He profeſſes ro wiſh for an Accommodation between us 
and the Paiſhwa ; he offers his Mediation; and, apparently to ſupport his Offer, he ſends a conſi- 
derable Army to the Frontier of theſe Provinces. The Strength of this Army is unknown to the 
Board: Various Reports ſtate it from 20 to 30,000 Horſe, Againſt their future Operations we 
ought to be as carefully provided, as if we had no Dependance on their Friendſhip : We ought to 
treat them as Friends, and we ought to be prepared againſt them as Enemies. 

In this Situation, we can never admit that the Reſources of this Government, exhauſted as they are, 
and withheld from it by its internal Imbecillity, are yet equal to every probable Contingency of the preſent 
War: On the contrary, we think that the preſent War, in whatever Manner it may be conducted, 1s 
liable to Contingencies, to which all our Reſources, if they were yet unimpaired, would not be equal, 
and that in our preſent Circumſtances we have no Choice. 

We deny that this War has hitherto been conducted on a conſiſtent Plan, or any Plan at all; of 
which we need not give a more deciſive and ſtriking Proof, than that the Expedition under Colonel 
Goddard did not co-operate with that from Bombay againſt Poona : That the Authority, formerly 
given to the Preſidency of Bombay over that Army, was withdrawn in favour of another Mealure, 
of which they had no Information; and that General Goddard's final March to Surat was merely 
Matter of Accident, and abſolutely contrary to the Governor General's Wiſhes and Intention. 
On the 4th of March 1779, he declared, He wiſhed equally with Mr. Francis for the Return of the 
« Detachment to Berar, and equally dreaded to hear of its proceeding to the other Coaſt.” 

But, if the Reverſe were true, and if the War had really been conducted on a conſiſtent Plan, 
we deny that it has been varied by deſultory Votes of Council on every Meaſure required for ils Pro- 


ſecution. We do not know or believe, that there is a ſingle Inſtance of any Queſtion Concerning 
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the War, being carried againſt the Opinion of the Governor General, except that now immediately 
before us; and even this, we preſume, was not in Contemplation with the Governor a Month 


ago, when the Reſolution was taken of recalling and reducing Captain Popham's Detachment with 
common Conſent ; and, as we thought, with the Governor's entire Satisfaction. f 


It is not denied, That teeble Meaſures and Advances for Peace may give Strength and Preſunip- 
« tion to our Adverfaries, and diſcourage our Friends; or that the Principles of Enterprize and 


Inaction are not to be combined in the ſame general Meaſure.” But we do not admit, that 


theſe general Propoſitions are applicable to our Situation. Our Opinion is, that we are in ho 


Condition to continue the War, on any Terms which ſuppoſe the Continuance of the preſent Ex- 


pence, or even with a conſiderable Diminution of it. Whether our Reſources be exhauſted, br 
whether they be withheld from us, it is equally true, that there is no Money in our Treaſury, We 
hope, that in ſuch critical Circumſtances, it will not be propoſed to take the Depoſit out of the New 
Fort, We know not how near we are to the Extremity for which it was provided. But, even = 
poſing our immediate Wants were relieved by that little Supply, let us conſider where it would 
jeave us, after diſcharging the . inſtant Demands upon the Treaſury, Our former Statements ſhew 
what a very inconſiderable Portion of it would remain in our Hands, while the Credit and Advat- 
tage of poſſeſſing ſuch a Reſerve in Specie, againſt an extraordinary Emergency, would be loft. 
In effect, we ſhould publicly avow, that the Diſtreſs againſt which the Depoſit was reſerved, had 


actually fallen upon us. 


We never meant to propoſe feeble Meaſures, which neceſſarily defeat themſelves ; nor yet do we 


approve of vigorous Meaſures in the Senſe in which Vigour has been hitherto underſtood ; becauſe 


we are convinced, that this Government is unable to ſupport them; and if they could be ſupported 


a {mall Time longer, they would not bring us nearer to our Object. Before the Commencement of 


the War, we foreſaw and foretold the principal Conſequences that would attend it, We now judge 
of it by its Effects, which we hope will be conſidered, though every other Sort of Argument ſhould 
continue to be diſregarded, We have ſeen the Event of Two Years Military Operations, and of 
a Succeſſion of Enterprizes, which, in Point of Effort and Expence, were as vigorous as any 
Thing we could now undertake, | 

The Expedition to Poona ended in a Diſgrace, which, but for the Generofity, or Forbearance of 
the Marattas, might have left Bombay defenceleſs. We know not the Expence of this Meaſure ; 
but we believe the Company will find it enormous. | 

The March of the Army under Colonel Leſlie had all the Appearances of an active and vigorous 
Refolution, and had produced as much Succeſs as could reaſonably be expected. It has conquered 
an open Country; which, at ſome future Day, and if ever the promiſed Collections from it ſhould 
be made, 1s to return Thirty Lacks of Rupees a Year to the Company. Againſt this Acquilition, 
the permanent Expence of an Encreaſe of Eſtabliſhment to regulate and defend it, muſt be placed. 


and the Value of the Remainder compared with the Charge of the Expedition : The Company will 


then know at what Price they have acquired a new Territory on the Malabar Coaſt, At the End 
of February laſt, the Sums remitred to this Detachment alone, amounted to almoſt Seventy-ſix 
Lacks of Current Rupees; and we are convinced, that we are much within Bounds in computing, 
that a Crore of Rupees will not clear it to the End of October. | | IE 

The March of a Detachment from the Coaſt, and of another from Bombay, to ſtrengthen 
General Goddard, has yet produced no Effect that we know of, but to raiſe their Pay to a Level 
with that of the Bengal Troops; which of itſelf is no flight Inconvenience. 6 

The Detachment under Major Camac, which was ordered about the Beginning of laſt Year, to join 
Colonel Goddard, after coſting the Company Current Rupees 4,36,793, returned without Effect, 

Many Advantages were promiſed from the Treaty with the Rana of Ghode ; particularly that of 
dividing the Strength and Attention of the Marattas. If it has really produced that or any other 
Effect that deſerves the Name of an Advantage, or that can be placed in Compariſon with the Ex- 
pence of the Meaſure, we wiſh to ſee it ſtated. We are informed by the Commiſſary General, 
that the total Expence of Captain Popham's Detachment to the End of April laſt, amounted to 
CR 5,55,953- At this Rate, the preſent Expence muſt amount ro Current Rupees

With theſe diſcouraging Experiments in our View, we are called upon to embark in another Enter- 
Prize, tor the avowed Purpoſe of ſupporting that of General Goddard; yet the Governor's Expecta- 
tion of Succeſs from this new Effort, cannot be greater than thoſe which he profeſied to entertain 
of the former: Even after the Delay in Bundlecund, he always conſidered Colonel Leſlie's Detach- 
ment as capable of accompliſbing the Ends of its Formation, and profeſſed the ſtrongeſt Convidlion, that 
under a proper Conduct, the Effects would ſtill anſwer his moſt ſanguine Hopes. | by 

t is true, that the Part which this Government has hitherto borne in the War, belongs to the 
Governor, and that we have no Share in the Reſponſibility attending it: But it is equally true, that 
in the future Meaſutes of this Government we muſt take our Part. We cannot transfer the Re- 
ſponſiblliey, though we might relinquiſh the Powers incident to our Station: In many Caſes, we 
may find ourſelves compelled not to interrupt the Operation of Acts already reſolved on againſt our 
»pinon , eſpecially when the Government or its Repreſentatives are once engaged in the Execution

If, on the preſent Occaſion, we are 
miſtaken in our Judgment, it will not add to the Load with which the Governor General may be 
charged. We rather think he derives a viſible Advantage from the Part we are forced to take in this 
Queſtion, There is no Difficulty in diſplaying the poſſible Benefits, which might have reſulted 
from a Meaſure untried ; while the Burthen of proving that ſuch Benefits were unattainable, toge. 
ther with the ideal Loſs of them, will be thrown upon the oppoſite Party. | 
We have as little Faith as the Governor can have in the Sufficiency of official Argument to overcomy 
decided Opinions. What we have ſaid is meant to (ſtand for our Vindication at Home. We heartily 
wiſh it might have more Weight, than we fear it will have, in this Place. We wiſh to co-operate 
heartily and ſincerely with the Governor General in effecting a Peace on reaſonable Terms. Means 
of Negociation are in his Power, which are not within ours. To accompliſh a Peace ourſelves, 
againſt his Inclination, we know to be impoſſible. Till very lately our Hopes nearly amounted to 
Conviction, that we were all agreed on this Point, and that the Seaſon of the Rains, in which Hof. 
tilities muſt ceaſe on both Sides, would have been employed in effefting a Pacification. On this 
Principle we conſented to the Propoſition for accepting the Mediation of Moodajee Booſla, We 
wiſh to know if any and what Steps have been taken in Conſequence. As this Meaſure has ng 
Connection with the propoſed Expedition, we hope it will not be deſerted. Without making im. 
proper Advances to the Marattas, other Means might be taken to the ſame End; but we are per. 
fectly ſenſible that none can ſucceed in which the Governor General will not take an active Par, 
If after all a formal Peace is not to be obtained, we do not think it follows that an offenſive War 
mult neceſſarily be continued. A general Outline of the Plan we allude to has been ſuggeſted to 
the Governor General. We do not think it adviſable to enter into it in this Place ; but we are 
ready to ſubmit our Thoughts to him on the Subject, whenever he thinks proper.

Mr. Francis! beg leave to add a few Words to the preceding Minute, in reply to the perſonal Ap. 
peal made to me by the Governor General. I perſuade myſelf he would not propoſe an Alternative to 
me which he thought I could not accept of with Honour. But, as I underitand it, there is no 
Point of Honour in queſtion. [I think it belongs to the Governor General to propoſe and recom- 
mend ſuch Meaſures, as he thinks fit, to the Approbation of the Board; and, circumſtanced as we 
now are, it mult be ſome very eſſential Conſideration that can induce me to oppoſe him. I would 
neither attempt to take that Lead out of his Hands, nor yet engage implicitly to ſubmit to his Opt 
nions. Every View to my own Eale and Happineſs would incline me to wiſh that the Conſticution 
of the Government permitted him to dictate, or to reſolve and act without me. But I am veſted 
with a Public Truſt, from the Duties of which I cannot be exempted while I hold the Station that 
creates It ; 

I believe the Governor General yielded to my Opinion, in reſolving to recall and reduce Captain 
Popham's Detachment ; but this was a Conceſſion to which he did not long adhere. That he 
ſhould have * laboured to accommodate his Sentiments to mine, by a ſtudied Attention to my Sen- 
te timents in every Meaſure which he had ventured to propoſe in the Courſe of the laſt Fifteen 
„ Months,” is a Fact with which I declare moſt ſolemnly I was utterly unacquainted.

Governor General—Why Mr. Wheler has thus repeatedly choſen to join his Name to Mr. Francis's, 
in the Minutes lately delivered by them to the Board, I can neither conjecture, nor ſeek to know, 
I can eaſily conceive Mr. Francis's Intention in obtaining this Aſſociation: But as the Rectitude of 
theſe Acts in Mr. Francis is to be judged upon very different Principles from thoſe in which he has 
a common Concern with Mr. Wheler, I ſhall conſider them ſolely as his, and reply to them accord- 
ingly. Indeed I have no Doubt of their being all the intire Compoſition of Mr. Francis. They are 
not the leſs his by this apparent Diviſion of the Property ; and his Name affixed to them gives me 
the Right of regarding them as intirely his. | . in; al bo | 
1 did hope that the Intimation conveyed in my laſt Minute would haye awakened in Mr, Francis's 
Breaſt, if it were ſuſceptible of ſuch Senſations, a Conſciouſneſs of the faithleſs Part which he was 
acting towards me. I have been diſappointed, and muſt now aſſume a plainer Style, and louder 
Tone. In a Word, my Objections do not lie to the ſpecial Matter of his Minutes, to which I ſhall 
ſeparately reply, but to the Spirit of Oppoſition which dictated them. I have lately offered various 
Plans for the Operations of the War. Theſe have been ſucceſſively rejected as I have ſucceſſively 
amended, and endeavoured to accommodate them to Mr: Francis's Objections. I had a Right to his 
implicit Acquieſcence. I have laſtly propoſed a Service, requiring immediate Execution, and I have 


freed it from the only Objection formally made to it. In anſwer, he ſays, that he adheres to the Rea- 


ſons which had before induced him to withhold his Conſent, and compoſedly invites me to lay before 
the Board a complete Detail of the Plan for conducting the War, a comparative State of the whole 


ef the Object with the whole of the Means of attaining it, and the final Extent of my Demands on 


the Marattas, or what Conceſſions I would make to them; and he promiſes to enter into the Conſider- 
ation of theſe Points with the utmoſt Candour. If his Deſign in this Inquiry was ſimply to gain In- 
formation, I might refer him to the large and confidential Diſcuſſions in which I have laid all my 
Views open to his, with all the Grounds on which they were formed. If his Purpoſe was to enable 
bim to fotm a more clear or competent Judgment of the Plans which I have propoſed, its —_ 
wou 
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would be loſt in the Time required for the Deliberation. But, in Truth, I do not truſt to his Pro. 
miſe of Candour, convinced that he is incapable of it, and that his ſole Purpoſe and Wiſh are ta 
embarraſs and defeat every Meaſure which I may undertake, or which may tend even to promote tie 
Public Intereſts, if my Credit is connected with them. Such has been the Tendency, and ſuch the 
manifeſt Spirit of all his Actions from the Beginning. Almoſt every Meaſure propoſed by me has 
for that Reaſon had his Oppoſition to it.

licy of accelerating the boded Event, and creating an artificial Want, by keeping up an uſeleſs 
Hoard of Treaſure, and withholding it from a temporary Circulation 1 f | 
I am aware of the Anſwer which will be made to theſe Imputations, and I will anticipate it. 
Mr. Francis may ſafely, deny them, for they are incapable; of poſitive; Evidence. He may complain 
of the Injuſtice and Indecency of aſſuming the Interpretation of his Thoughts, and aſſigning In- 
tentions to him upon the Reality of which he alone can pronounce with Certainty. He may claim 
an equal Right to recriminate upon me, and to paſs the ſame free Judgment upon the Motives 
which have influenced my Public Actions. Againſt ſuch Concluſions I truſt that my Character 
will be ſufficient to defend me, unleſs ſome known Inſtance of it can be produced as a Warrant 
for them, and fuch I am certain do not exiſt either known or unknown. } 

My Authority for the Opinions which I have declared concerning Mr. Francis depends upon Facts, 
which have paſſed within my own certain Knowledge. I judge of his public Conduct by my Expe- 
rience of his private, which I have found to be void of Truth and Honour. This is a ſevere Charge, 
but temperately and deliberately made, from the firm Perſuaſion that I owe this Juſtice to the Public 
and to myſelf, as the only Redreſs to both for Artifices of which I have been a Victim, and which 
threaten to involve their Intereſts with Diſgrace and Ruin. The only Redreſs for a Fraud for which 
the Law has made no Proviſion is the Expoſure of it.

In the latter End of the Month of February laſt, Mr. Francis concluded with me an Engagement, 
of which One Article alone is neceſſary to the preſent Occaſion. It is as follows: |

By the Sanction of this Engagement, and the liberal Profeſſions which accompanied it, L was ſe- 
duced to part with the Friend co whoſe generous, and honourable: Support, ſtedfaſtly yielded in a 
Courſe of Six Years, I am indebted for the Exiſtence of the little Power which I have ever poſſeſſed 
in that long and diſgraceful Period, to throw myſelf on the Mercy of Mr. Francis, and on the deſpe- 
rate Hazard of his Integrity. It was impoſſible to afford a ſtronger Demonſtration of the good Faith 
with which I entered into this Accommodation, nor of my Confidence in his, than thus conſenting to 
deprive myſelf of the Means of breaking the Engagement on my Part, and of preventing the Breach 
of it on his; and ſurely this Difference in our relative Situations ought to have impreſſed him with a 
Senſe of what he owed to the Delicacy attending it, and have made him dread gven an Approach to- 
wards the preciſe Line of his Obligations, by the lighteſt Advantage taken of my Inability to re- 
pel it; and how much more ought it to have reſtrained him from the direct Tranſgreſſion of it.

Minute of Mr. Francis, entered in Conſultation 11th September 1780. 


Mr. Francis — The main Queſtion between Mr. Haſtings and me can be referred to no other Teſt 
but the Public Opinion of our reſpective Characters: I appeal cheerfully to that Teſt, and am read 

to abide by the Event of it. On the Point in Iſſue I can only declare, as I do now in the mo 

ſolemn Manner, that I never was Party to the Engagement ſtated by Mr. Haſtings, or had a Thought 
of being bound by it. In one of our Converſations in February laſt, he deſired me to read a Paper 
of Memorandums, among which I preſume this Article was inſerted, I returned it to him the Mo- 
ment I had read it, with a Declaration that I did not agree to, or hold myſelf bound by, the Con- 
tents of it, or to that Effect. From that Time I have never ſeen the Paper: I never had a Copy of 


it, nor have I a poſitive Recollection of any thing it contained, The Agreement I meant to enter 


into with reſpect to the Maratta War, was to proſecute the Operations actually exiſting on the Ma- 
labar Coaſt, which, ſince the Campaign was begun, and General Goddard had already taken the 
Field, I thought ſhould be puſhed as vigorouſly as poſſible. I have no direct Evidence to produce 
in ſupport of this Declaration ; but I imagine it will be ſtrengthened in ſome Degree by the follow- 
ing Con ſiderations: It is not ſaid that the Plan of another Expedition from the Upper Country into 
Malva, or any other Part of the Maratta Dominions on that Side of India, had ever been ſuggeſted 
to me. The Reſolutions of the 29th of May laſt, formed on the Governor General's own Propo- 
ficions, conſtitute, as I think, a ſtrong Preſumption, that up to that Period the Governor General 
had not had that Meaſure in Contemplation, or that he muſt then have abandoned all Thoughts of 
it, On that Day it was unanimouſly reſolved, that Captain Popham's Detachment ſhould be re- 
called and reduced, and that he ſhould be relieved by Four Battalions under Major Camac. In this 
Arrangement nothing appears to have been in the View of the Board, but to diminiſh the public 
Expence without departing from the Terms of the Treaty with the Rana of Ghode. Bur Letters of 
the 2oth of April to the Preſidency of Bombay, to Brigadier General Goddard, and to the Com- 
mander in Chief, expreſs the unanimous Opinion of the Board, that our Reſources were no longer equal 
to the Payment of General Goddard's Army, without draining Bengal entirely of its Specie, and that no 
Acquiſition on the other Side of India could compenſate for the Diſtreſſes which a Continuance of the War, 
at the preſent Expence, would bring upon 1he Company. This indeed has been invariably my Opinion; 
but the Governor concurred in it, and drew up the Letters himſelf, The Evidence I appeal to is 
public and authentic; it is not for me to determine how far it ought to be deemed concluſive. The 
Obſervations which I muſt now proceed to offer on ſome Paſſages in the Governor Generals Minute, 
ſhall} be as ſhort and moderate as I can make them: I mean to lead the Reflections of others from 
fair Preſumptions ro probable Concluſions, which is all that the Caſe will admit of, and by no 
means to engage myſelf or rhe Governor in any further Controverſy. 

| am not acquainted with the Governor General's Plan for carrying on the War, from what Funds 
it is to be ſupported, or on what Terms he would make Peace. It ſeems to me, that the Demand 
from Two Members of the Board was regular and in its Place. A very few Words would have 
bren ſufficient, to tell us what were to be the final Objects of the War. I would not venture to 
{tate the Iooſe Diſcourſes of a private Converſation, if I recollected them, on a Subject of ſuch very 
great Importance; nor can I agree, that the Object of the Queſtion would be loſt in the Time required 
for Deliberation. | 

2d. The Governor General's Minute of the 28th of laſt Month, and the Letter from the Board of 
Trade of the 22d, are ſufficient to ſhew, that my Annual Computations of declining Finances and 
an exhauſted Treaſury were well founded. Every Department ot the Public Service is, and has been 
tor ſeveral Months, in Arrear. As to the Depoſit in the New Fort, it was placed there at my 
Motion, but long after Colonel Monſon's Death, and with the Governor's Conſent and Approbation.

the future. Some Men perhaps may think me capable of ſuch an Act; I hope and believe they are 
not many; but no Man, who knows any thing of the World, will think it poſſible that I could 
ſacrifice myſelf in ſo groſs a Manner without ſome ſecret adequate Compenſation, if any Compen- 
ſation could be equal to it. On this Head I have no other Evidence to appeal to, and I deſire no 
better, than Mr, Haſtings himſelf, If any thing was done or propoſed, by me tor my Advantage, 
direaly or indireQly, or if any thing was done or propoſed, for the i of any other Perſon 
whatſoeyer, beyond what was publicly known and avowed (I, mean the Re-initatement of Mahomed 
Leza Khan, Mr. Fowke, and Mr. Briſtow, in Conformity to the Company's Orders) I call upon 
him to declare it: That of Mr. Briſtow was the only Point of the Three which I yielded to ſuſpend 
until the Month of October, or until the Firſt Advices of the Seaſon from the Court of Directors. 
In the actual Situation of Affairs here, and with the alarming and calamitous Accounts we had then 
lately received from England, I thought that ſome Agreement between Mr. Haſtings, Mr. Wheler, 
od myſelf, was eſſentially neceſſary to the Public Safety; I therefore met Mr. Haſtings, with a 
lincere Diſpoſition to come to an Agreement, and to forward it by every poſſible Facility on my Pact. 
During the whole Courſe of the Tranſaction, nothing of any Moment was ſaid or done without Mr, 
. Wheler's Knowledge and Participation. ; 7 
With reſpect to Mr. Barwell's Departure, and the Inferences drawn from it, it is a Subject of which 
no Man at Home can judge ſo well as they, who are on the Spot, and ſee what paſſes : The little 
I ſhall ſay of it js offered as Matter of Opinion, not Evidence, I believe it, for Inſtance, to be the 
Opinion of many well-informed Perſons in this Settlement, as it is now firmly my own, that Mr, 
Barwell was determined to go Home laſt Seaſon at all Events, and that the Swallow was kept for 
ſeveral Months on purpoſe for him : If ſo, Mr. Haſtings gained ſomething, and could loſe nothing 
by his Agreement with me. But as Mr, Barwell's going Home was never demanded by me, nor 
ever entered into the Agreement, I have no Concern in Mr. Haſtings's Motives for conſenting to it. 
If I deſerved the Character attributed to me, I ſhould not acknowledge, as 1 do, the Force of an 
Argument, deduced by Mr. Haſtings from the defenceleſs Condition in which, he was ſuppoſed to be 
left by Mfr, Len Jeparture : It js ſuch an Argument as can only be felt by a Man of Honour. 
I admit the Principle laid down by Mr. Haſtings, as far as it can be urged, with any Colour of Juſtice 
or Reaſon : Whether I have departed from it or not is a Queſtion of Fact; let it only be obſerved, 
that ſuch a Principle is as liable to be abuſed on one Side, as to be violated on the other. Puſh the 
Inferences from it as far as they will go, and who does not ſee that a Tyranny may be created by it 
over the Mind of a Man of nice Senſibility and fearful of Reproach ? With ſuch a Weapon, ſo exerciſed, 
Mr. Haſtings would poſſeſs a Power, which he aſſuredly never had while Mr. Barwell was in the Country. 
The Whole of this unfortunate Queſtion between Mr. Haſtings and me muſt ſome time or other 
appear before the Public : I do not wiſh to prejudice the Mind of any Man againſt him. My Con- 
duct perhaps may be condemned on other Ground, but 1 do not ſee how it can be fairly imputed 
to baſe or intereſted Views. The Cauſe which I have hitherto endeavoured to maintain is not mine; 
I. have no greater perſonal Concern in it than any other Member of the Community. After all, 
what is it to me more than to any other Man, whether there be a Maratta War or not, or in what 
Manner it is conducted?

That in regard to the Point in queſtion, ſo far are the Council from being authorized to carry it 
into Execution, that they are expreſsly told, that it would be given in charge to the Commiſſioners.

The Committee having at ſeveral Meetings taken into very mature Conſideration the Advices 
lately received from Bengal, by the Lapwing, whereby it appears, that the Company's Orders to 
the Governor and Council, reſpecting the eſtabliſhing of Councils at Muxadabad, and at Patnag 
for the Purpoſes of regulating the Collections of the Revenues, are not carried into Execut'on, 

And it allo appearing, that Six Months had elapſed ſince the Governor and Council had been 
in Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Orders: The Council did not think it conſiſtent with their Duty, or for the 


Intereſt of the Company, that the Company's Orders, ſent expreſs to the Governor and Council per 


Lapwing, ſhould be longer delayed, they therefore reſolved, that the ſame ſhould be taken into 
Conſideration, Upon which it appears that a Difference of Opinion aroſe between the Council and 
Seject Committee, the latter being of Opinion, that the Company's Orders per Lapwing could 
only be carried into Execution by the Commiſſioners, although expreſsly directed to the Governor 
and Council; which Opinion appears the more extraordinary, becauſe the Governor and Council, 
including the ſaid Select Committee, had, by their Letter dated the 3 iſt January 1770, left no Room 
to doubt, but that they then unanimouſly underſtood the Company's Orders, tran{mitted per Lap- 
wing, as particularly addreſſed to the Governor and Council, and alſo expreſſed their Satisfaction, that 
they had in a great Degree anticipated the ſaid Orders of the Court of Directors, upon that im- 
portant Subject.

And having fully conſidered the bad Effects which have already been the Conſequence of this un- 
happy and dangerous State of the Council of Bengal, and the Evil Tendency it may have to 
weaken Adminiſtration, and render it inadequate to the great Objects of Reform and Regulation, 
which are now before the Governor and Council; the Committee are of Opinion, that the Oppoſi- 
tion of the Scle& Committee of Bengal, has prevented the Council from effectually executing the 
Company's Orders tranſmitted per Lapwing.

he Board will obſerve, that in order to fix the Expence of the Regiments as low as poſſible, I 
have allowed no European Adjutants to them, as Subaltern Officers can do that Duty in Tour as 
formerly; and I think it will be of an Advantage to the Service, for ſeveral Reaſons, that they 
ſhould do ſo. 

After all, I muſt acknowledge that this Plan is ſtill improvable, and would be much more com- 
plete, were a Regiment to be commanded by a Major, and each Eartalion by a Captain; but as this 


would create an extra Expence to the Company, which might be conſidered too heavy, I have been 


deterred from propoling it. 


I judge this a proper Occaſion for obſerving to the Board, that I have long been of Opinion, that 


the native Commandants are a uſeleſs Rank, and in ſome Caſes might, through the undue Influence 
they are generally apt to obtain in their Corps, prove a dangerous Set of Men; I therefore think it 


would not be amils if they are ſuffered to fall off by making no new Appointments of them; this 
would in Time prove no inconſiderable Saving.

In conſequence of your Commands to me, under Date the 14th Inſtant, I do myſelf the Honout 
of laying before you, Propoſitions for doubling up the Battalions of the European Regiments, and 
forming theſe Corps upon an Eſtabliſhment the beſt ſuited to their preſent Strength, as well as calcu- 
lated to the retrenching the Expence of them. 

I alſo ſubmit to you, a Scheme for augmenting the Sepoy Battalions (inſtead of raiſing new ones) 
and forming them into Regiments, upon a Plan more perfect, and with more extenſive Views, than 
my Propoſition of the 3 iſt October comprehended. 

With theſe Propoſitions you will receive. | 

Ne 1. A Comparative Statement of the Expence of a Regiment of European Infantry, ori the 
preſeat Eſtabliſhment, and of one on the Eſtabliſhment recommended by me. 

N* 2. A Comparative View of the Expence of a Battalion of Sepoys on the preſent Eſtabliſhment, 
and of a Regiment of Two Battalions on the propoſed one. 

N* 3. A Memorandum, exhibiting the Saving that will accrue upon the Whole of the new Ar- 
rangements offered to your Conſideration. 

You will obſerve, Gentlemen, that I have included in my Plan thoſe Battalions which compoſe 
Lieutenant Colonel Pearſe's Detachment, Beſides being prompted to recommend that theſe Corps 
may be put on the ſame Footing with the reſt, by all the Reaſons which evince the Neceſlity of tho- 
roughly reforming and new modelling the native Infantry of our Army, I am further induced to wiſh | 
the propoſed Regulations to extend to them, on Account of the Officers who muſt neceſſarily be 
included in the Promotion that it will be requiſite to make, in order to the carrying my Plan into 
Effect; and who otherwiſe muſt be removed, to the great Obſtruction and Detriment to the Public 
Service. The Number of Men that will be wanted to complete this Detachment to the new Eſtab- 
liſmment, after reducing the 2oth Battalion, and incorporating the Sepoys of it into the Five others, 
will only be Three hundred ; which may be immediately drafted (as I have propoſed) from the 
Battalions of the 1ſt Brigade at Barrickpore. 

I have been led to recommend the Reduction of the 2oth Battalion of Sepoys, on Account of 
the late refractory Conduct of the Corps; and the great Deſertions from Captain Browne's Battalion 
of Light Infantry, has influenced me to propoſe the breaking of this Corps alſo, in my general 
Arrangements, Theſe Motives, I flatter mylelf, will have their due Weight with the Board. 

By augmenting the Sepoy Brigade Battalions now on the Eſtabliſhment, which (excluſive of thoſe 
on Service with General Goddard in the Weſt of India) are Thirty. ſix in Number; and regimenting 
them upon the Plan I have propoſed, the actual Encreaſe of theſe Corps will be 7,200 Rank and 
File, which is equal to the preſent Strength of Nine Battalions. The annexed Memorandum 
(Ne 3.) will ſatisfy you, Gentlemen, that the Difference of Expence between raiſing this Number 
of new Battalions, and making up an equal Strength, according to the liberal and advantageous 
Mode I have recommended, will be only againſt my Plan 8,481 Sonat Rupees per Menſem. But I 
have to oppoſe to this Loſs incurred by my Sepoy Arrangements, a monthly Saving of 37,186 S. Ru- 
pees, which will ariſe from the propoſed Reduction of the Battalions of the European Regi- 
ments. | 

As I have already, Gentlemen, fully ſet forth, in my Letter to you of the 31ſt of October, the 
Advantages of the-Sepoy Arrangements, which I now lay before you, as far as reſpects the Purpoſes 
of manceuvering and diſciplining the native Corps, as well as the probable Effects which may be 
produced on the Minds of the Country Powers, by ſuch an apparent Encreaſe of the Number of 
battalions on our Eſtabliſhment, I will take the Liberty to refer you to that Addrels for my Realon- 
Ing on theſe Heads, as well as for the Arguments I advanced for aboliſhing the Office of native

Extract of the General Letter from Bengal, in the Secret Department, to the Court of Directon, 
dated the 7th January 1781. 


The Provincial Commander in Chief, in the Perſuaſion that to derive from the native Infantry 
of our Eſtabliſhment thoſe capital Advantages which can only reſult from exact Diſcipline, tem- 
pered with a ſtrict Adminiſtration of the Rights of the Soldiery, it was poſitively neceſſary thoroughly 
to reform and new-model the Corps compoſing this Part of our Military Force, preſented to us 
on the 26th ultimo a Series of Propoſitions, beſt calculated, according to his Judgment, for com- 
paſſing ſo important and uſeful an End. Theſe Propoſitions were accompanied with figured State- 
ments, exhibiting, as nearly as might be, the extraordinary Expence which would be incurred 
by the new Sepoy Eſtabliſhments, and the Annual Saving which would accrue from the genen 
Arrangements. 

The Letters which we have received from Brigadier General Stibbert on this Subject, and 
Copies of the Statements and Propoſitions accompanying them, are ſent to you Numbers in this 
Diſpatch, After maturely conſidering the Principles on which the Plan ſubmitted to us was obviouliy 
founded; after meaſuring the Extent of the Advantages it promiſed to produce, and after ſatisfying 
ourſelves that it united Economy and Utility, we delayed not, in the Conviction that the late Mil. 
tary Conſtitution of our native Infantry was pregnant with Defects which, unleſs timely cotrected, 
threatened the moſt ſerious and alarming Conſequences, to paſs the Whole of General Stibbert's 
Propoſitions into Reſolutions of our Council. 

We will here delineate, as far as may be neceſſary, the general Ground-work of this new Super- 
ſtructure, marking the leſs obvious Motives of particular Regulations, and diſtinguiſhing, in a con- 
ciſe Manner, the Advantages they poſſeſs over former Inſtitutions and Arrangements. 

The apparent Strength of the Battalions of the European Regiments being at all Times very incon- 
ſiderable (rarely exceeding 300 Rank and File) and their poſitive or effective Strength being tre- 
quently below 200 Men, the large Eſtabliſhment of Officers annexed to theſe Corps appeared to be 
productive of an utterly irrequiſite Expence, without yielding a ſingle Advantage in a Military Point 
of View: Influenced by theſe Reflections, we made it our Requeſt to General Stibbert, to examine 
the Expediency of doubling up the Battalions of the Regiments: And accordingly we have had 
the Satisfaction of receiving his Concurrence in a Meaſure that, while it occaſions in our Monthly 
Expence a Retrenchment of $37,186 Sonaut Rupees, furniſhes us with a conſiderable Number of 
Othcers towards completing our native Infantry on the new Eſtabliſhment. — 

Although the Commander in Chief has in the annexed Propoſitions inſerted à Clauſe, expreſling, 
that when the Strength of the European Regiments ſhall exceed 762 Rank and File, they ſhall 
revert to their former Conſtitution (becauſe in that Caſe the Corps would be roo unwieldy for the 
Purpole of manceuvring with Celerity and Exactneſs) yet we muſt remark, that it is by no Means 
probable that we ſhall be reduced, during the Continuance of the War in Europe, to the Neceſſity 
of re-adopting this burthenſome Syſtem on the Military Principle ſuggeſted ; and that the Period
